HIPPOCRATES. 


J JIPPOCRATES. the fon of Ilcraclldas and 
Pheenaretc, was a native of Cos ; and, ac- 
cording to Eratojlhenes, Pberecydes , Apollo - 
thr us, and Arms of Par fus, who have recorded 
his genealogy, was the twentieth in defeent 
from Hercules , and the nineteenth from A if- 
culapius. He fludied under his father Hera- 
cliclas ; afterwards Herodicus was his matter, 
and, according to the opinion of fome, he 
was under the tuition of Gorgias Leontinus 
the orator, and Democritus the philofopher. 
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He 
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He flouriffied -at' the time of the Pclopon- 
nefian war, and was born, as IJlomacbus af- 
ferts, in the firft year of the eightieth olym- 
piad ; but upon the authority of Soranus , of 
Cos, who fearched the secords of the place, 
his birth is affirmed to have happened in the 
reign of Abriadas, on the twenty-fixth day of 
the month Agrianus j which, even to the pre- 
fent time, he fays, the inhabitants ot Cos reli- 
gioufly obferve, by performing facred rites in 
honour of Hippocrates. 

After being fufficiently qualified in the me- 
dical art, and other branches of education, 
on the death of his parents he left his native 
country. Andreas, in his book on the hiftory 
# of medicine, ftigmatizes him in faying that 
his departure was on account of his having 
burnt a public record in Cnidus-, while others, 

with 
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with greater probability, affirm that he left 
his country to fee the manners and cuftoms of 
different people, and increafe his knowledge 
by experience., Soranus, however, relates 
that he was admonifhed in a dream to quit 
his native land, and remove to Phejaly. 

Throughout Greece, he was fo much ad- 
mired in the exercife of his art, that being pub- 
licly fent for by 1 Perdicas, king of the Macedo- 
nians, who, it was imagined, laboured under 
a phthifical complaint, he came, accompanied 
with Eurypbontes, who was his fenior, and 
pronounced the diforder to be a difeafe of the 
mind. Nor in this was he milLken; for Per- 
dicas, after his father Alexander’s death, be- 
came paffionately enamoured with his father’s 
concubine, Phila ; who, when the matter was 
communicated to her by Hippocrates, lb ac- 
commodated 
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commodated her behaviour towards the king, 
that his health was in a Ihort time completely 
reftored. 

He was likewife invited by the Abder’tta- 
nians , in order to cure Democritus of madnefs, 
and free their city from the ravages of the 
plague. Befides, when this dilorder raged in 
Illyria, Paonia, and other barbarous coun- 
tries, he was folicited by the principal perfons 
of each to pay them a vifit ; hut, being in- 
formed by the meflengers from what quarter 
the winds in thefe regions generally blew, he 
difmiffed them without complying with their 
requeftj reafoning within himfelf, that the 
difeafe might reach Attica , and forefeeing the 
confequence, he was a&uated with a concern 
for fuperintending the fafety of the cities and 
inhabitants of this territory.

His 
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His affe&ion for the Greeks was fo great, 
that, when the glory of his name reached as 
far as Per fid, and A> taxu xes entreated to fee 
him, by means of Hijtanide -, viceroy of the 
belle/pont , who was empowered to offer him 
large prefents, he, from a contempt of mo- 
ney, and the love which he bore to his coun- 
try, declined accepting the flattering offers of 
the Perjlan monarch, as is evident from a 
letter on that fubjedt. 

At a time when his country was in danger 
from the Athenians, he proved its deliverer, 
by calling in the timely aid of the Tl ej[alians\ 
and, on this account, the mofl fpltr.did ho- 
nours were conferred upon him, not only by 
his countrymen the Corns, but likewife the 
Thejfalians, Arrives, and others. He was 
publicly initiated in the 1'acred Eieufw.ian rites. 
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after a manner with which none but Hercules 
had ever been honoured before that time, and 
enrolled as a citizen. A public entertainment, 
Iikewife, in the Prytaneum was inftituted in 
honour of him and his pofterity. 

With a candour and liberality highly praife- 
worthy, after adminiftering the ufual oath, 
he at all times affifted with his inrtru&ions 
thofe who applied themfelves to the ftudy of 
the medical art. 

When he had finilhed a life devoted to the 
general good of mankind, his death happened 
at Larijfa , much about the fame time that 
Democritus is faid to have died. Though re- 
ports vary in refpeft of his age, as by fome 
he is faid to have reached the eighty-fifth, by 
pthers the ninetieth, by a third party his hun- 
dred 
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dred and fourth, and by another dill his hun- 
dred and ninth year, yet it is evident he lived 
to an advanced period. He was buried be- 
tween Gyrton and Larijja , where his monu- 
ment was ffiewn for fome centuries after the 
Chriftian epoch. It was remarkable for being 
the receptacle of a bee hive during a length 
of time ; and it is reported that nurfes re- 
paired to the tomb, in order to ufe the honey 
as a fovereign remedy againft fpreading ulcers 
infefting the mouths of young children. 

In many of his effigies he is reprefcnted 
with a covering upon his head, refembling that 
with which {Jlyffes was ufually reprefented, 
and, among the ancients, was held as an em- 
blem of honourable defcent. In others it had

the appearance of a mantle, and he is faid to 
have worn it on account of his head being 

tender. 
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tender, or to conceal his baldnefs. Some fay 
that he uied this covering with a view of de- 
fending that part, which he confidered as the 
principal feat of life. But as thefe opinions 
are entirely conjedural, others of a like na- 
ture on this fubjtd, becaufe they appear lefs 
conionant to realon, are purpofely omitted. 

His perfonal qualities were manyj in moral 
deportment he excelled; and was particu- 
larly remarkable for difintertflcdnefs and his 
attention to the Greeks. From his conftant 
ailiduity during the prevalence of 'penitential 
difcafes in various parts, he acquired the uni- 
vcrfal efteem and afiedtion not only of his 
own countrymen, but of the Greeks of every 
denomination, by whom, as well as by fome 
foreign nations, monuments were ereded to 
his memory in different quarters.

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He left two fons, Thejfalus and Draco ; but 
a very great number of difciples, who held 
him in the higheft veneration. 

Concerning his writings much has been 
faid, nor is it eafy, from many circumflances, 
to a (certain precifely the authenticity of fome 
of thofe aferibed to his name. It has been 
argued that the ftyle and manner of writing, 
in fome parts, is fo widely different from that 
of others, of which he certainly was the author, 
as to afford ftrong fufpicion of their not be- 
ing executed by the fame malterly hand: nor 
is it probable that fuch inequality could ever 
be a chara&eriftic of Hippocrates. 
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PREFACE. 


V I ^HE favourable reception with which 
my former tranflation, confiding of 
eight books, on the caufes, fymptoms, and 
cure, of acute and chronic difeafes, was 
honoured by the learned of the faculty, 
fuggefted the idea of profecuting yet farther 
the monuments of Grecian knowledge, in 
the fcience of medicine. I therefore un- 
dertook the prefent work, which is not 
only more difficult of execution than the 
former, but more ufeful and important. 

The capacity of predicting the termi- 
nation and refult of difeafes, is juftly con- 
a fidered

fidered as the mod diftinguifhing criterion 
of extraordinary fkill ; and has, on this 
account, been cultivated with peculiar at- 
tention from the earlieft ages of phyfic. 
The curative part of medicine is necefl’arily 
circumfcribed by the imperfe&ion of hu- 
man knowledge, and is, often influenced 
by circumftances, over which the utmoft 
ability of the phyfician can exercifc no 
abfolute control j but in foretelling, with 
a great degree of certainty, the event of 
difeafes, he compenfates the narrow limits 
of his power by the perlpicacity of his 
judgment. Such is the efleem and confi- 
dence naturally attached to the phyfician, 
who is eminently diftinguifhed by this 
talent, that his fagacity may triumph, and 
his fame be augmented, even by the death 
of his patient. 

From thefe confiderations, I thought I 

fliould

fhould perform an acceptable fervice, by 
recurring to the great fountain of medical 
prophecy, and tranllating into our own 
language the admired Prcgfloftica, and the 
firft of thefe books, generally termed the 
Prorrhetica of Hippocrates, for this one 
alone can be juftly afcribed to the vene- 
rable Father of Phvfic. Such a work, 
however, it was obvious, could not be 
executed in a manner fuitable to its import- 
ance, except upon a large feale. Some 
parts would require elucidation, others to 
be afeertajned with accuracy, and many it 
would be proper to collate with parallel 
paflages, both’ of Hippocrates ' s own writings 
and thofe of other celebrated Ancients. 
How far I have fucceeded in this arduous 
defign, it would be improper for me to 
determine. But I have the fatisfa&ion to 
acknowledge, that it has not been fubmitted

to 
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to the public without the approbation and 
patronage of fome of the mod diftinguifhect 
medical characters of the age. I have only 
to add, that in the execution of the work, 
the beft editions of the various authors 
have been adopted.

PROGNOSTICS. 

I N nfy opinion it is highly neceffary that a 
phyfician Ihould bellow the utmoll pans in 
attaining a foreknowledge * of events, for when* 
with the fick, he perceives beforehand, and 
evindes a clear conception of the pad, prefent, 
and future, difcovering at the fame time the 
negledls which they have committed, a higher 
degree of credit will be paid to his knowledge of 
their fituation : fo that mankind will, with great- 
er confidence, commit themfelves to his care. 
The cure will be better performed from a fore- 
knowledge 

* ir$vm in the original, which I have rendered foreknow* 
ledge, is belt underftood by the French word frtfentiment> end 
inay be properly explained by the Latin word frwidentia % 
B derivti 
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knowledge of what is to happen ; but it is not 
pofiible that all the Tick fhould be teftored 
to a ftate of health, as the power of effeding 
this would indeed far furpafs any anticipation 
of confequences. Since therefore mankind die, 
fome from the force of difeafe before the phy- 
fician is called, others immediately upon , his 
entrance } part dragging out life for the fpacc 
of one day, and others fomewhat longdr, perifh 
before he can combat the difeafe by his fkill, it 
is necefiary not only to know the nature of 
fuch affections, how far they exceed the na- 
tural ftrength of the body, but likewife to as- 
certain whether the difeafes are attended with 
any thing fupernatural. Hence he will, juftly, 
be held up to admiration and acquire the name 
of a fkilful phyfician 5 for he will far better 
preferve thofe who have the good fortune to 
efcape, by previoufly, for a confiderabie time, 

derived from providus\ which laft Horace ufes in a fenfe ana- 
logous to that of our text in the following words, “ formica 
futiiri provida.” It implies here, omnem praefentiendi, prae- 
npfeendi, ac praecjiceqdi facultatem, 

directing 
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directing his {kill to each particular cireum- 
fiance } and by thus forefeeing and predicting' 4 
the fate of thofe-that will die, as well as thofe 
that recover, he will be placed far beyond the 
reach of blame. In acute difeafes it is proper 
thus narrowly to furvey the face of the fick per- 
fon ; whether or not it refembles that of health, 
but above all, if it has its natural appearance, 
which gives rife to the moft favourable opi- 
nion, as the contrary portends the greateft 
danger j fuch as a fharp nofe, hollow eyes, 
the temples collapfed, the ears cold and 
-contracted, the lobes inverted, the {kin about 
the forehead hard, tenfe, and dry, with 
the whole face of a palifh green, black, 
livid, or leaden hue b . Should the counte- 
nance, therefore, be fuch in die beginning 
of the difeafe, and you cannot from other 
fymptoms conjecture the caufe, it is necefiary 

b The above ihort but elegant defcription conftitutes the Faciei 
llippocratica\ or Hippocratic face, fo well known in the fchools 
of phyfic to this day } which appellation it obtained from its 
author Hippocrates : fome call it the cadaverous face .

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to alk whether or not the patient is of a wakeful 
difpofition, if he labours under a violent flux of 
the belly, or want of food. Should he confefs 
any of thefe, the cafe is lefs to be dreaded : 
an opportunity, however, is afforded, both in 
the day and night time, of judging whether 
fuch ap appearance is owing to any of thefe 
caufes. But if he fay that none of thefe actually 
exifts, and is not reflored within a reafonable 
time, it may be concluded that death is at no 
great difhncc. Should the face, however, put 
on this appearance after the difeafe has exifted 
for the fpace of three or four days, the lame 
queftions ought to be put which I fuggefted 
above, and other fymptoms taken into confi- 
deration, which refpedt the whole counte- 
nance, the body, and eyes; for if they 
Ihun the light, or Ihed tears involuntarily, 
are inverted, or one is lefs than the other, the 
white pf them becoming red, the palfebra e

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livid, the veins black, or the fordes peculiar to 
fore eyes, is difeovered about their edges if 
they are perpetually rolling, tumid, very 
hollow, of a nafty, dry, dull appearance} 
or lhould the. colour of the whole face be 
changed, all fuch are to be confidered as bad 
lymptoms, and forerunners of death. More- 
over it is neceflary to infpedt the appearance of 
the eyes under the palpebra *, in the time of 
fleep ; for lhould any of the white appear, the 
palpebra not being fhut, and it does not pro* 
ceed either from a flux of the belly, or fome 
purging medicine, or if the patient has not

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been aecu Homed to fleep in fuch a manner 5 
this is accounted a very unfavourable and deadly 
fymptom. But if th epalpebra are drawn afide or 
full of wrinkles, of a pale, livid colour, or evert 
the lip, or nofe has fome other concomitant 
lymptom, it is pretty certain that death is at 
no great dilknee. Should the lips be relaxed 
and hang down, becoming cold and of a 
whitilh appearance, this likewife indicates 
death. The polture molt favourable for the 
fick perfon to be found in by the phyfician, is 
that of reclining upon the right or left fide, 
with his hands, neck, and legs, fomewhat bent, 
and the whole body in an eafy pofidon ; 
for thus it is that perfons in health generally 
recline ; that, therefore, is the belt which re- 
lembles the fituation of thofe in a found ftate. 
To lie on the back with the hands, neck, 
and legs extended, is a lefs favourable pofi- 
tion: but Ihould the patient lie on his face, 
and Hide downwards from the bed, this is Hill 
more to be dreaded if, in this fituation, he 

fhould 
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fliould likewife be found with his feet 
naked, poffefling no great degree of warmth, 
his hands, neck, and legs diforderly placed, 
and ftript too of the clothes, this is a bad 
lymptom, efpecially as it indicates a ftate 
of anxiety and reftleffnefs f . It is likewife a 
deathlike fymptom to fleep perpetually, with 
the mouth wide open, and when the perfon 
lies on his back with his legs ftrongly twifted 
and folded together. But when one lies on 
the belly who is not accuftomed to fleep fo in 
a ftate of health, this indicates a degree of deli- 
rium, or pain of the circumjacent parts.

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In all acute difeafes it is a bad fymptom if 
the patient wifhes to fit up, especially when 
the difeafe is in full vigour ; but, in perfons 
labouring under an inflammation of the lungs, 
it is bad in the extreme. Gnafbing of the 
teeth in fevers, when it has not been cuftomary 
from an early period of life, indicates a degree 
of mania and death j but, in either cafe, dan- 
gerous confequences are to be dreaded : more- 
over, fhould this be obferved in a perfon under 
a delirium , deftru&ion is already nigh at hand. 
One ought likewife to learn whether an ulcer 
has exifted previoully, or not, to the difeafe 
for, if the patient is likely to die, it will, before 
death, become of a livid, or pale dry appear- 
ance. Concerning the motion of the hands, the 
following is my opinion — that it is a deftruc- 
tive and deadly fign in thofe who, when feized 
with acute difeafes, inflammations of the lungs, 
jjhrenitis, or exceflive pains of the head, have 
their hands extended, colledting floating . ap- 
pearances, plucking the clothes, &c. When the 

breathing 
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breathing is very frequent, pain and inflamma- 
tion in the parts above the diaphragm are indi- 
cated; but deep infpiration# at long intervals, ia 
a proof of delirium exifting; whereas, if the 
expiration from* the mouth and noflrilsis cold, 
it may be pronounced to be a very deadly 
lymptom. Again, it may be naturally ima- 
gined that breathing eafily is of the firft 
importance to the fafety of the patient, in all 
acute difeafes attended with fever, and in thofe 
that have a crifis within forty days. In all 
acute diftempers, thofe fweats are the belt 
which happen on critical days, and entirely 
put an end to the fever : fuch likewife as are 
diffufed over the whole body, the patient, 
at the fame time, bearing the difeafe eafily, are 
attended with very beneficial confequences j 
but when no fuch effeds take place, they are 
of little or no fervice. Cold fweats are the 
moil dangerous, and thofe which break out 
about the head, face, and neck ; becaufe, when 
attended with an acute fever, they forebode 

death ; 
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death ; but if the fever be more mild, a coft-' 
tinuance of the difeafe j fuch likewife as break 
out over the whole .body in the fame manner 
as about the head, may be referred to this 
clafs. Thofe again, which appear only about 
the neck in fmall drops refembling millet-feed, 
are of a pernicious kind; on the contrary, 
fhould they flow in larger drops, attended with 
a vapour, this is a very favourable lymptom. 
On the whole, the following concluflon may 
be drawn relative to fweats — that fome of them 
happen from a diflblution and wafting of the 
body; others from an intenfenefs 8 of inflam-* 
mation. 

In refpeft of the pracordia, the parts com- 
prehended under this term are in the beft

fituation 
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fituation when free from pain, foft to the 
touch, and equal both on the right and left 
fidesj but, in cafe of inflammation, pain, tenfe- 
nefs, or an unequal affe&ion of the right and 
left fides, the cafe requires the greateft attention ; 
moreover, a pulfation in th tpracordia indicates 
great perturbation, or delirium. In all fuch 
cafes it is neceflary to infpedt narrowly the 
eyes of the patients ; for, fhould their motion 
be frequent, a mania may be expe&ed to fuc- 
ceed : but a hard fwelling in the pracordia , 
attended with pain, is moft fatal when it occu- 
pies the whole extent ; fhould it be confined 
to one fide, the left is the leafl dangerous. 
Such fwellings , however, even from the begin- 
ning, indicate that death will in a fhort time 
be the confequence j but, fhould they exceed 
the twentieth day, and neither the fever nor 
fwelling fubfide, fuppuration takes place : in 
fuch cafes an eruption of blood happening fronj 
the noftrils, during the firft period, is often 
of the greateft fervice. 


In 
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In this flare, it is neceflary to afk, if they are 
troubled with hcadach, or their eyefight be 
blunted; for, in either cafe, the tendency of 
the difeafe is to the head : this flux of blood, 
however, is more readily to be expedted in 
perfons who have not reached thirty-five years 
of age. 

On the other hand, tumours that are foft, 
free from pain, and yield on preflure with the 
finger, are longer of coming to a crifis,. ajid 
left to be dreaded than the former. If neither 
the fever nor fwelling fubfide within fixty days, 
it is a plain indication that, in both cafes, 
fuppuration will enfue. In general, fu'ch tu- 
mours as are painful, hard, and large, fore- 
bode fatal confequences in a (hort time : whilft 
thofe that are foft, free from pain, and yield 
to preflure, are of longer duration. Tumours 
of the belly are more obftinate than thofe of 
the pracordia , and fuppuration lefs frequently 

takes 
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lakes place below the umbilicus h ; but an erup* 
tjon of blood is chiefly to be expe&ed from 
the parts above. It is highly neceflary, how- 
ever, to promote fuppuration of all the long con- 
tinued tumours in thefe parts ; and refpeding 
thofe that .happen, it may be obferved, thatfuch 
as are turned outwards are the belt, when they 
are fmall, inclining outwardly as much as 
poflible, and tending to a point. Thofe again 
that are large, broad, and very little pointed, 
are of the worft kind: but when an impoft- 
hume is produced internally, thofe fuppura- 
tion's are the beft which are confined to their 
original feat, are without pain, and when all 
the external region appears of the lame uni- 
form colour ‘.

AH droplies proceeding from acute dif- 
eafes have a bad tendency ; for, befides the 
very great pain and dangerous concomitant 
fymptoms, they do not alleviate the fever. The 
greateft part of thefe originates in the lumber 
region, and others in the liver. In thofe 
firft mentioned, the feet of the patients fwell, 
and long continued fluxes enfue, which neither 
free from the pains of the loins, nor render 
the belly more foft; but in thole proceeding 
from the liver, the patients are troubled with 
cough, and a perpetual defire k pf coughing, 

nor 

adopted the fame opinion, when fpeaking of fuppurations, in 
the eighth chapner of his fecond book. The paflage is as follows ; 
Et ex his (nempe fuppurationibus) qu* intfis proeedunt, halevi- 
ores, qua? contra fe cutem non afiiciunt, eamque fine dolore

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fior do they bring up any thing worth notice. 
Their feet likewife fwell j and what is eva- 
coated is hard, and voided with difficulty : 
moreover, fwcllings take place about their belly, 
feme on the right, and others on the left fide, 
alternately, riling and difappearing 1 1 when the 
head, hands, and feet are cold, the belly and 
fides having a fenfation of heat, this is a bad 
fymptom : on the contrary, if the body be foft, 
and a warmth equally diffufed over the whole, 
it is the mod favourable indication, fiefides, 

voluntas or cupiditas. Fcefius rather adopts the opinion of the 
latter*, and I cannot help thinking that implies a degree 
.of dcfire in the patient to cough, thereby wiihing to get rid of 
fomething troublefome ; whereas a propenfity to cough may 
take place where there is no defire.

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the patient fhould eafily bear to be turned, and 
when he elevates himfclf, ought to feel light and 
eafyj but if he feems to feel any heavinels, not 
only in the reft of the body, but in the hands 
and feet, this is attended with conliderable 
danger. If,, betides, the nails and fingers 
become livid, death is immediately to be ex- 
pected j but if the fingers and feet become 
entirely black, lefs danger is to be apprehended 
than from a livid colour. Other fymptoms are 
likewife to be taken into confideration j for, 
fhould the patient appear to bear the difeafe 
eafily, and, befides thofe already mentioned, 
fbme other falutary fymptom be prefent, 
there is hope that the difeafe will terminate 
by an abfcefs ; fo that the patient may furvive, 
and ths fphacelated parts fall oft : but when the 
tefticles and pudenda are drawn up, the cafe 
is accompanied with violent pains, and great 
danger.

In regard to deep, it is proper the patient 
fhould wake in the day, and fleep in the 

night. 
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night-time, as nature dictates j but (hould 
this natural courfe be changed, bad confe- 
quences are to be dreaded : he wilL receive, 
however, very little hurt, if, from an early 
time in the morning, he enjoys lleep a ' third 
part of the day. Sleep, after this period, is 
not attended with the fame falutary effedts ; 
but, (hould it be enjoyed neither by night 
nor day, it is particularly injurious} for watch- 
fulnefs arifes from the pain and uneaiinefs 
felt, or it is a fure indication that delirium 
will fupervene. 

In refpeft of excrement, that is the bed 
which is foft and of a proper confidence, and 
comes away at the time when it is ufually 
dejedted in health. The quantity too (hould 
be in proportion to that of the food; for, 
this being the cafe, it is a proof that the 
belly is in a healthy date* Should the* dool 
be foft, it is preferable, provided it does not 
C pafs 
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pafs off with noife m , and is not voided fre- 
quently at flidrt intervals, becaufe the patient 
is fatigued from the frequency of evacuation, 
and watchfulnefs is thereby induced. But 
if the difcharge is often repeated, and in 
great quantity, there is danger of a deliquium 
animi. It is proper it fhould be evacuated 
twice or thrice in the day, and once in the 
night-time, according to the quantity of food, 
but more copioufly in the morning, as is 
cuftomary. The ftool likewife ought to be 
thicker as the difeafe advances to a crifis, of 
a colour fomewhat yellow, and attended 
with no great fetor. It is falutary likewife 
when round worms pafs through with the 
excrement, as the difeafe approaches to a 
crifis j and, through the whole of the dif- 
temper, the belly fhould feel foft, and not

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ttibre than naturally tumid. But if what is 
dajedted is very watery, or of a white, palifli 
green, high red colour, or frothy, all thefe 
are bad fymptoms. Moreover, . Ihould the 
evacuation be fmall, glutinous, white, of a 
fomewhat pale colour with a mixture of 
green, and fmooth, it is an unfavourable 
appearance; but whatever is black, fatty, 
livid, or foetid, is ftill more dangerous. The 
evaluations, however, that are variegated, 
are of longer duration than thofe already 

mentioned, and no lefs deftru&ive. To this 

/ 

clafs’ belong fuch as refemble fragments, and 
have an appearance of leeks, with- thofe of 
a bilious and black colour, all which fome- 
times come away intermixed one with ano- 
ther, at other times by themfclves. 

Wind, when it paffes downwards without 
found, or a cracking noife, is mod falutary; 
but it is ftill better attended with noife than 
if retained, and it fhould afeend in the in- 
C 2 teftine. 
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tcftine. Should it pafs off in the manner 
defcribed, it indicates that the patient cither 
labours under fome pain or delirium , unlefs 
he emits it voluntarily. A grumbling noife 
engendered in the pracordia difpels pains 
and tumours of thofe parts, if recent and not 
attended with inflammation; efpecially when 
it paffes downwards along with the excre- 
ment, urine, and flatulency. It is beneficial, 
likewife, when defending to the inferior 
inteftines, the flatus is difcharged by it- 
felf. 

In refpedt of what concerns the urine, that 
is beft in which the fediment is white, 
fmooth, and equal, during the whole time 
until the crifis, becaufe it both indicates 
fafety and that the difeafe will be of fliort 
duration. But fhould the urine fometimes 
be perfectly clear, at other times depoflt . a 
white, fmooth, fediment, the difeafe will be 
of longer continuance, and attended with 

greater 
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greater danger. If, on the other hand, the 
urine is fomewhat red, with a fmooth fe~ 
dimen t of the fame colour, this difeharge 
is of much longer duration than the for- 
mer, but highly falutary. That fedlment in 
urine which refembles parts of barley roughly 
broken, is bad, but that of a fcaly appear- 
ance is /till worfe ; the white and thin kind 
is very bad } but the furfuraceous is a de- 
gree worfe than thefe. White clouds fuf- 
pended in the urine are falutary j whereas 
black indicate fomething unfavourable. As 
long as the urine is of a reddiih, yellow 
colour and thin, it indicates that the dif- 
eafe is in a crude ftate ; and Ihould it con- 
tinue of this appearance for a length of 
time «, there is danger left the ftrength of

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'the patient (hall not hold out until the urine 
is concodted f. That urine which is foetid, 
watery, black, and thick, is more deadly* 
Moreover, among men and women the black 
kind, but among children the watery, is at- 
tended with the word confequences. In 
thofe perfons who make thin, crude urine 
for a long time, if there be other fymptoms 
which indicate that -they will furvive, *an 
abfcefs may be expedted in the parts below 
the diaphragm Fatty fubftances, refembling 


Galen is more plain, who applies it to yqwjuol, and the adjeftitfe 
roiHTOf to Spot i but it is a matter of little confequence, becaufe, 
if the urine continues fuch, it is an indication of the continu- 
ance of the difeafe.

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fpiders - webs, floating on the furface *, are 
to be condemned, becaufe they are indica- 
tions of a confumption. It is highly necef- 
fary, likewife, to confider that urine in which 
cloudy appearances are feen, whether they 
rife or fall, and what colours they exhibit; 
fuch as fink, with the colours already men- 
tioned, are of good omen; whilft thofe carried 
upwards are attended with danger and bad 
effe&s. The greateft care, however, ought 
to be taken againft any deception arifing 
from a difeafe of the bladder, which may 
occafion the urine to be. fuch;, for, in this 
cafe,, it is not an indication of the whole body, 
but only of the bladder itfelf being af- 
fe&ed. 

Vomiting is. of the greateft utility, efpe- 
cially that which has bile and phlegm mixed

together », and is not very thick, nor in great 
quantity. That, on the other hand, which 
is pure and unmixed, is unfalutary ; but if 
what is vomited refembles leeks, or is of a 
livid, black colour, any of thefe appearances . 
is to be accounted bad. Should the patient, 
however, vomit matter of all thefe colours, 
this is a very dangerous fymptom. The livid 
kind, when attended with a heavy, difagree- 
able fmeli, indicates the quick approach of 
death. In every kind of vomiting, accom- 
panied with fastor, and a degree of pu- 
trefcency, .bad confequences are to be 
dreaded; 

In all pains of the lungs and tides, it is 
proper that the fputum fhould be quickly 
and eafily brought up, and* that it appear

deeply tinged with a mixture of yellow ; for 
if, long after the beginning of the pain, there 
fhould any thing be brought away of a yellow, 
or a reddifh yellow colour *, or what excites a 
great degree of cough, and is not thoroughly 
mixed together' 1 , this indicates fomethidg bad. 
Any thing, likewife, of a yellow appearance, 
which is pure without mixture, forebodes 
dangerous confequences. That which is of 
a white colour; vifcid and round, is attended 
with no falutary effects. Befides, the fputum 
of a high green colour, which appears frothy, 
is bad : but fhould it both be without mix- 
ture, and of a black appearance, this is more 
to be dreaded than all the former. It is 
likewife a bad fymptom, if nothing is ex- 
pectorated, nor the lungs can force any thing 
upwards, but, from the great quantity of

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matter remaining, the throat becomes hot 
and is fretted. The indication is unfavour- 
able alfo when Huffing- of the head and 
fneezing precede or fupervene ki all difeafes 
of the lungsj while in other very deadly dif- 
eafes fneezing is attended with advantage. 

In inflammations of the lungs, fhould the 
fputum be mixed with no great quantity of 
blood, and of a yellow appearance, in the 
beginning of the difeafe, it is falutary, . and 
of the moll beneficial confequence : ' but if 
this happens on the feventh day, or fomewhat 
later, it is lefs advantageous. All kinds of 
Jputum, which do not alleviate pain, but 
efpecially that which is black, as has already 
been defcribed, are bad. On the contrary, 
of all that are expe&orated the preference 
is to be given to thofe that allay pain.

When the pains of the parts affedled do 
not ceafe either by expectoration of the mat- 
ter. 
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ter,, the voiding of the faeces, venefc&ion, 
purging medicines, or the regimen of diet, 
then it may be concluded that fuppuration 
will take place. 

With refpedt to fuppurations, thole are 
highly deftrudive in which the fputum is 
either purely bilious, purulent, or partly both} 
efpecially if, from fputum of this kind, the 
fuppuration begins to advance on the feventh 
day of the dileafc. In this cafe it is to be 
dreaded that the patient will die on the four- 
teenth day, unlefs fome happy change inter-, 
venes v 

The following may be reckoned among 

the favourable fymptoms ; to bear the difeafe

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well j to breathe - eafify j to be free from 
pain } to rejedt the fput'um without difficulty} 
that the body ffiould feel of a temperate and 
equal warmth; to be without third j that 
the urine, excrement, deep, and fweat, ffiould 
be fuch as have already been defcribed. 
All thefe are reckoned favourable indications ; 
and when they take place the patient will not 
die. But ffiould only fome of thefe happen, 
he will not protradt life beyond the fourteenth 
day. 

The contrary date is, when the patient 
bears the difeafe badly, and the breathing is 
deep and frequent, without cefiation of pain ; 
when the fputum is with difficulty brought 
up, the third great, and the heat is unequal 
over the body, but vehement about the belly 
and ribs; when there is likewife a coldnefs 
oof the forehead, hands, and feet, with a 
correfponding condition of the urine, excre- 
ment, deep, and fweat ; all thefe are deemed 
i highly 
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highly unfavourable. For fliould any of them 
be. joined -to a bad kind of fputum t the pa- 
tient will die before the fourteenth day ; 
probably either on the ninth or tenth. Thus, 
therefore, it is necefiary to form a judgment 
when the Jputum is in the higheft degree 
deadly, and the patient cannot reach the 
fourteenth day. 

From all the circumftances abovementioned, 
relative to- good and bad fymptoms, we may- 
be enabled to afcertain, upon rational prin- 
ciple's, what will be the iffue of the difeafe. 

In other fuppurations, a rupture of the 
abfcefs takes place, for the mod part, either 
on the twentieth day, or the thirtieth, and 
fometimes on the fortieth ; others again are 
protra&ed even to the fixtieth ' day. The 
beginning of the.fuppuration may be reafon- 
ably computed from the day on which the 
patient was firft feized with febrile fymptomS| 


or 
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or with a ngor, and began to feel a weight 
in that place where he formerly had a pain* 
Thefe circumftances generally take place 
about the beginning of fuppurations ; com- 
puting therefore from their commencement, 
a rupture may be expe&ed about the periods 
abovementioned. 

If fuppuration Ihould exift in one.lide only, 
it is proper to advert to the following cir- 
cumftances, and learn whether or not there 
is any pain in the other fide; if one is 
warmer than the other; and when the pa- 
tient reclines upon that fide which is found, 
it is neceflary to alk if he feels any weight 
pulling downwards; for Ihould the cafe be 
fo, the fuppuration exifts in that fide where 
the weight is felt. All thofe who are pu- 
rulent, and labour under fuppuration, may 
- be known by the following fymptoms : firft, 
by the fever ftill continuing, but more flightly, 
in the day-time, and incrcafing towards the 

evening ; 
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evening; like wife by frequent fweats break- 
ing out; the patients' too are affedted with 
coughing, and a defire to cough, but bring 
up almoft nothing; their eyes become hol- 
low, and their cheeks contract a rednefs, 
the nails of their -hands are crooked, and 
their fingers warm, efpecially the extremi- 
ties of them; fwellings arife in their feet; 
they have an averfion to food ; and puftules 
break out over the whole body*. Thofe 
fuppurations that are of long duration are 
attended with thofe fymptoms which afford 
always an infallible prognoftication.

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Such*, however, as are of fhort continu- 
ance are indicated by the appearance of fome 
of thofe fymptoms that took*' 8 ' place in the 
beginning ; likewife by the patient being 
fomewhat affedted with difficulty of breath- 
ing y . But whether fuppurations ihall break 
.fooner or later, may be known by the fol- 
lowing indications, vie. the pain ariling in 
the beginning, attended with difficulty of 
breathing ; and, if the cough with the fpit- 
ting is extended to the twentieth day, & 

rupture may then be expedted within this

time, or even fooner. Should the pain, on 
the other hand, be more mild, and all the 
other fymptoms in proportion, the rupture 
will be protradted to a later period. But it 
is neceflary that pain, difficulty of breathing, 
and excretion of fputum , fhould take place

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before an eruption of pus z . — Thofe perfons 
chiefly furvive whom the fever leaves the fame 
day after the rupture, who immediately have 
an appetite for food, and are freed from thirft ; 
whofe dejections are fmall and of proper con- 
fiftence, the pus white, light, and of an uniform 
colour, free from phlegm, and brought away 
without pain, or violent cough. The recovery 
of fuch is both the fpeedicft and molt com- 
plete j but fliould all thefe lymptoms not take 
place, it will be in proportion to the greateft 
number of them. 


Thofe, on the other hand, die in whom the 
fever does,not ceafe, or, when' it feemed to have 
ceafed, returns, who are troubled with thirft, 
are not defirous of food, whofe excrement is

liquid, 
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liquid, and who bring up pus of a palifh 
green, livid colour, or mixed with phlegm 
and froth. All thefe fymptoms in c&njundion 
are mortal. But of thofe to whom they partly 
happen, and partly not, fome die, whilft others 
furvivc a long time. From all thefe fymptoms 
therefore exifting both in thefe as well as in 
other cafes, a probable conjedure ought to be 
formed of the confequerice. All fuch as have 
abfeefies formed about the ears, from difeafes 
of the lungs, and fupp'urate in the inferior 
parts, or have a fiftula opened, furvive a . In 
thefe cafes the following things arc to be taken 
into confideration : if the fever continues with- 
out ceflaticn of pain, and the fputum is not 
brought up as we would exped, nor are the 
dejedions bilious, very loolc, und pure without 
mixture, nor the urine in great quantity, with

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change; for lhould the fwelling and pain 
arife when the Jputum from yellow becomes 
purulent, and is brought upwards, fhe patient 
will both furvive, and the abfcefs ceafe very 
quickly without pain.^ But if the Jputum be 
not fpit up properly, nor the urine appears to 
have a favourable fedimcnt, there is danger 
of the patient becoming lame in the joint, or 
a great deal of trouble may be occafioned. 
Again, fhould the abfcefles recede and difap- 
pear on the fputum not coming away, and the 
fever continue, the cafe is terrible; for the 
danger is, that the patient becomes delirious 
and dies. 

Of thofe that labour under fuppurations 
from difeafes of the lungs, perfons advanced 
in life arc more apt to die, whilft death is more 
liable to attack fuch as are young from other 
fuppurations c .

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Pains about the loins and inferior parts, at- 
tended with fever, if, on leaving thefe places, 
they attack the feptum tranfverfum, are 
highly pernicious; but other fymptoms are 
carefully to be attended to; becaufe if any 
bad indication appears, no hope is to be enter- 
tained of the patient. 

Thofe labouring under fuppuration, if the 
inflammation is high, and the pus pure and 
white, without any difagreeable fmell, furvive; 
whilft, on the other hand, if the pus be 
bloody and feculent, death is the confequence. 
But if, on the difeafe attacking the feptum 
tranfverfum , no other bad fymptoms fuper- 
vene, there is then the greateft hope that the 
patient will do vvell under the fuppuration. 
Veficles that are hard and painful, threaten 
extreme danger ; but thofe are the ' moft per- 
nicious which are attended with a continued 
fever. The pain arifing from the veficles is 
of itfelf fufficient to occafion death ; the belly 
D 3 at 
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at this .time deje&s nothing unlefs what is 

hard'and brought away by force j the purulent

urine, likewife, which yields a white light 
fediment, waftes the patient. But, fhould the 
pain abate nothing with the urine, nor the 
vcficle be foftened and the fever ftill conti- 
nue, 'lie may be expe&ed to die during the 
firft periods of the difeafe. Boys, from the 
feventh to the fifteenth year of their age, are 

moft liable to an attack of this nature.

the fecond is protradled to the feventh day, 
the third to the eleventh, the fourth to the 
fourteenth, the fifth to tile feventeenth, and 
the fixth to the twentieth. Thus, therefore, 
do the periods of acute difeafes end on the 
twentieth day, each acceflion confiding of four 
days: none of them however can be accu- 
rately meafured by entire days; nor can even 
the year and months be numbered by precife 
calculation': after this, by the fame ratio, and 
the fame mode of increafe, the fird onfet con- 
fifts of thirty- four, the fecond of forty, and the 
third of fixty days. At their beginning it is 
a very difficult matter to didinguiih thofe, the 
crifis of which does not take place till after a 
length of time, becaufe at this period they

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are very much alike} but it is highly proper, 
from the firft day, to be attentive, and carefully 
to confider, the acceffion of every four days, 
whence the iffue of the difeafe may be afcer- 
tairted. The nature of Quartans is the fame, 
and they obferve the lame order. Such, on 
the other hand, as are about to Undergo a 
crilis in a fhort time, are very eafily diftin- 
guilhed } becaufe the fymptoms of their ac- 
cefijon are widely different. Perfons thus af- 
fefted, who furvive, breathe eafily, are free 
from pain, and enjoy found fleep. Thefe 
are likewife attended with other fymptoms 
of fecurity : whereas thofe who are about to 
die, breathe with difficulty, are delirious f , 

f xAMfclrMTes , rendered delirious , Galen explains by xctfet- 
and vrapfl^psrSfms ; Erotianus by cixc'xfiitYch and tj-

Thefe circumftances there- 
fore being fuch, it is proper to form a conjec- 
ture, both in refped of time, and of each ac- 
eeffion of days, concerning fevers advancing 
to a crilis. According to the fame ratio and 
principles the crifis happens to puerperal 
women. 

Violent and continued pains of the head, 
with fever, and accompanied with any other 
deadly fymptom, are highly deftrudive. But 
fhould the pain, without any of thefe, exceed 
the twentieth day, and the fever continue, then 
a flux of blood may be expeded from the 
noftrils, or fome abfcels in the inferior parts. 
IVloreover, while the pain is yet recent s, a

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fimilar flux of blood, or fuppuration, may be 
expected to enfue ; but more el'pecially if the 
pain is about the temples and forehead. An 
eruption of blood is more likely to take place 
in perfons who have not reached their thirty- 
fifth year; and thofc advanced in life are 
more liable to fuppuration. 

A cutting pain in the car, attended with a 
continual violent fever, is terrible, for there 
is danger left the patient become delirious, and 
death be the conicquence; as, therefore, in 
perfons thus affected, the manner is fallacious, 
it is neccflary quickly to bend the attention 
to ail the fymptoms from the firft day. Youth 
die of this difeafe on the feventh day, or even 
more caily ; but thofe more advanced in years, 
much later, becaufc they are far lefs fubjedt 

it in this fenfe, from the following fentence; “ Quicunque 
ctiam dolorcm ingentem circa tempera ct frontem habebit, is 
alterutra rationc cum finict, magifque fi juvenis crit, per fan- 
guinis profufioncm, fi fenior, per fuppuraiioncm.” Lib. z , 
rap.

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to fevers and delirium , as fuppuration takes 
place previoufly in the ‘ear h : at this period of 
life, however, returns of the difeafe carry ofl 
a great" many,. Young perions, on the other 
hand, die before the ear fuppurates ; but ihould 
there be a flux' of white pus from the ear, 
there is hope of a furyival, if this fhould be at- 
tended with any other favourable fymptom. 

An ulcerated throat, attended with fever, 
portends fomething dreadful ; but flioufd any 
other of thofe fymptoms. accounted bad be pre- 
fent, the patient may then be pronounced with 
certainty to be in danger. 


An angina is efpecially • to. be dreaded, and 
very fuddenly proves mortal,; which manifeils 
nothing either in the throat or neck, but pro-

It is, how- 
ever, much more fecure when the fwelling 
and rednefs tend ftrongly outwards j but if the 
fwelling recoil upon the lungs, it occalions an 
•alienation of mind, and fome of the patients 
are frequently liable to fuppuration. 


It is dangerous tocu,t or fcarify the uvula while 
it is enlarged, or the rednefs continues" 1 , be- 
caufe inflammation and haemorrhage fupervene;

Such abfcefles arifing of a Hid- 
den, more frequently happen to thofe who 
have not arrived at thirty years of age: but 
what has a tendency to abfeefs ought imme- 
diately to be taken into confideration, if the 
fever exceeds the twentieth day. The confe- 
quenccs, however, of long continued fevers, 
are feldom the portion of thofe advanced in life. 
Abfcefles of this nature likewife take place in 
continued fevers j but fhould the fever inter- 
mit and return in' an unfettled manner, it will 
terminate in a regular quartan, and will, thus, 
be protradted to the autumn. As abfcefles, 
therefore, befall perfons under thirty, in like 
manner quartans rather attack thofe who have 
attained that °, or a more advanced period of 
life. It is proper, however, to know that ab-

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Thefe, then, I deliver as my fetitimcnts of 
acute difeafes, and all fuch as originate from 
them. He, who would rightly diftinguifh ’ 
thofe that will furvive or die, as well as thofe 
that will be fubjccft to difeafe a longer or 
fliorter time, ought, from his knowledge and 
attention, to be able to form an eftimate of all 
fymptoms, and rationally to weigh their pow- 
ers by comparifon, as it has already been 
pointed out from an infinite variety of circum- 
ftances, as well as from the tirine, and fpu- 
tum, when the pus and bile are rejected toge- 
ther. Moreover, he , fhould have a quick - 
conception of the firil attack of epidemic dif-, 
eafes, and the condition of the feafon: befides, 
he ought to be w;ell ikilled in every charac- 
teriftical mark, as well asJh Qth^r fymptoms, 
and not to be ignorant th£t^ : Iff £^#y year and 
feafon, bad indications portend bad, and good

This appellation is ap- 
plicable to the tongue, when the malady aril'es 
from an excefs of drynefs fo that the words are 
not diftindtly articulated : the voice and found, 
in fuch a cafe, are faid to be thick and ob- 
feure, which is owing to an affedtion of the 
breathing. 

IV. In patients that are much difturbed and 
haraffed with want of ileep, when the urine 
is blackith, and of a cloudy appearance, at- 
tended with fmall fweats, this indicates pbre-, 
nitis.

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The words hp' ifpri, rendered, attended with 
fmall [weals, in different authors, are Tome- 
times conjoined, at other times feparated, as 
above; the fubftantive, too, is ufed both 
in the lingular and plural, which, in fome 
copies, is changed into the participle ISfint. 
Foeliu s approves of Galen’s interpretation, who 
renders it, “ cum tenuibus Judoribus circa 
caput abortis ” which certainly is the mean- 
ing'of the original, though xitptxti is not ex- 
preffed. 

V. The watchings that take place in phrenitic 
perfons are evident, and may be eafily known.

that the patients are greltfy affedted in voice and 
^articulation, and- confequently extreme debi- 
lity is inferred, Either of the laft, in the infi- 
nitive. 
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nitive, may properly be expreffed by the Greek 
words oiov aipum ymcQot i, and Galen elegantly 
explains the firft by 7rpoiMXjitw«T«* rv'JAm/* id , or 
run fur jxAuVfM?, r «V9fvfi«? } all three, therefore, 
convey the fame idea, and may be rendered 
by vtribus defeSlorum, fraftorum, vel delajfa- 
torum. It is natural then to imagine, that an 
affedtion of mind taking place in fuch perfons, 
is attended with very bad effedts. Hence the 
word xxxitTTca in the original, which Erotianus 
very injudicioufly changes into w'axk «*», efpe- 
cially as the word «( pmU, from which the other 
is evidently derived, is alwa ys ufed by Hippo- 
crates to fignify a privation of fenfe, and an 
injury fuftained by the nerves.

notes an inflammation in the brain, orbits 

membrane. 
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membrane, with a continual fierce delirium, 
and an acute continual fever. It is either idio- 
pathic or Jymptomatic ; the former indicates 
a primary affection of the head; the fecond 
confifts in a tranflation of the morbid affedion 
from fome other part to the head, which ge- 
nerally proves mortal. They likewife differ 
thus — the former is accompanied with an 
acute fever, the latter is followed by the fever. 
The idiopathic rarely happens in temperate 
climes ; the Jymptomatic is fometimes met 
with, and mod frequently appears about the 
crifis of other fevers v Thofe in the vigour 
of life, the paffionate, the fludious, and thofe 
with a weak nervous fyflem, are fubjed to 
this diforder. The caufes are various : it may 
arife from too great an afflux of blood, from 
an increafed adion of the veffels in the fyflem ; 
the more remote caufes are, exceffive drinking, 
anger, an expofure of the head to the fun, an # 
inflammatory diathefis happening at the begin- 
ning of a fever, long watching, attention of 
the mind, any thing that forces the blood up 
i into 
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into the head, a fuppreflion of natural periodi- 
cal evacuations, with many others. Thefe 
general obfervations relative to phrenlth have 
been thrown out, as it is frequently men- 
tioned by our author, but the Pror. now un- 
der confederation, refpe&s only the termina- 
tion of this difeafe, which, when violent, 
is faid to end in tremor. The word 
in the original may comprehend jhiverings, 
conjlant trembling , &c. which, with ftarting 
of the tendons, fuppreflion of urine, total 
want of deep, conflant fpitting, no thirft, 
green vomiting, convulfions, and urine 'of a 
crude, aqueous, pale colour, are bad fymp- 
toms, and generally prove fatal. 

X. Vomitings of a grecnifh, black, bilious 
colour, attended with pain of the head, 
deafnefs, and watching, are indications of 
fudden mania. 


Calvus joins the beginning of this with 

the 
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the latter part of the former, which is con- 
trary to the molt faithful copies. He like- 
wife applies the adverb nxnxu;, in the preced- 
ing, to Tfofxiiitx, in ft cad of < ppmnxx , contrary to 
the opinion of Galen and other commentators. 

XI. In acute difeafes there are flight pains in 
the fauces threatening fuffocation, and when the 
mouth is wide open it cannot be eafily fhut. 
Thefe are indications of the mind being pe- 
culiarly affedted. In fuch cafes the patients 
are feized with pbrenitis , which proves fatal. 


As Fcefius’s explanation of the former part 
of this Pror. differs fomcwhat from the above, 
I ihall infert the original, that the reader may 
he enabled to form a judgment for himfclf. 
The Words arc, c< T* h e£an xxtx (pccpjyyx oimuScx, 
iV^va, cfuy.fx, lyuhx j* which he renders “ Ubi 
fauces in morbis acutis doknt, graciks funt, 
F farvee. 
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fliirvrt, et Jufocantur." Here it is evident he 
makes the adjedives agree with fauces > which 
indeed makes very good fenfe, as thereby im- 
plying a contradion of the throat, and eonfe- 
quently luffocation ; but however this may be 
warranted by the fenfe, there feems to be no 
foundation for it in the text, as & 
certainly do not agree with (pufvyyot. 

XII. Calmnefs in the beginning of fhrenitis, 
frequently interrupted, is a bad fyniptom j 
fo likewife is conllant fpitting. 


Conftant or frequent fpitting has been no- 
ticed formerly in Pror. 9, among the unfa- 
vourable fymptoms there enumerated, which 
generally prove mortal. 

XIII. In phrenitic perfons, white dejedions 
are unfavorable, as in the cafe of Arcbutrates. 


In 
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In patients of this defcription it may be a 
queftion whether torpor does not fuccced ? 
A rigor fupervening is attended with very bad 
confequences. 

XIV. Should tremors attack perfons greatly 
affe&cd in mind, and exhibiting fymptoms of 
melancholy, fomething bad is indicated. 


In the Coac. Precn. the fame fentiment is 
cxprdfed; but the word fignifying 

of a bad or malignant nature , is there changed 
into xaxo'v, which makes little or no difference 
in the fenfe. 

XV . In fudden and violent emotions of fnind, 
lliould fever fupervene, attended with fweat- 
ing, phrenitis takes place. 


XVI. Perfons labouring underpbrenitis drink 
F 2 little; 
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little ; they are eafily affcded with noife, and 
are fubject to tremors. 


The word faux"™™ > s frequently ufcd both 
by Galen and Aretaeus; the former, in his 
Commentary on the third book of Epidemics, 
explains it properly, as follows : “ J $ui rarius 
et per mult a intervalla l shunt the phrafe 
4-e'^i f it«JajrTe/*fw«, which is rendered, eafily af- 
fefted with noife , Galen expreffes in each of 
the three following ways, 4®'?* auridvopim, 
rtpoJf; which may be thus 

refpedtively interpreted: “ Strepitum facile 
Jentientes , ad quemvis jlrcpitum expavefeen- 
tes vel meticulofi , valde fentiaitesf all which 
infinite great debility of the nervous lyftem, 
and that the patients are eafily affeded by the 
fmalleft noife. Foefius fays that Caelius Aure- 
lianus, in Lib. 3, cap. 15, of his acute difeafes, 
conceives Hippocrates to be fpeaking here of 

the 
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the hydrophobia: this is manifelt from the 
following fentence of Caslius Aurel. “ Jpje 
quoque Hippocrates , etfi non principaliter dt 
ipjii pajjkne /radians, Jenfu tamen diclorum 
banc pajjionem memorajfe monflratur , in 
Preediftivo libro dicens Phrcniticos parvibi- 
bulos , fcno quolibet pnljatcs , t remove qffici." 
We cannot, however, fee how hydrophobia is 
comprehended under the epithet fr^us-cVai or 
parvibibuli, as the former implies an abfti- 
nence from drink, which is attributed to ter- 
ror and appreherilion operating fo forcibly on 
the minds of the patients that they fliun the 
very fight of any thing liquid; whereas the 
latter fignifies that it is taken fparingly, or in 
final l quantity, which may arife from loath- 
ing, delirium, or many other caufes, which, 
by no means, intimate the patknts to be un- 
der the influence of fear. 

XVII. After vomiting attended with anxiety, 
a hilling Ihriil voice, eyes likewife that are 
F 3 fqualid 
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fqualid and dirty, indicate madnefs, as in the 
cafe of Hcrmozygas s wife, who being feized 
with a violent mania died fpeechlefs. 


’Ra-l^vM, in the original rendered fqucdid and 
najly, Galen explains by hi U^yov, or modfn, 
which fignify concrctum , or hmugincfum, quia 
oculi concrete 11 quandam lanuginem habcnt , 
aut pulvere et. forde objiii. The fame mean- 
ing is conveyed in Lib. 6, Epid. by the fol- 
lowing expreffion : “ T9 h nfypxwZ/xmii 1m aynirtl' 
The complaint generally arifes from weaknefs, 
and an excefs of drynefs, which frequently 
befall perfons travelling in the heat of fum- 
mer. A fimilar fentiment is conveyed by 
vernyk applied to the eyes in the Coac. 
Preen, and may be rendered by concrete qu<z~ 
dam lanugo ac fordes. 

XVIII. In a burning hot fever, fhould a 

tingling 
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tingling of the cars take place, accompanied 
with dimncfs of light, and a font at ion of weight 
of the noftrils, the patients become iuriouily 
mad. 


The words iJrtmtiTM fj.e which arc 
rendered become furioujly mad , Galen explains 
by the fynonytnous phrafe vmfMoirrwi rfofyu;, 
which may be refolved into vehement cm ac 
furiofam mentis in fa main. If wc attend to 
the literal and critical lignification of the 
words, we fhall find them applicable to thofe 
perfons who, after being fullen, dark, gloomy, 
and melancholic, become furious; whereas 
the adverb ogia; inflcad of applied 

to the verb tg«rreorO*» indicates the patients to 
l>e fuddenly and violently affeded. The phrafe 
in the text implies likewife a ftrong delirium , 
which breaks out into madnefs, and may be 
properly exprefled, by atrd bill perciti. Hence 
the words in Plautus, atrd bili pcrcita ejl.

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In the Coac. Pram. this Pror. is repeated, but a 
flux of blood is mentioned as a critical fign, 
which relieves the patient labouring under 
the above delcription. 

XIX. Delirium , accompanied with a hilling 
ftridulous voice, tremulous convulfions of the 
tongue, and the fpcech itfelf tremuloufly af- 
fedted, exhibit proofs of flrong alienation of 
mind, and threaten deftrudion, if attended 
with rigidity. 


There appears to be fomething oblcure in 
this Pror. the original runs thus: “ «* *•*/>*-

concluded the Speech likewife differs inevi- 
tably. The only queftion is in the gram- 
matical concordance of aura*. There is 
no word, except irafouficni, that it can agree 
with; this fuppofition renders it abfolute non- 
fenfe, bccaufe that would imply that deliria 
were tremuloufly affected, which would be an 
abfurdity. 

XX. When the tongue is affected with tre- 
mor, it indicates a mind unfteady and dis- 
turbed. 


The words rendered, it indicates a mind wi- 
fi eady and dijlurbed ', are ny.1 W *-/_ Itpuuhr,; yw,u.rc„ 
which literally fignify a proof or mark of the 
underflanding not fixed, and may be properly 
exp reded, in Latin, by mentis injlabilis vel

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tas ; conjiliutn ; aidlum aliquod injigne ; roga'.io 
ad popuhitit j rclalio ad fenatum , but the fit ft 
is cv'.dentl, the meaning Luc. This i'ecti- 
ment is expreffcd in tl e Coac. Pneu. by the 
fame words. It happens, however, not un- 
frequently, that the meaning of the Pror. cor- 
refpond with that of the Coac. Preen. while 
the reading, in the original, is more or lefs 
different. 

XXL In dqcftions that are bilious without 
mixture, a frothy bubbling is a bad (ymp- 
tom, efpecially in tbofe perfons who have for- 
merly been fubjcdl to pains in the loins, at- 
tended with delirium. 


Some commentators, inftead of axeman, ren- 
dered without mixture , adopt iroixtX«j others 
fubftitutc tx TroffijpltyvTx d) at ov ticapx ; the firft 
of which clearly means dejections that are 

variegated, 
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variegated, and the latter fuch as are of a pur- 
pliJJj colour with a bloody appearance-, but in 
either of thefe acceptations the truth of the 
text is vindicated. 

XXL Slight pains of the fide, in perfons of 
the above deicription, indicate delirium. 


The words dfeyffM.ru in the origi- 

nal, which are rendered , flight pains, fignify 
thofe which intermit and are not continued; 
Galen explains them by hd yf-*, in op- 
pofition to thofe expreffed by the word 
In Latin, we fay dolores leves intermittentes , 
fed non continues-, fuch pains may likewife be 
fignificantly exprefied by, r & I'A. h'/jnfyj.ctros xj (tv 
fa>rx%vmTx: Dolores qui ex inter vallo ajfligunt & 
non conlinuo premunt. 

XXIII. Defe&ions of voice, accompanied 
with hiccup, indicate fomething very bad. 


XXIV. A 
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XXIV. A failure of voice, attended with a 
total prod ration of flrength, is a very bad 
lymptom. 

XXV. When a failure of this nature takes 
place, the breathing is confpicuous, and at- 
tended with pernicious confequences, as in 
perfons fuffocatedj in fuch cafes is. delirium 
portended ? 


TTpoxeipoi/, vmfov are, in the original, expref- 
live of two different things, and confequently 
rendered, cc7ifpicuous and attended with per- 
nicious conjequences. Calvus, however, hath 
joined them together, which not only lofes 
the beauty, but in a great meafure deftroys 
the force of the text. 

XXVI. Emotions of mind, that in a fhort 
, fpace of time, and by progreflion, become fu- 
rious, at length put on a favage wild ap- 
pearance. 


'Et? ohfyofy 
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'Etr ixlyov, I have interpreted, in a fort /pace 
of time and by progrejfion , thereby meaning 
thofe emotions of mind, which by degrees, and, 
as it were, gradually increafe, in oppofition to 
fuch as happen at intervals, and are of (hort 
duration : the fame idea may likewife be com- 
municated by, mentis emotionibus qua Jenfim 
£? gradatim procedunt. 

XX.VII. Reftleffnefs and tolling of the body, 
in fever, attended with coldnefs and fmall 
fweats of the head and neck> indicate phre- 
nitis, as in the cafe of Ari/lagoras, and are 
highly pernicious. 


Fcelius fays that this fentence is better exprelT- 
ed in the Coac. Pran. and more accommodated 
to anfwer the purpofe of a precept; but on turn- 
i ing 
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ing over to the 69th of the Coac. which he al- 
ludes to, we find very little difference, except 
that tv o’gii terminates the fentence, which im- 
plies the deftrudtion to be quick: but that the 
reader may fully comprehend both, I fhall 
tranferibe the whole of this Prcef. which runs 
thus I 11 /j-Itx y.xrxpfx'V itc otnpuv ipifyxvTi; xvu, 
Svtrpi (ppivirixoi t( xal oXtSfiot m ofcu.’ The ex- 
planation is clearly the following: Per/ous 
who are troubled with [mail (weats in the upper 
parts , attended with eoldnejs and fever , are rel- 
iefs, and liable to phrenitis, which quickly ter- 
minates in death. The fenfe, therefore, of 
this compared with the other is pretty nearly 
the fame, and the difference lies chiefly in 
the di&ion. 

XXVIII. Frequent changes in phrenitis fore- 
bode convulfions. 


It was formerly obferved in Pror. 12, that 

calmnefs 
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calmriefs in phrenitic perfons, at the begin- 
ning, fucceeded by frequent changes, was a 
bad fymptomj and in this there is a further 
confirmation, as thefe changes are faid to he 
the forerunners of convulfions. 

XXIX. Urine voided by perfons that have 
Co recolledlion of fo doing, portends defi ruc- 
tion: it ought likewife to be careful Iy obferved 
in fuch cafes, whether or not it refemblcs 
that in which the fediment has been ftirred up. 


This fentence is not only repeated in the 
Coac. Preen, but a very ftriking example of it 
is produced in iEgr. 4, Lib. 1, Epid. 

XXX. Do thofe perfons die fpeechlefs who 
have palpitations over their whole body? 

XXXI. Conftant {pitting in phrenitic per- 

fons. 
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ions, attended with coldnefs, indicates that 
black vomiting will fhortly fucceed. 


Frequent or conflant fpitting was for- 
merly enumerated in Pror. 9th, among the 
bad fymptoms attending phrenitk, and here 
we have a further corroboration, as it 
terminates in vomiting of the word kind. 
The words ra rendered, fre- 

quent /pitting, will fignify a flux, or fuper- 
abundancc of faliva , and, in Latin, may be 
properly exprefled by, faliva abundantisfuxus, 
frequent oris fputatio aut crcbra falivatio. 
What in the text is tranflated, indicates that 
black vomiting •will Jhortly Jitccced, is briefly ex- 
prefled by the two words feKam aV^siT^i, which 
literally fignify will be vomited black. 

XXXII. Deafntfs, attended with urine 
without fediment, of a reddilh colour, and 
cloudy, indicates delirium. Jaundice, in fuch 
cafes, is a bad fymptom; but it is ftill more 

unfavorable 
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unfavorable when fillinefs fucceeds; it fre- 
quently happens that there is a failure of 
voice in perfons of this defeription, while the 
fenfes fuftain no injury. Belides, there enfucs 
fometimes a copious flux of the belly, as in 
the cafe of Hcrmippus , which proved mortal. 


The word aW«Vr*T <*, tranflated unfdtlcJ, 
or without fediment, in the Epid. is exprefled 
by pi x&Hia-nxpevx, non conjiituta , a fynonymous 
phrile. In addition to this, however, the 
urine is faid to be cloud y, which in the original 
is exprefled by the word tnxivfJptv*, and in 
•&gr. 9, lib. 3, of the Epid. by 
pmupov, in the 12th of the fame by ivy.i'JjpifAZ 
ptreupoy, £% fyvro. The firft of thefe relates to 
the patient Heropytbus } who was feized with 
that kind of fever denominated by Hippocra- 
tes TrvpiTo; lutvrtitK, ofa, febris ardens , acutit \ 
and, befides the other lymptoms there cnimic- 
G rated,

rated, voided urine that was thin, of a black- 
ifh colour, having fomething fufpended in it 
of a cloudy appearance. The original runs 
thus : “ i(% AiTTix, fAtXu na, l]imufny.ix /*iT£upov.” The 
two laft may be explained, by nubecula inna- 
tans Jublimis, or aliquid JufpenJum Jublime. 
Urine of this defcription, according to Hip- 
pocrates, is generally an indication of deli- 
rium , that the patient is in great perturbation, 
and the difeafe will be protracted for a confi- 
dcrable time, as in the cafe of Heropythus , 
who, being foiled with ftrong delirium on 
the twentieth and following days, experienced 
a crifis on the fortieth, by a copious eruption 
of blood from the noftrils. The iecond cafe 
in yEgr. i 2th of the Epid. is that of a young 
lady, an inhabitant of Larifla, who laboured 
under a fever exa£Uy of the fame defbription j 
the fymploms like wife were nearly the fame. 
Hippocrates fays that file voided thin urine, 
in ftnall quantity, which had clouds fufpended 
in it, without fediment. The words are

That urine unfettled, 
or without fediment, and having fomething 
fufpended in it of a cloudy appearance, is indi- 
cative of delirium. 


The word 1 $ pufya in the original fignifics 
a bright red , and, when applied to the urine, 
is rendered valdi rubra . But I agree with 
Fcelius that oVfpvOp* in the Coac. Preen, is more 
expreffive of the fenfe. This confideration, 
therefore, induced me to ufe the phrafe of a 
reddijh colour , inftead of a bright red, as the , 
former is more intimately conne&ed with,

and a furer fymptom of, delirium , than the 
latter. 

XXXIII. Deafnefs, taking place in acute 
and turbulent difeafes, threatens deflrudiion. 


That deafnefs, in diforders of this kind, is 
a bad fymptom, may be illuftrated from 
many paflages of Hippocrates. The ninth 
cafe in Lib. 3, of the Epid. juft now quoted, 
affords a proof of this. The fever there de- 
feribed, as has been already mentioned, is the 
jruptTo'f xaus-wV, <>£vV, febris ardern , acuta , which, 
after the fymptoms enumerated in the note 
immediately preceding, is faid to have had 
paroxyl'ms every now and then variable, and, 
for the mod part, to have been irregular; but 
on the fourteenth day deajnefs took place, and 
. all the febrile fymptoms were much increafed. 
The Words are, ** 7rypsro{ aMm wAAww v apojrvvo-

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jtttvof, ru ffAeiirra utmtus, wsp it iS xutyuri;, « trupiTCi 

igeTiim," which, in Latin, may be literally ren- 
dered, febris Jubuide varie exacerbata, plerum- 
que inordinate , fub decimwn verb quarium diem 
furditas locum habuit , febres intendebantur . 
This, therefore, is a proof that deafiefs taking 
place in acute diforders is bad, as it is generally 
attended with an increafe of febrile lymptoms. 

XXXIV. Deliria attended with tremor, 
when the patients fcarcely feem to be affc&ed, 
and are continually grappling with their hands, 
as if in fearch of fomething, ftrongly indi- 
cate phrenitis, as in the cafe of Didymarchus 
of Cos. 


Tremors in delirious cafes are one of the 
unerring fymptoms of phrenitis , and they ge- 
nerally forebode the greateft danger : this has # 
already been obferved in the note on Pror. 9th, 
where a full enumeration of the moft dan- 
G 3 gerous 
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gerous fymptoms attending ' that difeafe has 
been given, befides the dodtrine of the Pror. 
itftlf is, that violent phrenitis terminates in 
, tremor ; this is evident from the original 
Words, ra CppsvtTixa veuvmu;, r poftuisx tiXs-jtS, W- 
hementes pbrenitides in tremorem defmunt. 
VnXztpuStet in the text, which I have rendered, 
are continually grappling with their hands as 
if in Jearch of fomething , although agreeing 
with deliria , yet may be properly referred to 
the perfons, hence the above tranflation ; this 
grappling or handling, as if in purfuitof fome 
objedt, is likewife one of the well-known dan- 
gerous fymptoms attending phrenitis , and is 
illuflratcd at great length by the fo!low‘ng

or cephalalgia , it is a highly dangerous and 
deadly fymptom when the hands are extended 
before the face, hunting after fomething to 
no purpofe, colledting draws, plucking the nap 
from the clothes, and tearing the mud from 
the walls : the whole therefore of this paflage 
is an indubitable proof, that fuch a motion or 
grappling with the hands is not only an indi- 
cation of pbrenitis being prefent, but, in tnis 
difeafe, is likewife of the mod: alarming na- 
ture.” 

XXXV. Torpor fucceeding rigor indicates 
an alienation of mind.

Rigor 
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Rigor in all acute difeafes is a very unfa-* 
vorable fimptom; hence Hippocrates in Pm\ 
13, ufcs the following exprtffion : “ ptyoe sVi 
CppvjiTixo m xdaiG'rovj 1 that rigor in fhrenitic per- 
fons is attended with the word confequences. 
Immediately before this, in the fame fentence, 
lie puts the following queftion : “ In patients 
of this deicription, does torpor take place ?” 
This is left undecided ; it is a natural deduc- 
tion, however, that both united will aggra- 
vate the dilcafe, and produce a greater aliena- 
tion of mind than would other wife have hap- 
pened : but we cannot aMolutely determine 
whether or not our author meant the text as 
applicable to phenitis, or as a gcneial propo- 
rtion. In either view, it is apprehended the 
all. rtion will hold good, and chat an affedion 

of mind muft ncceflarily he produced where- 
% 

ever torpor iucceeds rigor. 


The 
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The dodtrine of this Pror. is briefly ex- 
preffed in the Coac . Preen . by the three fol- 
lowing words, “ flyta xaxo*0ta;” which 

may be explained as follows : Rigors attended 
with torpor are of a very unfavorable, or ma- 
lignant nature. Kaxon'fisa, rendered, of a malig- 
nant nature , is frequently ufed to denote ul- 
cers of a bad kind; and in this fenfe it is pro- 
perly applied. In a moral view, this word 
lignifies bad habits or cujhms j hence the com- 
mon and well-known expreflion of a xaxon'0£r, 
which implies a particular rage for certain ob- 
jedts, or things in themfelves frequently in- 
different ; but as they engrofs the whole at- 
tention, and carry it off from matters of 
infinitely greater moment and utility, they, 
then, give rife to a ruling paflion which en- 
flaves its pofleflbr, and is ufualiy denominated 
xaxon'Sif, or a bad habit.

32, 
where it is evident that Hippocrates, both in 
his Epid. and elfewhere, takes notice of it as 
an indication of delirium , or of the mind be- 
ing, in fome degree, affeftcd.

enfue, which generally terminate in death. 
The fubflance of this doftrine is contained 
both in the 27th Pror. and the 69th of the 
Coac. Preen, only that colduefs is, there, added 
as an aggravating circumftance. The phrafe 
“ **» OoAtfov «eu,u«,” which is rendered, and 
the breathing Jlrong, thick, and turbid, denotes 
that kind of breathing which is hurried or

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extinguished ; the latter is entirely confonant 
to Nature. Galen explains SoXfpoj by magnus , 
crajfus , et concitatus, meaning that breathing, 
which is emitted in great quantity by a Jirong, 
thick, hurried expiration: but though this 
may be drawn, by implication, from the word 
as here placed, yet the proper and literal figni- 
fication is turbulentus & turbidus, and it may 
juftly be confidered as an additional bad fymp- 
tom in acute diforders, where the patient is 
troubled with fmall fweats breaking out in the 
fuperior parts, attended with reftlelihefs, efpe- 
dally as it indicates a raging heat internally. 

XL. Debility beyond the ratio of evacua- 
tion, where no evacuation exifts, is attended 
with pernicious confequences.

I have interpreted, beyond the ratio of evacua- 
tion, 
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tion, nor can I fee that they will bear any 
other meaning. ‘ This Pror. is repeated in the 
Coac. Preen, more clearly in the following

debility, where there is prefent no evacuation, 
is a bad fymptom : the meaning here is ob- 
vious and certainly the didtion of the lad is 
lefs involved, as there appears to be no ne- 
ceffity for the word wt*yyniv, for in one view 
it is impoffible to conceive a debility beyond 
the ratio of evacuation, unlefs we fay that 
evacuations have not produced debility in the 
extreme. 

When the belly is clofely locked up, 
and fmall black faces , refembling thofe of 
goats, can only be voided with difficulty, in 
fuch a cafe an eruption of blood from the 
nodrils is a dangerous fymptom.

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The word to7T0\t>i0i fifth Oily rendered clofely 
locked up, fignifies properly an interception of 
the pajjage. Erotianus, in place of the above, 
fubftitutes ifrtyvufibai, which conveys a very 
ftrong idea, as it literally means that the paf- 
Jage is narrowed or contrasted. In line 482, 
Lib. 1, II. Homer, we meet with the adverb 
erty*vS(, which may be explained by ar£ll, tel 
JlriStt, meaning that whatever it is applied to 
is fo clofely fhut as not to permit any thing 
to pafs. Hence the adje&ive miyuvot is appli- 
cable to a perfon who keeps profound filence, 
and does not allow a word to pafs his lips* 
or to the belly when the pafTage is intercepted 
fo as nothing can be evacuated.

The phrafe in the text x»u/*« xtuiet is fyno- 
nymous to the dtuSts * vf of Aretaeus, and fig- 
nifies a burning , gnawing,' penetrating beat, * 
attended with great anxiety and naufea. We 
H 2 have 
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have already had Mint in the fame fenfe in 
Pror. 17. % Mito pojl vomitum anxio - 
fum. It is impoffible to determine whether 
or irvp is the mod emphatic, or conveys 
the ftrongeft meaning, for they certainly as 
nearly correfpond as any two words in the 
language; and, therefore, when in conjunc- 
tion with any other, muft impart the fame 
idea. The word ip ^mr, here, as well as in 
many other places, means thofe fmall fweats 
which break out about the head, neck, and 
bread, in fevers, and are generally indicative 
of thegreateft danger; hence our author men- 
tions them, in many different parts of his 
works, as the never failing concomitants of 
pbrenitis , terminating fatally. The prepofition 
,V1 in conjunction with the fimple verb 
alters fomewhat the fenfe, and may not im- 
properly be rendered by the Latin words, in- 
judo , or fudore langueo', whereas Itpiu is fcarcely 
* ever taken in a bad fenfe. An example, cor- 
roborative of this, we have in the following

with tremor -, tremor, however, is not always 
accompanied with rigor-, but, Ihould it fo hap- 
pen, deftrudlion generally follows.

“ o-xAJiprpf lv wfWtv oAeDpio*," where the allu- 
fion is to patients that were affedted with tre- 
ifior.

XLIII. Sudden changes in the extremities 
are deftrudlive fymptoms j thirft, likewife, fuc- k 
ceeded quickly by its oppofite, is a bad indi- 
cation,

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Cbcngcr. fuddcidy taking place in acute 
difealu. a.e very unfavorable, as they gene- 
rally prove the forerunners of death. It has 
already been obffrved, that frequent changes 
in phrenitis are bad, as they forebode convul- 
fions. The fame dodlrine will likewife hold 
good in all diforders of this kind, where the 
change produced depends on no evident caufe. 
The latter part of the Pror. expreffed in 
thefe words : “ xal <fA|/» t«i«utji -amflv," means 
thirjl, likewife , of the fame nature, that is, 
which is liable to a fudden change, or is 
quickly fucceeded by its oppofite, indicates 
fomething bad.

It fliould feem that fuch an anfwer, under 
the circumftances contained in the text, inti- 
mates 'a greater or lefs difturbance of the 
brain. A remarkable proof of this we have 
in idEgr. 16, Lib. 3. Epid. The cafe is that 
of a young man in Melibcea, who, from 
indulging too freely in wine, venery, &c. was 
feized with a fever. On the firft day he had 
frequent ftools, attended with a watery efflux: 
what he voided, on the following days, was 
in great quantity, and of a watery confidence, 
his urine thin, pale, and in fmall quantities, 
his breathing deep, at long intervals. There 
was prefent likewife a tendon of the pracordia, 
with a continual palpitation at the heart j dur- 
ing all thefe fymptoms, he is faid to have; 
been compofed and quiet. The words in the 
original are mpui « xj On the four- 
H 4 teenth 
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tccnth day all the fymptoms were exaggerated, 
his mind became affeded, he was feized with 
ftrong delirium: on the twentieth violent ma- 
nia took place, accompanied with great reft- 
leflhcfs; he voided nothing by urine j and on 
the twenty-fourth he died of violent phrenitis . 
From this cafe it is evident that a peculiar and 
ftriking affedlion of the brain enfued, where 
the patient, formerly, was under the circum- 
ftances defcribed in the text, viz. re x) 

but, before this laft ftage, his anfwers 
exhibited figns of ferocity. In confirmation 
of this dodrine, Galen fays that it is an un- 
erring fign of phrenitis , when a perfon, for- 
merly compofed, anfwers in a furious, tumul-

45 j 
but when both take, place at the fame time, 
it is natural to conclude that a worfe effedt 
will be produced. We have already had 
xAaj'j'ud'w interpreted Jlriduloiis or biffing, as 
an epithet of the voice, both in Pror. 17 
and 1 9 j and in thefe places it is mentioned 
with other fymptoms as an indication of 
futceeding mania. In the Coac. Pram, we 
find xXavDp<iSri( inftead of xXayyuht, which is 
approved of both by Galen and others j nor 
is the fenfe, by fuch a fubftitute, in any de- 
gree impaired. 

XLVIII. Grinding of the teeth, where it 
is not cuftomary in a {late of health, is a 
deadly fymptom ; fuffocation, likewife, in fuch 
cafes, is very bad.

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In acute difeafes this fymptom is very un- 
favorable, as it generally indicates death, 
efpecially in thofe patients who have not been 
accuftomed to do fo when in health. 

XLIX. A florid countenance, as well as 
one auftere and fullen, threatens deftrudtion. 


nforum (vxfom, in the text rendered bene co- 
hrata facies, a florid countenance, means that 
which is fair and bright : coloratus fometimes> 
however, is applied to the countenance when 
it is difcoloured, painted, garnilhed with, fi- 
gures, difguifed, likewife when tanned, or 
fun-burnt. That florid colour meant, is fre- 
* quently obferved to take place before death, 
and is generally a concomitant of confumptions 
fpr a coniiderable time before they prove fatal. 

The 
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The word mvifimw, which is interpreted auftere 
and fullen, may be exprefled properly, in 
Latin, by trijlem vultum gerens, aujlerus, mo - 
rofus, dtfficilis, &c. but though in this fenfe 
it is applicable to perfons, yet it is not unfre- 
quently applied to things difmal to be beard, 
or to thofe which, at their appearance, ftrike 
the beholder with terror. Such a countenance 
as that defcribed by the word juft now ex- 
plained, is a very bad fymptom, efpecially 
as it indicates an alienation of mind, and 
that the reafon is confiderably affe&ed. 

L. Dejedtions that terminate frothy, and 
unmixed, indicate an exacerbation of the 
difeafe. 


Such an appearance in the faces, according 
to our author, is generally unfavorable} * 
hence the obfervation in Pror, 21, that a 

frothy 
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frothy bubbling appearance in bilious dejec- 
tions, without mixture, is a bad fytnptom. 
The do&rine, likewife, of the text appears, 
with fome fmall addition, to be contained in 
Pror. 93; the fubftance of which is, that in 
perfons affeded with fopor, when the evacua- 
tions are frothy, an exacerbation of the fever 
takes place. 

LI. Suppreffions of the urine, in acute 
difeafes, arifing from cold, have a very bad 
tendency. 


AiroXvJ'if which is explained fupprejjiom may 
here be properly exprefled by the three fol- 
lowing words, intercept™, interclufio , velfup - 
prejjio, any one of which is applicable to the 
urine: befides this fignification, it fometimes 
implies a recovery, and may, in Latin, be ren- 
dered by receptio , vel recuperatio. Stoppages

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of urine may arife from various caufes, fuch 
as calculi , grumom concreted blood, or cold, 
which is more frequent in acute diforders; 
but, whatever the caufe may be, the effed 
is certainly bad, as a greater or left degree 
of inflammation takes place.

tom. Both thefe may be confidered as taking 
place in fever, and as indications of the per- 
nicious confequences mentioned in the Pror.

It has already been obferved that, when 
fuch take place, attended with hiccup, diffolu- 
tion of Jirength, or in fever, with any degree 
of convulfons, the mojl dreadful confequences 
enfue. We may therefore rationally con- 
clude, that, if failures of this nature originate 
from exceffive pain, the confequent death will 
be, as in the text, excruciating. The word 
fwtevuTM, interpreted, attended with excruci- 
ating death , lignifies both dijficulter moriens , 
1 3 and 
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and dijjicilem mortem inferem : the former of 
which is applicable to animated, and the lat- 
ter to inanimated objects. Hence we can 
with propriety fay, defeBiones vocis difficilem 
mortem inferentes', fed non, difficulter morientes. 

LVI. Fevers arifing from pains of the pree- 
cerdia, are of a malignant nature. 


Galen is of opinion that this Pror. is inde- 
finite, and that it conveys no determinate 
meaning. 

LVII. If third, in acute difeafes, ceafes 
fuddenly, and without expe&ation, it is a bad 
fymptom. 


II< x[x\lyuf, which is interpreted, fuddenly 
md without expectation, properly fignifies, con- 
trary 
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trary to rea/on, as may be feen from note 52, 
where the three words Mpus, dxlyut & mtftxiyuf 
are pointed out as fynonymous. In Aphor . 27, 
Lib. 2, we meet with the following phrafe, 
11 Twin pi xxTot >dym mlpfymt, # ilt h-iotiusiv," its, 
qua non pro ratione levant , non oportet fidere. 
Here .a fentiment fimilar to that of the text 
• is conveyed, and the«emphatic word vxfx\hyu< 
is exprelled by a circumlocution, pi *«t* 

All thefe, however, are expreffive of the fame 
idea, and the explanation may be feen in the 
note formerly alluded to. The dodtrine of 
this Pror, is exemplified in a linking manner 
by cafe 2, Lib. 3, Epid. Hermocrates the pa- 
tient, there, described, is faid to have been 
feized with a very violent fever, expreflfd in 
the original by the word while he lay 
adjoining to a new built wall; the fymptoms 
are various, but we lhalf notice fuch only as 
are more immediately connected with the il- 
luftration of our fubjedh At the beginning 
his tongue was parched but he had no great 
1 4 fenfation 
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fenfation of thirji. The words in the original 

are “ cT. dp%o/ji,ivp lirowsu8i|, »’ 

An exacerbation of all the fymptoms took place 
until the eleventh day, and then he appeared 
to be fomewhat eafier; on the fourteenth he 
was free from fever, but the difeafe returned 
on the feventeenth with an increafe of all the 
febrile fymptoms. On .the twentieth he ex- 
perienced another crifis, was free from fever, 
did not fweat, and all this time had an aver- 
lion to food. His tongue was very dry anj 
farched, but he had no thirji-, the words are 
“ y\u<r<m srr»£»ipOf om About the twfcnty- 

fourth he had a fenfation of heat, and 
on the following days thei fever became 
yery^cute j his tongue was burnt up. The 
original runs thus : “ y^u<r<r«, trvvtxxvtn” On the 
twenty- feventh he died. Thus we fee that 
the thirft, which he had at the beginning, 
entirely vanilhed, and the effect proved fatal. 
Pence the truth of the text is verified, viz. 
fhat thirji , in acute^difeafes, ceajing without ex~ 

peSlation r, 
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fetation, is a bad fymptom. It is fufficiently 
proved from the cafe juft now exhibited that 
the ceffation of thirft was unnatural, for the 
three original words & «wjx«u'8h, 

indicate ftrongly the ftate of the tongues and 
fliew that the thirft fhould rather have in- 
creafe,d. When, therefore, from externa! 
. fymptoms, we are led to conclude, that the 
internal affedtion and heat are very great, and 
fuch as ought to excite intenfe thirft, but no 
fenfation of this nature is felt, it is a fure proof 
not only of the magnitude and bad tendency of 
the difeafe, but of the mind being affedted, and 
the animal fenfations becoming torpid from 
an extindtion of natural heat. Hence the 
following expreffion of Celfus, in Lib, 2, 
cap. 7: “ Quibus enim caufa doloris neque fen- 
fus ejus eft , his mens labat.” Fcefius likewife 
fays that Galen’s opinion corroborates this af- 
fertion} which opinion is eafily underftood 
from thefe words : “ Et facultatum & caloris 
nativi extinSiio judicari a Galeno Jignificatur, 
Z ft fttis 
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fi Jitii nullo merito fedetur.” After what has 
been obferved, therefore, not only here, but 
likewife on Pror. 43 and 52, it would almoft 
appear needlefs to bring more proofs of the 
dodtrine contained in the text. We ihall, 
however, adduce two quotations from Galen’s 
commentary on the Pror. He expreffcs hirn- 
felf to the following purport : viz. That when 
thirft ceafes neither by fweating , vomiting , 
nor any other critical evacuation , the dijpo- 
fition does not ceafe, hut the fenfiation is ob- 
fcured. In fuch a cafe, he adds that it is a bad 
fymptom. “ TSt 0 yivoptvov w dyMv hrrl a’r,puGV' n 
and again “ wuitoms $ xaxii/ to 7rav«r8a» reXius rw 
tv ofttt nvtjj.xtre’’ the clear meaning of 
which is, that in acute difeafes when thirfi 
entirely ceafes, it is a bad indication. 


LVIII. Copious and profufe fweating, in 
acute fevers, is a bad fymptom. 


If 
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If the fever is not relieved by fuch fweats, 
they neceffarily weaken the patient, and pro- 
tradl the difeafe. Hence in Aphor. 56, Lib. 4, 
we have the following words : “ rfy>£Wom Ifywt 

imyrnputo;, txfatvoms r 2 mptri xxxtt' pwxvm yotf 
r, vmo(, xj iypxriw irMtu fnfixlm* Thofe fweatS, 
according to our author, are favorable which 
take place in fevers on the following days, 
viz. the third, fifth, feventh, ninth, ele- 
venth,' fourteenth, feventeentb, twenty firfi, 
twenty- feventh, thirty firfi, and thirty-fourth: 
the reafon he a (Tigris is, “ ’’Suroi yap n IfpUrtt 
vmm xpivowtp,* becaufe fuch prove critical. On 
the contrary, fweats of a different nature 
indicate pain, a protraction and return of 

the difeafe : “ 'Oi J! far, vvrui ympivot, vttw irnptxi- 
vom xj juSxoy vUo'j, xj VTrvrpoTrtxtftivi,” Vid, Aphor » 
^ 6,' Lib. 4. 


L1X. Urine 
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LIX. Urine voided with pain is an unfa- 
vorable fymptom, red bubbles, likewife, of a 
dark bilious hue, remaining, in it, and appear- 
ing like fmall drops, are to be condemned. 


The word «*»»«* in the text, which is ren- 
dered voided with pain, is according to Fce- 
fius’s opinion fubftituted for idnow fignifying 
cotta, and then or or«p*Aoj'ar is under- 

ftood ; becaufe it cannot refer to urine con- 
co-ed, but to that concodion which is fudden 
and unexpected, and is univerfally condemned 
by our author. Hence in Lib. 2. Epid. we 

find “ T a it ocpiWra sir) to (3eXTiov, pci) oJurixas iirrfct- 

nMu t n critical Jymptoms Jhould not appear 
fuddenly. It is likewife the dodrine of Aphor. 
27, Lib* 2, that bad Jymptoms which take 
place contrary to reafon are not much to he

dreaded, neither are thofe that unexpectedly 
prove favorable to be relied on, as they are 

liable 
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liable to fufpicion. The original is “.’Oo

to this we find the following expreffion “ «*

that Jymptoms becoming eafier without any proba- 
ble caufe generally return. In like manner, that 
urine to which *»•*« is applicable, without 
fuch an appearance taking place, either on 
critical days, or being attended with any con- 
fequent marks of a folution, is by no means to 
be confided in, as it announces a return of the ■ 
difeafe > for the apparent crifis is contrary to 
nature, whofe motions are at regular and fixed 
periods. Hence Galen’s expreffion^ ‘‘ »

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adjoined, as it feems to throw a greater light 
on the text, correfponds better with what fol- 
lows, and is more confiftent with the unfavor- 
able critical lymptoms mentioned in the two 
former Pror. than Ivmom, which though Galen 
retains, yet he acknowledges the former is 
to be met with in ancient copies. This opi- 
nion, of Foelius is likewife fupported by the 
following paflage in the Coac. Preen, viz.

Which may be rendered thus, urine fuddenly 
and unexpectedly fomewhat concoCted is an un- 
favorable fymptom : and upon the whole that, 
•which in an acute difeafe is concoCted contrary 
to reafon, indicates fomething bad. This part, 
therefore, of the Coac . Preen, is certainly meant 
by our author to correfpond with the Pror. 
under confideration, as we frequently meet 
, with the fame-fentiment expreffed in both, and 
one generally gives rife to the other. But the 
fequel of the fame quotation may likewife be 

adduced 
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adduced as a further proof, which as nearly as 
poffible correfponds with the text. In the 
former, it runs thus, , “ $ x*l to 

lx tk'tmd lff«v 9 nrftai mti'/Lfi.ivm” in the latter, 

“ x«t t* ifv9fei ex Tursuii lira v9tVjt«tT« x»Tsp£opcEii#, x*l 

Ta la'Jea wompa." The latter, in the text, is 
explained, red bubbles , likemfe , of a dark bilious 
hue remaining in the urine , are to be condemned. 
This explanation is alfo applicable to the for- 
mer, as may be feen from a comparifon of 
both. Thus, then, the fimiliarity of expref- 
fion in the two, as well as other concomitant 
circumftances, corroborates Fcefius’s opinion 
of imW, in the text, being fubftituted for 
Ifa&pvK or x-apaAoj-ttf wnrova, and that the pre- 
ference is due to the laft, as it feems to convey 
a clearer meaning, harmonizes better with the 
fequel, and is confident with the untimely 
critical fymptoms in Pror. 57 and 58. The 
following member of the original text juft now 
quoted, and compared, with that of the Coac. 
Pran. though perhaps fomewhat difficult, 

yet 
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yet fecms to convey the following fenfe, viz. 
that the urine is of a deep red colour, owing 
to a quantity of unconcoded blood mixed 
with it, which proceeds from great weaknefs 
of the kidneys and natural functions. There 
is, likewife, confpicuous in it a bilious mix- 
ture, which,, from the internal heat at this 
time, being of a fiery hot nature, gives rife to 
thefe frothy bubbles denominated in the 
text, red, and of a dark bilious hue. The firft 
of thefe epithets is exprefled in the original by 
Iffufya', and in the Coac. Preen . by igspv 9 po», both 
which have a fimilar fignification, with this 
difference only — that it is fomewhat aug- 
mented in the latter, from its being com- 
pounded with Igi which, as was obferved in 
note 53, has generally this power. The word 
in the text correfponding to the laft is ex- 
prefled, in Latin, according to the belt com- 
mentators, by ceruginofa, and may be inter- 
preted of a rujly, dark , greenifh , yellow colour, 
which is not inapplicable to a bilious ap- 
pearance; 
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pearancc. The term w«» 5 iV/*«'r*. occurring both 
here and in Pror. 21, Galen properly defines 
“ mod clyfloi avuSiu irixti'fttvov,* which may be ren- 
dered both in Latin and Englifh as follows; 
tanquam flos fuperni incumbent — like a flower 
[wimming on the furface, From all which the 
following conclufion may be drawn, viz. that 
trine of the above defcription with thefe bub- 
bles juft now explained, as it indicates a viti- 
ated ftate of the blood arifing from imbecility 
already pointed out; and denotes, likewife, 
great heat in the internal parts, by which the 
bile is peculiarly affeded, is properly, in our 
text, denominated an unfavorable Jymptom. 

LX. Variegated vomitings are bad, efpeci- 
ally if they fucceed at ftiort intervals. 


Rejedions of this kind muft neceflarily be 
injurious, as, from their frequency, they relax 
K the 
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the Stomach, and consequently debilitate and 
weaken the patient. We find the fame Sentiment 
differently expreffed in the 560th of the Coac. 
Preen, the words are “ «• ***« fuxpx 
1 ptTM> xumv," frequent vomitings , in /mail 
quantities , are bad. In this refpedt, therefore, 
-both agree; but in the firft, the epithet 
wommXmj is applied to the vomiting, which, 
in the text, is interpreted variegated : in 
the latter the two words & axfwo*, 

bilious, and pure or unmixed. If we confider, 
then, that variegated and unmixed, applied 
to mean vomitings of a different kind, 
the conclufion is, that, in this refpetft, the two- 
do not agree. The laft may be faid to be 
attended with bad confequences on account of 
the great quantity of bile, which, by its acri- 
mony, tears the inteftincs, and occalions a 
pain of the loins, iimilar to that which takes 
• place in bilious unmixed dejections. Hence, in 
the Coac. Preen, mentioned above “ ebyfam 
tyles” is infeparably connected with vomiting 

of 
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of this kind*, and elfewhere in the Pror, wS 
have the fame efFed produced, “ «’» “V* 
tckti in biliojis fynceris dejeSlioni'ous , 

The firft, viz. fa™ /•*> r» TroixiAixf, variegated 
vomitings , are bad, partly from the pain which 
they occafion, as well as that they indicate a 
derivation from parts which ought not to 
fuffer. But whatever difference may be al- 
lowed from an examination of the original, 
yet, as was obferved formerly, they certainly 
agree in refpeft of frequency, and are injurious 
from, the caufes already affigned. We can- 
not conclude this note without obferving 
the variation in the Pror. and Coac. 
Preen, relative to the word frequent ; in the 
former the idea is conveyed as follows : “ lyyk 
a’Un'xuv limm," which means, literally, thofe 
vomitings that fucceed one another nearly, or 
at Jhort intervals , as in the text. In the 
latter it is exprefled by the fingle word 
“ rajpif," celeres vel frequenter repet entes vomi- 
tus, fuch as are quick and frequently repeated.

LXI. Cold 
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LXI. Cold on the furface of the whole 
body, in critical days, accompanied with reft- 
leffnefs and anxiety without fweating, is a 
bad indication ; rigors, likewife, fupervening, 
are unfavorable. 


Thfe 38th of the Coac. Pratt, appears evi- 
dently to be derived from this, as the fame 
idea is conveyed although differently exprefled, 
the “axua-jtto'i MiSfivTis" of the former correfpond- 
ing to “<*Au<rju,u mlfyurt" of theiatter. Cold, there- 
fore, under fuch circumftances as in the text, 
will undoubtedly prove hurtful, as it prevents 
a crifis taking place. But Fcefius adds, that 
cold , on critical days , attended with reftlejfnefs 
only , either with or without fweating, is de- 
JlruSlive , efpecially as nature at this time is 
undergoing a change. His words are, “ Sed ut 
perfri&io omnis, ac inquies corporis, jaSlatio et 
incontinentia, five cum fudore,fve fine fudore, con - 
tingant, malo funt, prcecipue tarr.en judiciumjub - 
a eunte 
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tunte naturd perniciem intent ant.” The latter 
part of the fentence is, rigors , in fucb cafes, are 
likewife unfavorable. It may be obferved here, 
that rigors in all acute difeafes are attended 
with very bad confequences j hence, in Pror. 
13, we have “ piyof kt< winn roir wi 

referring to tymruum. They generally appear 
in the laft ftage of the difeafe, and are a fatal 
fymptom: Correfponding to this, Pror. 19 
concludes with the following expreffion : 
“ cxj'.rpicuc; rmco «r {xlfyim." This claufe, re- 
lating to rigor, is differently arranged in 
the Goac. Preen. We have already, in the be- 
ginning of this note, obferved the analogy 
between the Pror. under confideration, and 
the 38th of the Coac. But rigors in the former 
are omitted in the latter, and conftitute the 
beginning of the Coac. Preen, following, viz, 
39th, between which and the 6 2d of the 
Pror. there is, likewife, an evident fimilarity. 


K 3 LXII. Vomitings 
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LXII. Vomitings pure and unmixed, at* 
tended .with anxiety, are unfavorable. 

The word interpreted attended •with 

anxiety, has already occurred in Pror. 17, 
which bears the fame meaning as in the - text, 
“ «£ ipi-nt tl<ruiie( ) , 'pq/l vomitum anxiofum . In Pror. 
42 it is applied to hence “ f*er» x*i ;/**«; 
&r£Sw.* In this fenfe it means a gnawing , />?- 
netrating heat attended with anxiety ; as m a y 
be feen from note 42. The adjedtive itfelf is 
not improperly rendered anxiofus, mplacidus, 
qt cum angore aut incontinent! corporis juSiatione; 
thefe, however, may be confidered, in fome re- 
fpedt.as fynonymous, and are entirely reconcile- 
able with the original of the word; which 
implies fafiidium , naufea , et moleftia animi, 
Fcefius renders in the preceding Pror. 

after the fame manner. Hence “ *o xi™ w 

perfri ftmes Jummi corporis cum 

angorc 
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dngort et tnquietudine j this is perfe&ly con- 
fident with which, befides other fignifi- 
cations, may be rendered animo inqmeto, anxio, 
et folicito fum. And if we attend to both, 
the analogy is ftriking, for the, latter implies 
that anxiety and folicitude of mind, accompa- 
nied with reftleffnefs, from which the patient 
cannot extricate himfelf. Hence arife difguft, 
loathing, naufea, &c. which are, likewife, the 
concomitants of thofe vomitings denominated 
aVuJia. A critical ‘explanation of may 
■be feen in note f on the Prog, where it is 
^phewn that Galen explains it by dtiropia ax) 
pWrorpr, anxietas et corporis jaSlatio, both 
which are applicable to M ha, 

LXIII. It is a matter worthy of confidera- 
tion, whether a deep, profound fleep is at all 
times to be condemned.

What 
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What implies a doubt here, is anfwered deter* 
jninately in the 178th of the Coac. Preen, which 
runs thus “ r» xapuhs TT&inayjs xaxov” and means 
that fuch a fopor is at all times a bad fymp- 
tom. . Fcefius is of opinion that that fopor 
comprehended under the term xxpuSc;, is owing 
to the brain being loaded with a cold humour 
abounding with phlegm, which impedes its 
action and induces coma. Hence, by i’ome, it is 
denominated ivrhtyepro; xindrroms, Jiatus ex quo 
fufeitari difficile ejl, a Jlate out of which it it diffi- 
cult to be roa/ft/,and,by Galen, P«6ut xal MUytji. 
toe uttvo?, a profound Jleep ; where it is evident 
that the whole head is peculiarly affected. 
Correfponding to this, likewife, is Erotianus’s 
explanation, who defines xxfoftt to be xxpn( 3 xpixu 
xxpunxm, a weight, or beavinefs of the head 
^inducing fopor. Moreover the terminating 
words of Coac, Preen. 31, are a confirma- 
tion 
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tion of fuch a fopor being attended with 
the worft conferences, which are fully ex- 
preffed thus u to xapwfexax imh” 

LXIV. Ignorance of acquaintances, and 
forgetfuinefs of the paft, in a ftate of rigor, are 
bad fymptoms. 


The two term^ in the text upmuk^Sti, 
are fignificantly expreffed by Galen, as 

follows, “ tp p.r' ywpfyw ts; ci'.rf/u;, xui to fin 

HipMtu tm> irE7rpa)/f*i»[ov:” the former plainly fig- 
nifies, not to know friends •, and the latter, not to 
remember things paft. When fuch take place, 
accompanied with rigor, it is evident that the 
mind is particularly affeded. Hence arifes 
the conclufioh in the Pror. that they are unfa- 
vorable indications. 

LXV. Cold after rigor, when heat cannot 
again be excited, is a dangerous fymptom.

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|It is natural to imagine that warmth and 
fweats ftiould fucceed rigor 5 for, fliould cold 
ftiil remain, it is a proof that the natural heat 
is becoming languid, and that an extinction 
will foon follow. Hence arifes this expreflion of 
Galen ■** iVi (lytt \j/u yivra, p dxst» d]iu9ip/**v9fivou, Trwupsv,” 
it is bad when one after rigor cannot be rejlored 
to beat . Mi) uvafoppcuviptmi, rendered in the text, 
•when heat cannot again be excited, agrees with 
the word and both may, in Latin, 

be expreffed as follows, perfrifliones qua non 
calefunt, vel ad calorem non revocantur : colds 
•which cannot be warmed , rejlored, or recalled 
to beat . Though the fenfe here is evi- 
dent, yet, I apprehend, the expreffion is 
fcarcely warranted in Engliih. We can, how-' 
ever, in Greek ufe the following not impro- 
perly, viz. K 2 T 3 e\j/-j£iv cuM6ip[xalmv if mr«, to Warm 
either a cold, or a fck perfon: perfriftionem aut 
tegrotantem in calorem revocare.

LXVI. It is a bad fymptom fliould perfon# 
that fweat much after cold become very hot, 
moreover a painful heat in the -fide and rigors 
fupervening are unfavorable indications, , 


Thefe is an evident allufion between 1 this 
and the 10th of the Coac. Preen. In the latter 
it is laid, that frequent fmall fweats fucceeded 
by rigor are highly dangerous, and that Suppu- 
ration attended "with a flux, appears towards 
death . In the Pror. now under confideration 
there are undubitable marks of purulency, 
viz. the frequent fweats and febrile fymptoms 
that take place j to which , likewife, may be 
joined the burning heat of the fide, attended 
with pain. Befides, it may be obferved that, in 
patients to whom thefe are applicable, a flux, 
generally, of the very word kind enfues before 
death, which, by our author, in different parts 
of his works, is denominated, puV>;, and 
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wiXi'k Cyfonfv. As the fymptoms, therefore, in 
the -text are indicative of purulency and its 
donfequences , they are juftly faid to be un- 
favorable. 

LXVII. Rigors attended with heat, are 
fomewhat dangerous: in fuch cafes, likewife, 
a burning heat in the face, with fweat, is a bad 
indication: moreover, cold in the pofterior 
parts excites convuifions. 


The word in the original, is in 

the Coac. Preen, xcc^tk^x,, and in fome copies 
xupatTuita, which joined with flycu, will fignify 
rigors attended either with fatigue , or Jopor. 
As any of the three may happen, we cannot 
determine to which the preference is due; but 
fliould the laft take place, the confequence is 
certainly more than fomewhat dangerous : this 
may be feen from the 3 5th Pror. which gives 

out 
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out that rigors with torpor, indicate an aliena- 
tion of mind. Galen, in confirmation of the 
laft claufe of our text, fays “ i yfy tytys mry* 

TTOHJTlw” 

LXVIII. Watchfulnefs, after frequent fmall 
fweats, attended with, heat, is an unfavorable 
indication. 

The very fame idea is exprefled in the 
41ft of, the Coac. Preen. It has already 
been obferved in note 42d of the Pror. that 
itpiifSmt, the fame as tyifyum; in the text, is 
expreflive of frequent fmall fweats, which ge- 
nerally break out about the head ; neck, and 
breaft; and are indicative of the greateft dan- 
ger : that fuch, likewife, are frequently men- 
tioned by our author as the never-failing con- 
comitants of phrenitis , terminating fatally; it 
may be added too that, on every occafion, they 
are condemned by Hippocrates, on account of 

their 
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their exhibiting undeniable proofs of great 
proftration of ftrength; and that nature is 
greatly exhaufted. Correfponding to this is 
the following obfervation of Fcefius: “ tyifaxrtf 
Hippocrati multis modis damnatur , turn quod 
natures ex humorum multitudine G? copid ap~ 
preffionem, turn quod virium imbecilitatem in~ 
dicet Whenever they appear in fevers, they 
indicate their malignity. Hence in Pror. 74, 
we have the following exprelfion : “ itpitpuna 
anijiww KOMoMeti,’’ febres tenuibus fudoribus maligna 
font. After what has been obferved, .the con- 
clufion of the text furely will follow, viz. 
that watchings , after Jweats of this kind , at- 
tended with great beat , are unfavorable. 

LXIX. After pains recurring in the loins, 
a diftortion of the eye is a bad fyroptom.

The fentiment contained in this Pror, 

meet? 
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meets with little credit from Galen, as is evi- 
dent from his Commentary on the third book 
of the Epid. Inftead of eVpiW, which is inter- 
preted loins, fome copies have ty/m. This 
laft, Foefius fays, is erroneous; but if a diftor- 
tion of the eye follows from pain, it certainly 
is as natural that it fliould be the conference 
of pain in the palpsbra as in the loins : nor do 
I fee for what reafon he prefers itawtc to 
the former of which fignifies a dijlor- 
tion, and the latter a rolling of the eye. Becaufe 
fliould either arife from pain, the one is as 
likely to take place as the other, unlefs obfer- 
vation determines the refult more frequently 
to be a dijlortion. 

LXX. A fixed pain in the breaft with /er- 
por t is bad; perfons labouring under fuch, 
when feized with a burning hot fever, die 
very foon. 


Torpor 



( 144 ,) 


Torpor in all acute difeafes is a- very unfa- 
vorable fymptom. It has been frequently ob- 
ferved that rigors under certain circumftances, 
are dangerous, and bad indications. Vid. Pror. 
66 , 6 y, and 13; but, when ^attended with 
torpor , the confequences are ftill aggravated, 
and an alienation of mind takes place. Vid. 
Pror. 35. As torpor, therefore, heightens 
the difeafe, it muft neceffarily follow that pain 
fixed in the breaji, with fuch a concomitant 
•will be unfavorable : and' in perfons thus af- 
fedted, we may naturally conclude, that a 
burning hot fever will foon prove fatal. The 
fever mentioned in the text correfponds 
with that in .dEgr. 2, Lib. 3, of the Epid. de- 
nominated, mf, by our author, or is fimilar to 
that which, in Mgr. 9 and 1 2 of the fame, is 
known by the name, wupw's x«w«J w, egv't, fe- 
bris ardent , acuta. 


LXXI. Thofe 
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LXXI. Thofe who vomit black matter, that 
are averfe to food, delirious, have a flight pain 
in the pubes, with fierce afpett, and Ihut eyes, 
ought not to be purged, becaufe it is deftruc- 
tive. For the fame reafon it is improper to 
produce evacuation in thofe that are tumid, or 
troubled with dimnefs of fight and vertigo , 
like perfons fomewhat affedted in mind; or 
thofe who loathe food, and have loft their co- 
lour. In fuch, likewife, as are reduced by a 
fever, if they are affedted with fopor. 


The fubftance of this Pror. with a variety 
of other articles, is contained in one of our 
authors epiftles concerning hellebore ; where, 
among other things, he fays that motion is 
proper after taking this purge; and chiefly re- 
commends failing : he obferves, likewife, that 
evacuation by vomiting is belt adapted wherl 
the patient is without fever, has an averfion to 
L food, 
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food, is troubled with a gnawing at the 
mouth of the ftomach, or with vertigo, and 
dimnefs of fight, when the mouth is bitter; 
and in all cafes of pain above the Jeptum tranf- 
ver/um. But that evacuation downwards fhould 
be produced when tormina take place without 
fever, attended with pain of the loins, a fenfa- 
tion of weight at the knees, a difficult flow of 
the menfes, and wherever pains exift below 
the diaphragm. After this he proceeds to de- 
fcribe thofe that ought not to be purged j and, 
previous to the obfervations in our text, he. 
fays that evacuations are improper in the 
following cafes, viz. where the patients have 
loft their colour, are hoarfe, affe&ed in the 
fpleen, have little blood, are troubled with 
fighing, a dry cough, thirft, flatulency, with 
tenfions of the pracordia , fides and back, 
where the vifion is blunted; or any of the af- 
ter-mentioned circumftances take place ; fuch 
a3> founding of the ears, incontinence of urine, 
jaundice, weaknefs in the belly, an eruption 
i of 
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of blood, or tubercles. He adds, however, 
that if at any time evacuation ftiould appear 
proper, it ought to be produced by hellebore, 
operating upwards, and not downwards; but, 
in fuch cafes, it is better to prefcribe a regimen 
of diet, and afterwards follow, nearly, the 
identical words of the text: to which he fub- 
joins this obfervation — that the herb fefamoi - 
des, agreeable to what was advanced on Ptifan , 
well pounded in oxymel and drank to the quan- 
tity of half a drachm , purges upwards; and 
that the third part of the drink Ihould confift 
of hellebore, which, in fome mcafure, prevents 
the tendency to ftrangulation. The expreffioft 

in the original is “ mlyu " From all 

* 

which it is evident that our author, not only 
in the cafes mentioned in the Pror. but in 
many others, difcountenances evacuations; 
which, however, if neceflity urges, fhould be 
produced upwards. Such as wiih further in- 
formation on this fubjeft, may infpeft that 
L 2 epiftle 
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epiftle direded to Democritus , concerning 

hellebore. 

LXXII. A pain at the mouth of the flo- 
mach, accompanied with great tendon of the 
pracordia , and pain of the head, indicates 
fomething very bad, and fome affedion of the 
breathing: in fuch cafes do patients die fud- 
denly, like Dyfodes, whofe urine was very red? 


It is natural to imagine that the breathing 
will be affeded from a tightnefs of the pra- 
cordia ; and, lhould the other fymptoms be 
united with this tendon ’ in a very drong de- 
gree, the confequences are undoubtedly much 
to be dreaded. In the cafe of Dyfodes, men- 
tioned in the text, there appear to have been 
evident dgns of indammation, which are 
Itrikingly expreffed both by the exaggerating 
adverb J3« »m, dgnifying violently , and the pre- 

pofuion 
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pofition tj, being joined to tj>4 a > the force of 
which is an increafe of the fignification. Vid. 
notes 53 and 59. In fuch cafes, therefore, 
as in that juft now exhibited, where the in- 
flammatory fymptoms arife fuddenly to a very 
great height, a period will probably foon be 
put to life. 

LXXIII. Pain of the neck is a bad fymp- 
tom in all fevers, efpecially fhould mania be 
dreaded. 


It was formerly obferved,.on note 38, that 
iknt might be explained hope or fear, accord- 
ing to the fenfe of the fubjed; hence the con- 
cluding phrafe in the text, htpam*i eAtt!;, vehe- 
mentem infaniam metuimus. Should the ex- 
pedation, however, be raifed high with hopes 
that the patient will do well, we may thenf 

with the utmoft propriety, ufe the fame word

LXXIV. Fevers 
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LXXIV. Fevers attended with fopor , lati- 
tude, dimnefs of light, watchings, and fmall 
fweats, are of a malignant kind. 


From the enumeration of fymptoms here, 
it would appear that the fevers alluded to 
will be apt to terminate in phrenitis or mania. 
This is evident from Pror. 27, where it is faid 
that rejlleffnefs in fever, attended with fmall 
fweats of the (uperior parts , indicate phrenitis . 
The words expreffive of fuch fymptoms in 
the text are xomuitK & fepiJpwmc} the latter of 
which has been explained fully both in note 
42 and 68. The former is indicative of that 
bjjitude, rejlleffnefs, or tofjing of the body 
which, in Pror. 27, is exprelfed by Svetyf «*i, 
where, befides their indicating phrenitis, they 
are faid to be highly pernicious. The term 
xujMxruSet!, attended with fopor, is fynonymous 
to uStis, which implies a (late out of which 
it is difficult to It roufed, or a weight of the 

head 
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head inducing fopor. Vid. note 63. It is 
there, likewife, pointed out to be attended 
with the word confequences, from the autho- 
rities of the 31ft and 178th of the Coac. Preen. 
Hence “ « xxpu&f ulxtcrm” in the former} and 
“ to xufUit; xaxo" in the latter. ’Afflvviut 
and ayfvme 1 in the original, which mean attended 
'with dimnefs offght, and watchings, are, like- 
wife, bad fymptoms. We meet with the firft of 
thefe in the end of Pror. 46 : “ atfww&f x«xw,*

which lignifies that dimnefs, or a cloud , as it 
were, before the eye, portends fomething bad} 
and the laft, with the word expreffive of laf- 
Jitude, explained above, and fome others, is 
mentioned in Pror . 38, as an indication of a 
violent affe&ion of mind: hence the phrafe 
hmt t’xirTwxi, vehemens mentis emotio metuenda. 
From the terms, therefore, thus explained, it 
is evident that fevers attended with fuch fymp- 
toms muft neceflarily be of a very bad kind, 
according to the doftrine of our text} efpeci- 
L 4 ally 
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ally a? phrenitis, or fome violent affedtion of 
mind, is to be dreaded as the confequence. 

LXXV. Frequent Ihiverings, arifing from 
coldnefs of the back, with fudden intermif- 
fions, and extremely troublefome, indicate a 
painful fuppreffion of urine. 


The word which is rendered fupprejjion 
has already been explained in note 51, to 
which the reader is referred. It has likcwife 
been obferved, in the fame place, that ftop- 
pages of urine, arifing from whatever caufc, 
muft be attended with bad effedtsj as it is 
prefumed a greater or lefs degree of inflam- 
mation is inferred. The fuppreflion, however, 
under confideration is faid to be the confe- 
quence of frequent fenfations of cold on the back , 
•utitb fudden inter mi (fions. The words expref- 
five of thefe changes are i*tTctmirTwui, cor- 

refponding 
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refponding with t*x“ fwww •Vrwr« in Pror. 43,’ 
or with m piTuwmTtntt and mxtd jasTaTriVni* ijj 
Pror. 28 and 12. The two laft relate to 
phrenitis, where it is faid that fudden changes 
either forebode convulfons , or are attended 
with bad confequences. The firft refers to the 
extremities , and the effect,, according to our 
author, is dejlrublive. As therefore it appears 
not only from thefe paffages, but many others, 
that changes of this kind are unfavorable, it 
will naturally follow that a fuppreffion of 
urine, arifing from fuch fhiverings as men- 
tioned in the text, will be aggravated and 
painful, when they recur frequently , and are 

attended with great uneajkiefs.

LXXVI. Anxiety and reftleflhefs, if an ex- 
acerbation takes place without vomiting, are 
bad indications. 


Gn a Former occafion, the analogy between 

dXWfAQ; 
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ixwfMt and muSk has been obferved ; the former 

of which implies anxiety with refthjfnefs : 

hence arife difguft and naufea, which are, 

likewife, not inapplicable to the latter ; but a 

more full explanation may be obtained of thefe 

two words in note 62 of the Pror. and 6th of 

the Prog, ' Galen fays that «*&<« t in the text 

means difguft and naufea in two ways, either 

as it indicates an oppreffion of body from the 

weight and fuperabundance of humours, fo 

¥ 

that it cannot remain in one fituation, or as 
it denotes that the mouth of the ftomach is 
irritated on account of their acrimony. Pa- 
tients, however, fo denominated from one or 
both of thefe, and who are not relieved by vo- 
miting, when an exacerbation takes place, 
may, according to the text, be faid to labour 
under a difagreeable fituation. The fame 
fentiment is exprefftd in the 557th of the 
Coac. Preen . witlt the addition of the following 
words: “ xal 01 which 

may 
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may be interpreted, tbofe likemfe who arc 
much hara(fed without vomiting* 

LXXVII. Cold over the body, attended 
with rigidity, is a deftruftive fymptom. 


This fentiment is repeated in the 3d of 
the Coac. Preen. and is partly analogous to the 
65th Pror. where it is faid that cold after 
rigor, when heat cannot again be excited, 
is a dangerous fymptom. The cold, however, 
in the text differs from that juft now men* 
tioned, as it is fuppofed to be attended with 
rigidity, which generally proves deJiruSiive, 
Hence Pror. 19 concludes with thefe words: 
<e irx^Df wftof twteWiv cJiidpiovi* which imply that 
rigidity. , in fuch cafes as thofeabovementioned, 
is pernicious. This ftate of Rigidity, for the 
tnoft part, takes place a fhort time before 

death: 
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death : hence our author, generally mentions 
it as attended with fatal confequences. 

LXXVIII. If thin dejedtions pafs through 
the body without a confcioufnefs of fuch, as 
happens fometimes in affedtions of the liver, 
it is a bad fymptom, where no alienation of 
mind has yet taken place. 


The words “ aia9avof«V in the text, ate 
applicable to the patient, but whether they 
mean without fenfation altogether , and confe- 
quently that the faeces pafs off involuntarily , 
the patient having no recolledtion thereof, or 
imply only a deprivation of it in a certain 
degree, while a confcioufnefs of the deed 
(till remains, we are at a lofs to determine pre- 
cifely. Should the firft acceptation be re- 
ceived, it certainly indicates an approaching 
delirium , if it does not already exift. This af- 

fertian 
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fertion may be afcertained from different paf- 
fages of Hippocrates. In the 495th of the 
Coac Pran. where he fpeaks of flatulency , 
the following words conclude the fentence: 

“ MfAolm Trovijpov xsti irapapporiW, nv f*ri Ikm tSt» 

nowTxi tw «(pf(Tiv tv; <pJi TUf," which fignify that 
delirium and fomething deflruttive are indi- 
cated, ' if the patient emits it involuntarily. 
Again in the beginning of Pror, 29, we meet 
with this cxpreilion, “ rx ipipim at) JrtpWmw 
Mfix," urine voided by. perfons that have no 
recolleBion of Jo doing, portends deflruBion. 
A ftriking proof of this we have in Mgx. 4. 
Lib. 1. Epid. where the wife of Pbilinus in 
Thafus, after childbirth, is reprefented to have 
been feized with a violent fever on the four- 
teenth day. Befides the other aggravated 
fymptoms through the courfe of the difeafe, 
flie is faid, between the eleventh and four- 
teenth day's, to have voided a great quantity of 
thick, white urine, refembling that which his 
been ftirred up after ftanding in the pot for a 

confiderable 
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conilderable time. Daring which period it U 
added that the was feidom able to attend to 
the admonitions of her friends. The expref- 
fion in the original is ** dmi*ifm<nStrm” 

which implies that the by-ftanders were feidom 
able to recall to her mind, or make her recolleSl. 
We fee, likewife, that through the whole of 
the difeafe, delirium generally prevailed, and 
the event was fatal. From thefe obfervations, 
therefore, we may draw the following conclu- 
fion, viz. that evacuations of whatever nature 
taking place, without any fenfation , involun- 
tarily, and without the recolleSlion of the pa- 
tient, indicate either a delirium faft approach- 
ing, or its prefent exiftence: hence the infer- 
ence of the text, it is a bad fymptom. In the 
cafe, however, now under coniideration, the 
patient is fuppofed not yet to have experienced 
an alienation of mind ; here then arifes a doubt 
whether or not the phrafe, “/*" may 

be taken in the abfolute fenfe in which it has 
been above confidered, or as implying, only, a 

deprivation

deprivation of fenfation in a certain degree; 
Fcefius renders it by the words “ abfque mor- 
dacitatis fenfu:” and Galen, likewife, confiders 
it as expreffive of the fame ideaj which im- 
plies that the fceces pafs through the body 
without a fenfation of. acrimony or fharpnefu 
It is evident, however, from the cafe in the 
text, that this ought not to happen, as it indi- 
cates fenfation to be greatly injured, and 
threatens a ftate of infenfibility infcparably 
connected with delirium , and its confequences. 
In whatever view, therefore, the words are 
confidered, we may conclude, that , if delirium 
does not really exi/l, it will Jooner or later take 
place , when the evacuations are Juch as de- 
ferred. Hence they are j uftly, in the original, 
denominated a bad fymptom, though not yet 
attended with an alienation of mind. 

LXXIX. Small bilious vomitings are un- 
favorable, efpecially if attended with watching. 

In 
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j In fuch cafes, a dripping at the noftrils is a 
ftrudive fymptom. 


It has already been obferved in Pror. io. 
that vomitings of a dark, bilious' coloiir, 
accompanied with watching, &c. produce 
Judden mania. Hence we infer that, they 
are unfavorable. The deftrudive fymptom 
added, is omitted in the 558th, of the 'Coac. 
Preen, which feems to correfpond ;,yvith this 
Pror. but whenever fuch a drippi'. a ‘appears, 
it b generally condemned %y/_our author. 
Hence in the Coac. Preen, "cruft; dco 
Spun Kxxon," and Foefius fays, “ cruft;," apud 
Hippocr. pluribus in locis damnatur, idque 
pracipue f die critico contingit." Arte tens, 
however, in Cap. 10. Lib. x. of the caufes and 
lymptoms of acute difeafes, has the following 
words, ie w Si tiii tc z'yccii'j rfuirnrut, «ijaopj>av/ri Sid 
fimv fu;, ?ut£ aSpcov Avt-rai »' wwt This paflkge 
refers to plemify, and may be explained 


as 
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as follows : “ but when it ajfumes a milder and 
mot# favorable appearance, there is a profu/e 
hemorrhage from the nojlrils, and the difeafe 
has a fudden crifis Hence we fee, the 
difference -between aVwV” 1 * & f> the for- 
mer being attended with a favorable, and the 
latter with a contrary effeSl ; but Galen ob- 
ferves, when fpeaking of critical fymptoms,- 
that fuch a frofuje haemorrhage feldom takes 
place.

LXXX. ..Xhofe women, who, afrer'child* 
birth, have a ftoppage of white purgations 
attended with fever, deafnefs, and an acute 
pain of the fide, are feized with a violent 
emotion of mind. 


Ewnwra, in the text is applicable to *«“*<*, 
and both conjoined mean that there is a Hop- 
page of white, purgations, and may be ren- 
M dered 
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dered in Latin, alba reprejfa vel coercita. The 
participle above comes from one of thofe verbs 
in i*i, which in the 2 Aor. aSliv. has a paffive 
or neuter fignification. The verb itfelf, be- 
fides the more common interpretations, colloco, 
juxta, appono, and fraficio, in an aftive fenfe, 
will likewife imply reprimo , coerceo, &c. hence 
the idea in the pafTage before us. It is na- 
tural to imagine that fuch a ftoppage will be 
attended with fever, as is reprefented in the 
original, and other concomitant iymptoms. 
Thefe are faid to be deafnefs, and an acute 
pain of the fide; the former of which, as 
may be feen from Pror. 33, when it takes 
place in acute difeafes, threatens deftruSlion , 
“xutpwn 5 hi tj-wri, he. xxxi>.” The illuftration of 
this is given in note 33; where it is fhewn 
that deafnefs in fuch cafes is attended with an 
incredfe of jebrile fymptoms. It is, therefore, 
conformable to reafon that a violent affeftion 
of mind may enjue on fuch an occafon, Spe- 
cially when other deftrudtive indications are 

accompanied 
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accompanied with an acute pain of the fide. 
The fame fentiment is exprefled in the 525th 
of the Coac. Preen, with this difference only, 
of tirurrunct being changed into the genitive 
abfolute, which does not, in the fmalleft de- 
gree, affect the fenfe. 

LXXXI. In burning, hot fevers, attended 
with a flight fenfation of cold on the furface 
of the body, and frequent watery dejections, a 
diftortion of the eyes is a bad fymptom, efpe- 
cially if the patient labours under a heavy 
Jlupor } denominated catochus. 


The fymptoms juft enqmerated, it is pre- 
fumed, may be accounted for from the flight 
cold on the furface of the whole body forcing 
the matter inwardly, or in fome degree affeCt-* 
ing its motion, fo that the belly is difturbed 
and irritated by the frequent crude, liquid, 
M 2 acrid, 
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acrid, bilious dejeflions ; and Ihould a quan- 
tity of this frigid matter be carried to the 
head, and fettle there, the eyes become dif- 
torted, and the patients are feized with cato- 
chus , or a heavy Jlupor, which, in Latin, is 
called coma Jomolentum ; this is a very danger- 
ous fymptom unlefs a crifis foon takes place. 
In iEgr. ii. Lib. 3. Epid. we have an account 
of a woman, in ’Thafus , being feized with a 
fever of this kind : it is faid that on the firft 
day, towards night, Ihe' was loquacious, de- 
fponding, and timid ; in the morning ftrong 
convulfions took place, which were fucceeded 
by delirium, obfeenity of fpeech, and violent, 
continual pains. On the fecond day there was 
a repetition of the fame, with want of fleep, 
and an increafeof the fever j on the third, the 
convulfions left her, but coma and heavy Jlupor 
enfued, out of which ihe awaked again, was 

ungovernable, delirious, and the fever acute. 

% 

At night fhe had a profufe warm fweat over 
the whole of her body, was free from fever, 

flept. 
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flept, returned to her fenfes, and a crijis took 
place. The convulfions mentioned, Galen 
and Foefius are of opinion, arofe from a fuper- 
abundance of humour in the brain, and its 
afflux upon the nerves, as may be feen from 
the commentary of the one, and the notes of 
the other, on this Cafe. The coma and flupor 
were the natural co'nfequences of thefe, and, 
according to the text, are bad fymptoms; 
which, it is more .than probable, would have 
returned and proved fatal, had not the crijis 
above taken place. 

LXXXII. Sudden apoplectic ftrokes are de- 
ftru&ive to one labouring under a moderate, 
flow fever, as in the cafe of Numenius's fon. 


Apoplexy is known by the names attonitus 
morbus, Jyderatio , and Jiupor attonitus. This 
difeafe is ranked by Dr, Cullen in the clafs 
M 3 neurofes, 



neurofes, and the order comata. He alfo takes 
notice of nine fpecies, befides thofe inllances 
in which it is J'ymptomatic , viz. ill. Apoplexia 
fanguinea, with figns of an univerfal plethora, 
and chiefly of fulnefs in the head. 2d. Serofa, 
which generally takes place in aged perfons, 
3d. Hydrocephalica , 4th. Atrabilaria, ob- 
ferved in perfons difpofed to melancholy, 
5th. Traumatica, when the head is injured by 
violent external violence. 6th. Venenata, from 
poifonous matter/;, either externally or inter- 
nally. 7th. Mentalis , from pallions of the 
mind. 8 th. Cataleptic a , in which the refpi- 
ration is not llertorous, and the limbs give way 
to external force applied. 9th. Suffocata, 
which happens in cafes of hanging and 
drowning. He defines the difeafe to be an 
abolitien , in feme degree , of the whole of the 
external and internal fenfes, and the volun- 
tary motions \ while rejpiration and the aSlion 
of the heart continue to be performed . • The 
j-eroote caufe is a plethora, the occafional caufes 
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are various ; the proximate is, in general, ac- 
cording to Dr. Cullen* whatever interrupts the 
motion of the nervous power, whether from 
or to the brain, This motion, he thinks, in 
apoplexies from internal caufes, is interrupted 
by feme comprejjion on the origin of the nerves, 
which •comprejjion is occafmed by an accu- 
mulation of blood in the veins of the head. 
In thofe from external caufes, the motion of 
the nervous power t is interrupted by direSlly 
dejiroying its mobility , as when mephitic air, 
fumes from charcoal, &c. are admitted to the 
nerves. The following coriclufion, therefore, 
may be drawn, viz. that fudden apopleSiic fits 
are defiruSlive, whether arifmg from internal or 
external caufes, kmjmuch as the motion of the 
nervous power, fo ejfential to life, is thereby 
interrupted, whether from or to the brain j 
but the conclufion hill acquires force, if apo- 
plexy, as is the cafe fuppofed in the text, hap» 
pens to be united with fever. The words 
& xjfwius fignify moderate & chronici, 
M 4 which 
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which are applied to the fever, and are fet in 
oppofition to o£ £ '« 5 & flfppwr. The former, how- 
ever, are frequently joined to «Waw t«*, and 
then they imply moderation in the apoplectic 
fits, but the firft application is approved of by 
Galen. 

LXXXIII. Pains recurring from the loins 
to the mouth of the ftomach, attended with 
fever, {hiverings, a vomiting of thin, watery 
fubftance, in confiderable quantity, delirium, 
and a failure of voice, terminate in black vo- 
miting, 


This fentiment is expreftd with greater 
fimplicity in the 1 08th of the Coac. Preen, 
which may be explained in the following 
manner, viz. “ Pains about the loins and infe- 
rior part's, attended with fever, are deJlruSlive , 
if, on leaving thefe parts , they feize the jeptum 
tranfverfutn, efpecially Jhould there he prejent 
any 
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'any other dangerous fymptom . Thus far is the 
Pretn. juft now quoted applicable to the text } 
becaufe the fymptoms there enumerated are 
joftly denominated dangerous. . In the latter part, 
however, of the fame Preef. it is added, “ hut 
if the other indications are not bad, there is dan- 
ger of a Jhppuration taking place . Hence 
t'hefe words, in Lib. 2, in cap. 7, ofCelfus: 
“ Si a efixis, et ab inferioribus partibus dolor in 
peSlus tranfit, aequo* ullm fignum malum aceeffit, 
Juppurationis eo loco periculum ejl .” ' The wofd 
in the original correfponding to periculum t 
danger, is iW?, which may be taken either in 
a good or bad fenfe according to the fubjedt. 
Vid. notes 38 and 73. 

LXXXIV. \yheq the. eye is clofely ftiut in 
acute difeafes, it is an unfavorable fymptom. 


This haNdfeady been taken notice of in 
Pror. 71, wherq, among the enumeration of 

bad 
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bad fymptoms, we have “ «/*/** xs*m vpiw" 
It is one of thofe, according to our author* 
which forbid evacuations; becaufe he adds, 
they are attended with danger. Foefius, in 
his explanation of this fymptom, has added 
the word perfraBio, which, when applied to 
the eye, will fignify a Jliffnefs and obftinacy . 
The reafon he afligns is, becaufe x*T«x£icXix<r- 
pim has a place, with the phrafe above, among 
the unfavorable indications enumerated in the 
Pror. already quoted. In the note on Pror. 
71, it was obferved that the fubftance of the 
Pror. itfelf was taken from that epiftle of our 
author to Democritus concerning hellebore', 
we find, however, that the phrafe in this 
epiftle, correfponding to “ 
oculi objeratio, of our text, or the 
x\tuT[Atm* of Pror. 71, is “ xmXtptm” which 
does not, like the others, imply that the eye 
is jilofebj /hut, or locked, but that it inclines 
downwards obliquely, and may, in Latin, be 
rendered oculus obliqui deflexus. Either of 

the 
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the two in acute difeafes is generally reckoned 
a deadly fymptom . 

LXXXV. Whether or not, in perfons that 
are reltlefs and anxious without vomiting, and 
afflidted with pain of the loins, if a furious 
emotion of mind enfues, are we to expeft 
that black evacuations downwards will take 
place? 


The firft fymptom mentioned is reflleffnefs 
and anxiety without vomiting, which has al- 
ready been condemned in Pror. 76} the next 
is likewife accounted unfavorable; hence in 
the 318th of the Coac. Preen, are the follow- 
ing Words: “ he w oe(pvc( aXyr/xx, curct x*xu," 
thofe that have pains in the loins are difagree - 
ablyfituated. But it is fuppofed in the text* 
that thefe are united with a ferocity of mind, 
which, in the 85th of the Coac, is faid to in- 
dicate

dicate convulfions : hence, “ eireur^ j\ w|>o<nif*«A 
wrw," and wherever, in acute difeafes,convulfions 
take place, we may expedt catochus, or a heavy 
jlupor to follow. Correfponding to this is the 
194th Of the Coac. -viz. “ rd irxpo^uuo'/xivx Tpo'-roj 
o-irMpuSiu, x«ri >x®>” which means, that exacer- 
bations, attended with convulfions, • induce 
catochus. In affedtions of the mind, how- 
ever, where catochus is induced, black vomit- 
ing is frequently a confequence : hence in 
the 103d of the Goac. we have “ ram ttoi- 

xiXuf HuM'jtrlxm x«l irzpxy.pvovm, nvxvx xupotTutwi, 

xpoirtt^cirSixi xtyc fixocm i^iTor," which may be ex- 
plained as follows: /ivt/ $/«■<£ vomiting is 
to be expected in perfins varioufiy ajjliSled and 
affected in mind, if a heavy frequent Jlupor takes 
place .’ 1 Though thefe fymptoms fo far agree 
with the text, efpecially as we have endea- 
voured to prove that fuch a violent emotion of 
nfind is attended with convulfions and heavy 
Jlupor, yet the effedt is not fimilar -, for, in 
th$ Pror. under, confideration, the patients are 

fuppofed 
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fuppofed to be without vomiting i but, furely, 
if black vomiting enfues in one cafe, it may 
be concluded that an interruption of it 
in the other will terminate in black evacu- 
ations downwards ; and this is the more to bo 
cxpedted as the fymptoms in the text, viz. 
reftkjhefs and anxiety , naufea without vomit- 
ing, and pain of the loins , feem to originate 
from a great quantity of various unequal 
matter preffing upon the veins, which, if not 
evacuated by vomitings will probably be car- 
ried off by Jlool. 

LXXXVI. Pain in the fauces without tu- 
mour, attended with great, uneafine.fs and 
fuffocation, threatens fpeedy dcftruftion. 


It was formerly obferved, in that part of the 
Vrognoflics which treats of angina , that it wife 
moft to be dreaded, and very fuddenly proved 
I mortal, 
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mortal, when nothing appeared either in the 
throat or neck, but there was great pain and 
difficulty of breathing in an ere& pofturej be- 
caufe fuffocation generally followed either on 
the fir Jl, fecond, third, or fourth day . It was 
likewife added, that deftrudion was equally 
certain where a pain fimilar in other refpeds 
was excited, and a tumour and rednefs occa- 
fioned in the fauces', but that fuch were of 
longer duration than the former if the rednefs 
was confiderable. A third fpecies, however, 
was faid to be protraded for a longer period, 
in which a rednefs took place both in the 
fauces and neck: in this the patients generally 
efcaped, if the rednefs was diffufed over the 
breaft, and the eryfipelas did not return in- 
wardly : but fhould it difappear, not on cri- 
tical days, nor the fwelling be converted out- 
wardly, and if the patient did not bring up 
pus by coughing, but feemed eafy without 
any fenfation of pain, then it was added, that 
all thefe fymptoms indicated death or a rctro- 

ceifion 
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ceflion of the rednefs. It is evident that the 
firft fpecies more properly belongs to our 
text, as it is defcribed to be without any ap- 
pearance either in the Jauces or neck, to be 
attended with great pain and difficulty of 
breathing. Hence fpeedy deftru&ion follows 
from fuffbcation taking place either on the 
JirJl, fecond, third, or fourth day.' The 
other two are fubjoined, in order that the 
reader may have a conception of them with- 
out having recourfe to the Prognojlics, 

LXXXVII. Thofe perfons, whofe refpira- 
tion and voice indicate fuffocation, have the 
vertebra of their neck funk inwardly, and the 
breathing towards their diifolution refembles 
that of one convulfed. 


The fame fentiment is exprefled in ttte 
266th of the Coac, Pratt, and it appears not 

only 
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only to' have claimed particular attention from 
Galen, but is likewife explained at great length 
by Foelius, in his annotations on the laft part 
of the fecond fe&ion of Lib. 2. Epid. where 
this very Pror. is quoted. Hippocrates, in the 
place alluded to, fpeaks of an unufual kind 
of angina , arifing from an inclination or per- 
verjion of the vertebra belonging to the neck. 
His Words are, “ Jl tuv ra iraftijiMTOt

external cavity , wdi pained. It is evident 
that the very fame difeafe is meant in the text, 
and that the phrafe “ « swlvhxtt tyx/Hn-ru* cor- 
refponds with that in the above quotation. 

The' 
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The caufe afljgned is an inflammation of the 
mufclea of the larynx : hence the nerves and 
ligaments of the cervical vertebra are ftreiched, 
Which give them an inward direction, and 
the neck is bent backwards This kind of 
angina our author in many places fay* is 
highly dangerous.: to this he alludes in the 
.34th Aphor. Lib. 4. which runs thus, “ w wi

If in the cafe • of fever, 
when there it no tumour in the fauces fudden 
fir angulation takes place , it it deadly : and the 
35th immediately following is ftill more direS 
tO the point, VIZ. “ nto rvftrtp s^ehm « rfdx^m 
igaipyr,; iiritrfutpy, Kxl ft.Sk.is xonourlmt Knee at, iitifuens 

l*i tints in tm SavM-ijuo*,'* which may be ex- 

plained as follows: “if in fever the neck is 
fuddenly perverted , and the patient can fcarcely 
Jwallow, while there is no tumour, it is a 
deadly fymptom." The 59th Aphor. likewHe 
of Lib.7. conveys as nearly as poffible the fame 
meaning; and in the 26th Aphor. Lib. 3. 

N ‘ thtf 
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the difeafe is pointed out in thefe words, 
“ vnovoix* ri *%t £ to Iviov Ei<rw (JtTifj,” meaning u cut 
inward itnpuljion of the vertebra at the occiput .” 
From all thefe proofs it is evident that the fud- 
den fujfocation, as well as the perverjion of the 
neck , and impeded deglutition, arife from a de- 
preffion inwardly of the cervical vertebra , 
which frequently proves fatal. In fuch cafes, 
likewife, it may be aflerted, agreeable to our 
text, that the breathing of the patients, towards 
dijfolution , will refemble that of one con- 
vu/Jed. In the paffage formerly quoted of the 
Epid. the adverb 'ifahv, extr inf ecus, is in- 
ferted inftead of intrinjecus, becaufe it 
appeared more natural that the cavity, from 
the inclination and prejfure of the vertebra 
inwardly , fhould be external than internal. 
Galen likewife adopts the former. Such as 
would with further information on this fpeciea 
of angina , (which Fcefius fays is altogether 
omitted by the more modern writers) may in- 
fpedt Galen’s comment, on the Pror. under 

con iteration, 
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confideration, likewife on Aphor, 34, Lib 4, 
&c and Fcefius’s notes on that part of Lib* 2. 
Epid. already pointed out. Nor has Celfus 
jpafled it over in filence, as is evident from 
thefe words, “ vertebrarum qua in [find funt 
inclinationes,” Cap. 1, Lib. 2, where he cer- 
tainly means that fpecies of angina arifing 
from an inward inclination and comprejfton of 
the vertebra. 

LXXXVIII. terfons affe&ed with pain of 
the head, delirium , and heavy Jiupor , attended 
witfi coftivenefs, and a fierce look, become 
florid, and a diftenfion of the fcapula and pof- 
terior parts takes place. 


The phrafe “ rendered 

coftivenefs , is fufficiently explained in note 

41, of the Pror. where the idea conveyed by 
the participle is not only clearly pointed out, 

N 2 but 
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btOt like wife the fynonymous words ufed by 
Eretianus and Galen. It is natural to imagine 
that the patients may become fpmewhat florid, \ 
yffycn the fymptoms in the text are accom-r 
•ponied with an entire ftoppage of evacuation 
from the belly, b'ecaufe the blood may be in 
a great meafure determined to the head. The 
oth$r confequence mentioned is, in the origi- 
nal, exprefled by “ vmoQnowSte;," which implies 
that they are aflliSled in a manner fimilar to 
thofe .fjfibouring under wwSortvofj a, particular 
jfpecies of convulsion, beautifully defcribed by 
jAretasus, in his 6th chapter of JLib, i, on the 
„eaufe$ and fymptoms, of acute difeafes, the 
fubjedt of which is Tetanus. This difgafe he 
divides into three different fpecies, as is evident 
from the following paflage, “ ISicu Si rhs 
ioutt eV luflu, if to nmomp, if to tjowpoff-Seii," which 

means that there are three different fpetitt of

this convulfm the jirfl is, when the body is 
• exienaed in a flraight line -, the fecofld, when 
it: is bent backward •, and the third, when

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Served forward. That denominated E(T TO X^TO- 
ti», of «n<r9orov»f, applies to our text, and irtcffi 
fcates that the nerves oh the back parts are 
chiefly affeded ; -when this happens, the' pa- 
tient, according to Aretxirsj is bent back- 
wards, fo that his head refle&cd is placed be- 
tween the [copula, his throat ftands out, and 
•the inferior jaw, for the moft part, is feparatpd, 
and feldom unites with the upper; his breath- 
ingisdeep, attended with flartings; his belly and 
thorax prominent, with incontinence of urine; 
the abdomen tenfe, and, when beat upon, re- 
foun’ds; the hands when extended are twilled* 
backward; on the contrary, the legs and ham$ 
are curved in an oppofite diredion: thefe are 
the concomitant fymptoms of muAvrmt, which, 
in the Pror. under confideration, is faid to be 
a confequence in perfons affeded with pain of 
the head, delirium and heavy Jlupor , attended 
with an interception of the belly, and a Jjgrce 
look. 



LXXXIX. Rim 
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LXXX1X. Rigor threatens deftruftion to 
One laboui ing under a fever, and having a fen- 
fation of latitude, accompanied with diftortion 
of the eyes. Heavy Jopor too, in fuch cafes, 
is a bad indication. 


The fymptoms here enumerated as conco- 
mitants of fever have formerly been confi- 
dered unfavorable. .when applied to 

a perfon, is expreffive of that reftleffne/s or 
tojfing of the body which eliewhere is figni- 
fied by oftx. Vid. note 74 of the Ptor. 
The phrafe “ opixurwu iiourTpotpH" is lynonymous 
to “ lAAwmt" in Pror . 81 , and may be 

rendered either a perverfon or diftortion of the 
eyes. It is in the fame place laid to be <ro/* 7 io'» 
xaxoii, a bad Jymptom j and the. word above, 
when joined with fevei, is one of thofe which 
indicates it to be of a malignant kind. Vid. 
Pror, 74. Should rigor, therefore, lupervene 


in 
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in fever attended with latitude, and a perver- 
fion of the eyes, which are deferibed as bad 
fymptoms, it muft neceffarily be confidered as 
definitive. But the aflertion in the text will 
llill appear in a ftronger point of view, when 
it is evident that our author generally men- 
tions it among the laft fatal fymptoms in acute 
difeafes, and that it is diftinguilhed by the 
epithet Jas^mv, or xkWtot. Hence in the end 
of Pror. 19, “ wtiWi* cAtOfioi/,” rigi- 

dity in Jucb cafes il definitive. And in Pror . 
13 the concluding words are “f lyx «««»« 

xamiTTov,” rigor in fuch cafes is attended with 
very bad confequences. It is moreover added, 
that coma or Jopor taking place in conjunction 
with thefe fymptoms is unfavorable: this has 
already been obferved as a bad indication in 
fever. Vid. Pror. 71 and 74. The analogy 
between the terms “ xm/**t<$kc & x«p < L $ u ” has 
been pointed out in note 74; where it was 
faid that they were fynonymous. The latter, 
however, it may be obferved, generally im- 
N 4 plies 
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$\tsfopor in a grater degree. Theft threS 
words uJ»f< xapaiiif, & x*Y*Jc®r» ft frequently 
tiled by our author, are all indicative of'apo- 
jllexy, though perhaps in different gradations, 
Coma is a lets violent degree of apoplexy, in 
vP-hioh the lofs of fenfation is not fo cor.fider- 
afble } cam is a higher fpecies of coma ; white 
catoci'm may be confiderui as more violent 
ttiari either of the other two. But if, we at- 
jffcnd to authors, this difiindion is not always 
determinate'; for Galen, in hjs Method. Med. 

' Bib: xiil; ‘calls cam by the appellation catochei 
ifed ‘again HrppoCratcs calls both catocSe, Qf 
.catochus 'and caros, by ai h’-aia. From one* 

therefore, being ftibftitufed lor the other, - o t 
fhd fame appellation affixed to both, it is im* 
jtefilble to afcertain minutely their different 
degrees. As a corroboration of this, it may 
bb ‘added, that all three are known hy the 
term do ma Jomnolentum. Hence we infer that 
dufhors ha$c not fo marked the difference that 
it can be prououriced upon withcertainty. 

- ‘ One,, 
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One thing, however, is dtfdnciblc—that, af 
they are all indicative of apoplexy, an aboli- 
tion in forae degree, of the whole of the ex- 
ternal and internal ll-nfes, and the voluntary 
piotions, takes- place, thopgh refpiration* >and 
the adtion of the heart, continue to be- per- 
formed. An inference, therefore, may be 
drawn, viz. tnat any one of them taking place 
in acute dileafes is unfavorable, and conse- 
quently coma or fopor , in a fever, attended 

with the circumitances in the text, is a bad 

' « 

indication. 

XC. Pains of the pracordia In fevers, with 
inability of fpeech, ifndt carried off by fweat- 
ing, are of * bad kind. In fuch cafes, pains 
of the ifebia, attended with a burning fever, 
and a profufe flux of the belly, are pernicious. 


The word rendered inability of fpeecb t 
1 correfponds 
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fcorrefponds nearly with «’< pum, and both are 
exprelfive of an affedion of the voice j con- 
fequently extreme debility is inferred from 
either. Vid.note 8 of the Pror. ’Atttpm), with- 
out Sweating , is the fame as mt^wri in the 
Coac. Pran. and may be refolved into dm 
IfpS r«f, fine fudore . The wn&Jnt mptris of the 
text, which fo frequently occurs, is aecu- 
rately defcribed by Aretasus in Lib. ii, 
cap. 4, of the caufes and fymptoms of 
acute drfeafes. “ It con ft Its,” fays he “of 
a burning univerfal heat. This heat prevails 
eipecially in the internal parts; the breath- 
ing is hot as fire; the infpiration is deep, ac- 
companied with a delire of whatever is cold; 
a parched tongue, drynefs of the lips and Ikin, 
coldnefs of the extremities, the urine deeply 
tinged with bile, watchfulnefs, a frequent, 
fmall, weak pulfe; the eyes are bright and 
fomewhat red, and the countenance is of a 
good colour.” Thefe are the general fymp- 
toms of this difeafe, which, with pains of the 

ijcbia % 
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tfchta, and a profufe flux from the belly, is 
faid to be deftruftive, efpecially when thefe 
fucceed pains of. the pracordia , where debility 
has, without fwcating, taken place. 

XCI. Thofe perfons who, after the crilis 
of fevers, are fei/ed with a failure of voice, 
die affe&ed with tremor and coma. 


The expreffion “ inXftWa” is fyno- 
nymous to rendered formeily failures 

or defections of voice, which have been con- 
demned both in Pror. 23 and 24, when at- 
tended with hiccup or a dijfolution of ftrength. 
It was likewife obferyed, in Pror. 54, that 
fuch, in fever attended with convulfions, 
are fucceeded by violent emotions 1 of mind 
accompanied with filence, and forebode de- 
ftruftion. It is more than probable that any 
of the bad confequences above mentioned, may 

be 
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r be ^concomitant of the failure of voice taken 
OOtifce of in the text, especially as it rakes place 
after the trijit of a fever, and confequently 
denotes great debility . It is added, that fuch 
a failure terminates fatally in tremor and coma. 
Id' this refpeft, the /event coincides, in fome 
ipealure, with’ that of 'P/ or. 54, ibecaufe tremor 
is indicative of the mind being affl&cd, as may* 
befeen both from Pror. 19 and 20. 

XCII. In patients labouring under a burning 
Reat, fillinefs, and heavy Jlupor, whofe pra- 
totdia are varioufly affc&ed, and bellies become 
ttimid; attended with an obftru&ion of the 
divine difdiarge, and fmall fweats about thd 
head and thorax , whether or not does a thick, 
confuted breathing, and an excretion refemb- 
ling femen, indicate hiccup, and bilious frothy 
deje&ions? In fuch cafes, urine of a fparkling 
* appearance is ferviceable, and the belly is 
moved.

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The fillinefs mentioned in the text implies 
foolijhnefs of thought, and is properly explained 
by Galen, “ t*? Swmaf what is ren- 

-dered an obftrudion of the alvine difcharge, 
is, in tiie original, expreffed by “ <t!tw «VcAi- 
Patients labouring under this fymp- 
tom have a fenfation of fulnefs, and are pro- 
perly denominated itruTx^m ~* y yarrifx, which 
fignifies that they are bound in the belly, 
Thefe,' with the other unfavorable indications , 
above mentioned, are reprefented as giving 
rife to a thick, hurried breathing, and an ex- 
cretion refembling Jemen , which from the tu- 
midity, &c. are not improbable confequences; 
nor, in fuch cafes, is it inconfiftent that hiccup 
and bilious frothy dejeBioru may take place. 
The particular, kind of breathing here taken 
notice of, is expreffed by “ r o OoXepov 
which has already occured, and been explained 

at 
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at length in note 39. The word “ 
rendered an excretion refemblingfemen is juftly 
refolved by Erotianus into “ a*vx» xeu w*^u, 
orepiwyiw)* rvtfjxau, meaning thick white urine 
like femen 5 but* inftead of this, rtmiSh is fome- 
times to be met with, and then it is applicable 
to the breathing, which Galen explains 

ir nvpx £ui* ro’J'ji, or jia£t« irfo 9 \iy.(«t iV^upssf,” fignify- 

ing that the breathing is performed with ten- 
Jion, pain , and great dejire. In this view, 
therefore, the latter is equally expreffive with 
the former. In the latter part of the text it 
is faid that urine of a fparkling appearance is 
ferviceable to patients in fuch difagreeable cir- 
cumftances; the word correfponding with the 
phrafe above is Aapriofo, which, according to 
Erotianus, means urine with a thick froth 
fwimming upon it-, this is confiftent with the 
original word AaV»m, which is rendered crajjior 
jfuma vino innatans-, nor does it counteract the 
explanation already given : it is not improbable, 
therefore, that fuch urine, accompanied with 

a lax 
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a lax belly, will prove critical to perfons la- 
bouring under 'the unfavorable lymptoms de- 
fcribed in the Pror. 

XCIII. The fever becomes more acute in 
perfons affe&ed with coma, when frothy de- 
jections enfue. 


Coma, in acute difeafes, muft be confidered 
as an unfavorable fymptom. Vide note 89. 
But it is ftill more fo when attended with an 
incrcafc of fever, which is faid to take place 
lhould frothy evacuations appear. The bad 
tendency of fuch has already been pointed 
out in Pror. 50, where the dodtrine of the 
text is corroborated in thefe words, “ dejec- 
tions that terminate frothy, pure, and un- 
mixed, indicate an exacerbation of the difeafe.” 
We have, likewife, an obfervation fomewliat 
fimilar in Pror. 21, which is ** that a frothy 

bubbling, 
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bubbling, in WRotis tdeje&ions without' mix* 
tufc, i$ a badfy mptom j” frorti all which it is 
evident that fuch an appearance is generally 
condemned by our author. 

XCIV. If .a refolution naturally takes place 
of defe&ion of voice, arifing from pain of the 
head, in fever attended with fweats, a conti- 
nuance of the difeafe is to be dreaded; rigor, 
in fuch cafes, is not a bad fymptom. 


Foefius, in the rendering of this Pror. has 
added to the refolution thefe words “ agrt ac 
prater voluntatm excrementa demittunt, ma- 
lumque remitti videatur ,” to which nothing in 
the original correfponds. It ihould fcem,, 
therefore, that he confiders them as a natural 
confequence in the cafe before us, which now, 
with the addition of thefe, implies, befides 
the refolution mentioned, involuntary evacua- 
tions

Hons and a remiffion- of the Complaint taking 
place. ..It has afeeady been obferved in note 
78, that fuch evacuations are, a bad fymptom, 
efpecialJy as they indicate delirium either ex- 
ifting, or that it will fooner or later take place. 
But in the inftances 1 there adduced, and in 
the Pror. itfelf, dejetftions of this defeription 
muft neceffarily be'ccmfidered as indications 
of the difeafe haftening to a ! termination, 
or of its progreflive bad tendency. No -fuch 
inference, howevef, can be drawn in the prefent 
cafe, becaufe the evacuations here, in conjunc- 
tion with the other fymptoms, feem rather to 
indicate fotnething favorable, though the dif-' 
eafe may be protradted for a considerable time. 
At the end pf the .Pror. it is faid that rigor, 
in fuch cafes, is not a bad lymptom. We 
have formerly more than once taken notice of 
rigors being deferibed by our author^ as gene- 
rally fatal towards the clofe of acute difeafes' : 
the reafon is obvious, for at that time th'eha- 
tural heat being wellnigh extinguifoed cannot 
0 again 
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again be excited ; but this is by no means 
fuppofed to be the cafe in the text.

XCV. Should tremor of the hands be at- 
tended with pain of the head and neck, a 
flight degree of deafnefs, and thick black 
urine; in fuch cafes it may be expelled that 
a pernicious black vomiting will enfue. 


The word ivUuQot implies deafnefs in a di- 
minutive fenfe ; hence it is rendered above, a 
flight degree of deafnefs . It has been formerly 
obferved that the prepofition u or pre- 
fixed to a word, augmented the fignification, as 
i^epvtfof, praruber ; valde ruber , very red', M 
on the contrary diminifhes it, as in the prefent 
inftance. The latter part of this Pror. is 
ambiguoufly expreffed in the original, as is 
evident from the phrale, " /*&*»* Ufar 

which is rendered* that a pernicious black 

vomiting 
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vofnfiing will enfue. Here nothing appears whicflf 
implies vomiting: but in the 176th of the Coac. 
Pmn. the fame fentiment is expreffed, and 
Vomiting is clearly fignified. The fymptoms, 
lilcewife, previoufly enumerated, are fuch as 
may be expe&ed to terminate in this manner. 

‘ XCVI. Failures of voice, attended with 
diffolution , of ftrength and catechus > threaten 
deftruttion. 


The 250th of the Coac. Prart. correfponds 
exactly with this prediction. The adverb 
in both is applicable two ways* if 
joined to etipmui it will fignify objlinate and 
fixed defe&ions of voice ; but ifeonfidered fe- 
parately, it is, then, indicative of catocbus, which 
is a concomitant of diffolution of ftrength, 
and a failure of voice. This laft acceptation 
is approved by Galen, and conformable to the 
0 2 explanation 
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explanation given in the text. There appears, 
however, very little difference in the refjgtlt; 
for when catocbus is joined to a failure of voiae, 
with diffolution of ftrengthj it is natural to 
imagine that fuch a failure will be obflinate 
and fixed j and again fhould a failure of this 
defcription be united jvith proftration of ftrengtn, 
catocbus may be , inferred, which is attended 
with bad corlfequences in acute difeafes. Vid. 
not® 89, It has, likewife, been obferved on 
many occafions, that failures of voice are 'un- 
favorable. Vid. Pror. 24 and 91. We may, 
therefore, conclude that they are ftill more fo 
when attended with catocbus, 

XCVIL Pain of the fide accompanied with 
bilious fpittiftg, vanishing fuddenly without 
any probable caufe, indicates a violent, affec- 
tion of mind. 


The 
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The word d^tyui rendered, fuddenly without 
any probable caufe , has been explained fully in 
notes 52 and 57; where it has, likewife, been 
{hewn to be fynonymous to «? & wapaXoyuf. 
Any of the three, joined t® fymptoms in acute 
difeafes, indicates fomething happening with- 
out or contrary to reafon, or Where no caufe 
can be afjigned. When fuch is the cafe, if is 
always accounted unfavorable. Correfponding 
to this we find the doftrine of Pror. 52 and 
57. the latter refpe&s third ceafing fuddenly 
and without expectation, and the former an al-. 
teration of fymptoms to the better without any 
evident caufe ; the .conclufion in both is that 
iuch an event, is either deftru&ive or a bad 
fymptom. Our text furnjthes likewife another 
ftriking proof, of this, efpecially as a’ violent 
emotion of mind is faid to .arife from pait* of 
the fide, with bilious fpitting, ceafing fuddenly 
Without a reafonable caufe . 

0.3 
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XCVIJf. Aftcf pain of the neck, attended 
wit hfopor and fweats, if the belly- inflated voids 
thin and watery dtjedions by forcible means, 
and ffiould a ftoppage take place afterwards 
from what is not bilious, a continuance of fuch 
will protrad the difeafe longer. Whether or 
not are watery dejedions, without a mixture 
of bile, more mild, and ferviceable to the fla* 
tulent tumour ? 


The phraje in the original, “ Ik t * n'm 
i£wr, xn*\? is fomewhat ambiguous, for no fig- 
nification formerly affixed to the verb in this 
book can poffibly apply : Galen and Fcefius, in 
place of it, have fubftituted in con- 

fequence of which it is rendered, fhould a 
foppagefake place afterwards from what is not 
bilious : correfponding to this fignifipation we 
And maravTa implying a Jioppage of white 
purgations, ,in Prcr, 8p, But allowing thjs, to 

be 
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be the cafe, there is ftill a difficulty to affix 
the proper idea; for an entire ftoppage cer- 
tainly cannot be meant, as fuch would not cor- 
refpond with the latter part of the fentence. 
If therefore in any way applicable, the mean- 
ing mud be a Jloppage of what was formerly 
thin and watery by what is not bilious. The 
queftion put at the end of this Pnr. we appre- 
hend, may be anfwered in the affirmative, 

XC1X. If the belly is tenfe, emitting by 
purgatives fomething liquid, and fwells fud- 
deniy, it indicates convulfions, as is manifeft 
from Afpafius’s fon, .Rigor fupervening is 
deftrudive. In fuch cafes, when one inflated 
and fpafmodically afleded has fuflained the 
difeafe a length of time, putrid' matter of a 
greeniffi bilious colour iflues from the mouth. 


In the 86 th of the Coac. Pratt, there is a 
0 4 fentiment 
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dentimeoffimilar ,to pact of , our text, which 
conveys -the following., meaning, viz. that fud- 
tjep tumours, of the belly in long continued 
.difeafesj are attended with cpnvulfions. To 
this Foefius refufes his aflent, as he fays- that 
tumours of the belly happening unexpectedly, 
.are heterogeneous in their nature, and have 
nothing in. common with convujdons, Hp 
infers, , therefore, that the affection is rafh, as 
is evident in dropfical cafes where various hu- 
mours- abound. His own words are, “ iifmo- 
res vent r is qui prater modtim ac. prater rati- 
onem fiunt , cum heterogenei Jint generis , nihil 
bahent cum convuljionibus commune, idcoque te- 
mere adfcriptum videtur, ut ex hydrophicis vi r 
dere ejl, qui pluribus tumoribus abundant. The 
two following conclufionsj however, are pot 
improbable ; the former of which is, that rigor 
fuper,ve$ing threatens dejlruStion. This may 
be attributed, as formerly,- -to the natural heat 
in fuch cafes being wellnigh extinguifhed, fo 
that it Cannot again be excited. Nor iis it 

repugnapt 
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repugnant to reafon that putrid matter of a 
greenilh bilious colour Ihould iflue from the 
mouth of one inflated in the manner defcribed 
in the text, and who has fuflaifled the dif- 
eafe for a length of tyne, 

C. Continued pains of the loins gradually 
taking place, revolving and -twilling about the , 
pracordia, attended with loathing of food and 
fever,, if fuch occafion an intenfe pain of the 
head, it foon puts a period to life in a con* 
yulfive manner, 


The word “ ypi( pipm,” which is rendered 
revolving and twijling , rarely occurs j and 
Galen explains it by twxxpiv*, meaning thole , 
pains which roll about the pracordia:* it may 
be properly exprefled in ]L.atin by invokti^m- 
plicati, vel irretiti. Others explain it by 
fmryySfynu, or nndirrtn*, either of which con- 
veys 
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veys the idea of pains touching ox reaching 

the phcecordta. This, however, is rejected by 

thofe who fay that the word does not fimtply 

imply pains touching , but fuch as affed the 

prcecordia by certain obfcure windings and 

convolutions. Thofe who efpoufe the latter 

opinion, derive the word in our text from 

a fijhers net , in which there are a great 

many turnings and windings, confequently 

they affirm that the phrafe “ oxys/wtr* vfo; w#* 

% 

xjmSfw means pains reaching the 

prcecordia : “ i *«t<* two; ctxoXiot»to;, Ax’ i <ro- 
witTQvrot," cum quadam tortuofitate fed non leviter 
tangentes, in a certain winding manner , but not 
Jlightly touching , By this, they fay, it is probable 
Hippocrates meant a fympathetic afte&ion, 
and fpafmodic contraction of the nerves. It- is 
not incontinent, therefore, that an intenfe, 
acute pain of the head, ariting from fuch, at- 
tended with loathing and fever, may induce 
convulfions, and terminate fatally, 


Cl. Rigors 
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Cl. Rigors fupervening, accompanied with 
an exacerbation at night, watchfulnefs, deli- 
rium in Deep, and fometimes a fpontaneous 
flow of urine, terminate in convuifions with 
fopor. 


' Galen and Foefius have changed tpxtfrimtlSa* in 
the text into $>xi<Wii«^ which, when applied to 
rigors, means thofe attended with delirium. Corre- 

I 

fponding to this, we find in Galen’s expofition 
of the words ufed by our author, $\tSwAStu, ex- 
plained by tpxuapw. Erotianus, however, fubfti- 
tutes (pxWwJit, in his expofition, and adds at the 
fame time, that fome are of opinion it ought 
to be read <f>X{| 3o»»Ai. This laft is only a con- 
traction for the firft mentioned word, and im- 
plies an agitation of the veins or arteries, con- 
fequently a frequent ftrong pulfe. Foefius 
feems not to underftand the tendency oflhe 
firft employed by Erotianus, nor does the lat- 
ter meet his approbation, as he is of opiniort 

that 
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that fuph an agitation is not applicable to the 
rigor s under confiderationj and indeed it feems 
fully as confonant to reafon, that delirium , 
from the other fymptoms enumerated, (hould 
be a concomitant of rigor in the prefent .cafe. 

CII. If perfons, who are troubled 'with 
fmall fweats at the beginning, and void con- 
co&ed urine with great heat of the body, 
fhould grow cold without an evident caufe, 
and are, again, fuddenly affe&ed with a burn- 
ing beat, torpor , .fopor, and convulfions, 
the cafe threatens great danger, 


The concoprfe of fymptoms mentioned here 
muft be highly deftrudive, and the event, in 
fome meafure, feems jto agree with what has, on 
different, occafion?, been- advanced* yiz. that, 
fudged changes in, acute difeafes ,axe- unjayov^ 
fihk, efpe dally where tfo caufi appears . Vitj, 

ProrJ*' 
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Pror. 43, and note ibid. The word dxpnve, 
explained without an evident caufe , ' is fimilar 
in its fignification to & aV^aj, 

which are all fynonymous. Vid. notes 52 
and 57. 

CIII* Pains of the head attended with fopor 
and a fenfation of great weight, are unfavor- 
able in women that are pregnant j fuch too 
axe perhaps liable, in fome degree, toconvul- 
fions. 


The fame fentiment is exprefled twice in 
the Coac. Pran. but the didion is fomewhat 
different in all. Convulfion in the 517th of 
the Coac. is confidered as a concomitant of

die other fymptoms, as is evident from the 
words “ (Mjr « ( 3 *ptcf xfti inrxirjM,” whereas in our 
text, and the 534th of the Coac. mention^# 
made of it in an ambiguous manner, fo that we 
cannot with certainty infer its exiftencc. This

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is rhanifeft both from the adverb *<rwf, and that 
particle t! ; the former of which is rendered 
perhaps, and the latter, in feme degree j both 
. implying a doubt of convulfions taking place*

This ambiguity is* in fome meafure, fupported 
by the 174th of the Cone, where, after an 
enumeration of the fymptoms in the text, 
without applying them to any particular perfons, 
we have the* following expreffion, “*« ut t} 
which words imply that they, oc- 
cation fomething convultive. Foefius obferves 
that t», here, implies feme degree of doubt, as 
appears from his own words, “ t! enim aut ra * 
rum, * aut levem rei eventum preedicit.” On the 
other hand, if we confult the 171ft of the 
Coac. Pran. which correfponds in fubftance 
with the laft mentioned, there is no ambiguity, 
as is evident from the conclufion, viz. “ •*&» 
eirarfiufict which fignifies that wirnU 

Jim follow. After what has been advanced 
it is impoffible to determine abfolutely on* this 
point} it may, however, be obferved that, the 

fymptoms 
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fymptoms in the text feem to arife from an 
oppreffion on the origin of the nerves, occa- 
fioned by repletion of the head, which mud 
undoubtedly injure the animal fundtions ; not 
is it improbable, in fuch a cafe, that the pow- 
ers of fenfation and motion are peculiarly 
affedted, and that convulfxons may take place. 
Galen, however, in his commentary on this 
Pror. fays that fucb is not an abfolute and ne- 
ceflary confequence, which feems to counte- 
nance the ambiguity* there exprefled. Inftead 
of ItpsiXci, the laft word of the Pror. we find 
in the /34th of the Coac. already quoted, «Jp*- 
as'si, which is erroneous, fcecailfe convulfions 
happening can never be attended with advan- 
tage in the cafe defcribed. 

CIV. Suffocating pains in the fauces with- 
out a tumour , threaten convulfions, efpeci- 
ally if they originate from the head, as. in the 
cafe of Thrajtnontes s coufin. 


The 
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The inference here feems to arife from the 
cafe of fome particular patients, but is not 
univerfally conclufive, as appears from the 
phrafe “ h c 8 ‘ which Hippocrates 

ufes in order to thew that convulfions are 
either finally or feldom happen. Hence FcCfius, 
in his note on the 262 d of the Coac. Preen. 
which correfponds nearly with the text, has 
thefe words: ** qua phraji, aut parvas, aut 
raras ejfe convuljiones innuit Hippocrates (ut 
fcribit Galenm)-," the qua phrafi relating to 
r» iff. Perfons affedted with the 

pains defcribed in the Pror. generally die from 
ftrangulation, though convulfions may be fuf- 
pedted when fuch pains derive their origin 
from the brain. 

*'CV. Convulfions that arife from tremor, 
accompanied with fweating, threaten a re- 
lapfe. In fuch cafes, a rigor fupervening 

proves 
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proves critical, which is excited with a fenfa- 
tion of heat previoufly about the belly. 


It has already been oblerved that rigor tak- 
ing place towards the end of acute difeafes, 
is generally mentioned as a jatal fymptom, 
and in Pror, 65th, it is reprefented as dan- 
gerous when fucceeded by cold. It is like- 
Wife accounted urtfavorable when joined to a 
painful burning heat of the fide, in perfons 
that fiSveat profufely, and become very hot af- 
ter being cold. Vid. Pror. 66. Rigor, how- 
ever, in certain cafes, indicates a crifu, efpe- 
cially when it begins with a fenfation of heat 
about the belly, as is fuppofed in the text. 
We find likewife that the latter part of Pror. 
94, correfponds, in fomc meafure, with that 
kind of rigor mentioned here. The ^jj/rds 
are “ iirippyur* 1 wwt» «’ irmpcm” which mean, 

that rigor in fucb cafes is not a bad fymptom.

P In 
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In the former part there had been evident 
marks of a refolution, or fomething favorable 
taking place, fo that the rigor following is 
rather to be confidered as critical, and in this 
r'eipedt analogous to that in the text. But, 
even in thofe inftances, where it either attends 
or follows a crijis , it is liable to fufpicion, 
and frequently produ&ive of no good. Vid. 
Pror. 107. 

CVI. Pain of the loins, b,ead, and mouth of 
the ftomach, attended with violent hawking, 
affords fufpicion of convullions. 


Pain at the mouth ’of the Jlomach, accom- 
panied with pain of the head, have already 
been noticed in Pror. 72, as indicating fome- 
thing very bad. But thefe two are ftill ag- 
gravated by the addition of violent hawking, 
and pain of the loins. This laft, when it fre- 
quently 


3 
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quently takes place, without an evident caufe, 
is, in the 3 2 2d of the Coac. Preen, denomi- 
nated “ Hffurtw typum'.” which means 

an indication of a malignant difeafe. It is faid 
of the fir ft, when frequent in old age, that it 
indicates death, as is evident from thefe con- 
cluding words of Coac. 286th: “ Uwm t£Wvaio» 
mixami.” This effe£t may be accounted for 
from the exquifite fenfibility of the ftomach, 
for it is not improbable that an acute racking 
pain in this vifeus, may be attended with fyn- 
cope, efpecially in old age ; hence Fcefius, 
when fpeaking of the violent pain at the 
mouth of the ftomach, has thefe words: “ %» 
ob nimis exquifitum ejus fenfum ac debilitatem, 
tamque partium confinfionem, in fenibus repen- 
tinum minatur exitium, quod, ob vitalis faculta- 
tis imbccillitatem, dijjipa'tis Jpiritibus et conferto 
ajjluxu fuffocato calore, velut in Jyncope accidit.’’ 
The bad confequences, therefore, of pain in 
the loins, and at the mouth of the JtOthacb, 
have been pointed out; but Ihould thefe be 
P 2 accompanied 
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accompanied with frequent and violent hawk- 
ing and pain of the bead it is not improbable 
that convulfions may, in fome' degree, take 
place, which is all that is expreffed by th* 
phrafe “ of the text. 

CVII, Rigor happening at the time of a 
crifis , is fome what to be dreaded. 


The word u irdtpum joined to foot in the 
Pror. means that fuch a rigor as is mentioned, 
is foreign, or irregular , and may be rendered, 
in Latin, by alienus, non conveniens, non regu- 
lar is. Galen, in its plac$, fubftitutes mtipo^ov, 
and in fome copies -Mium is to be met with. 
Any of the three conveys the idea that rigor 
taking place at the time of a crifis difturbs 
the operations of nature, as it is intermixed 
withrti itical evacuations} and, inftead of pro- 
moting, rather retards them. For, agreeable 

to 
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to the laws of nature, it fhould precede fuch 
evacuations, and not attend or follow after 
them. Vid. Fcefius’s note on the 321ft of the 
Coac. Free*. - 

CVIII. Pejediions *fomewhat livid, aid 
of atutbid appearance, as well as thin watery 
urine, are liable to fufpicion. 


What is rendered, of a turbid appearance , 
is expreffed in the original by which 

certainly agrees with dejedtions: the fame 
word has already occurred in Pror. 4th, but, 
then, it is applied to patients dijiurbed with 
want of deep. It may be queftioned whether 
or not any confufm or difturbance of the per- 
sons is implied here, or 'if it is applicable ‘to 
thedeje&ions only, and denies them tdtteof 
a particular colour. The two epithets thin 
{tn 4 watery, applied to the urine, have been 
P 3 pointed 
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pointed out as dangerous in vcm'ting . Vid. 
Pror. and note 83 ; and they may be confi- 
dered as dangerous indications in the prefent 
cafe, efpecially when united with dejedtions of 
a darkijh , livid colour, which is always a bad 
fymptom. 

CIX. When the fauces are (lightly inflamed, 
and the belly makes a grumbling noife, with 
fruitlefs attempts of going to ftool, accompa- 
nied with pains of the forehead, in patients 
continually grappling with their hands, as if 
in fearch of fomething, that have a fenfation 
of latitude, and pain from the blankets or 
other clothing, exacerbations in fuch cafes are 
uneafy and difficult to be fuftained. Much 
deep, likewife, threatens convullionsj the 
pains of the forehead are oppreffive, and the

making of urine is attended with great trouble.

The 
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The fame fentiment is contained in the 
267th of the Coac. Pran. with fome dimi- 
nution. The latter part is altogether omitted; 
and we find it at the end of the 348th of the 
■Coac. which correfponds to the 1 05th of the 
Pror. Foefius, however, fays that its place, 
there, is improper, as may be learnt from the 
following expreffion: “ cujus pars extrema ex 
Pror. 109, hue eft temere ajfuta." The cujus 
refefs to the 348th Coac. All the fymptoms 
enumerated feem to be unfavorable, and fore- 
bode danger. Pains of the forehead are the 
natural concomitants of the fruitlefs attempts 
in the text, grappling with the hands , as if in 
fearch of fomething, is one of the well-known 
dangerous fymptoms. attending phrenitis, ce- 
phalalgia, &c. and is ill uft rated at confider- 
able length in the Prog. Vid. note 34 of the 
fror. The lajjitude mentioned here has been 
P 4 explained 
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explained in note 74, and is expreffive of 
that kind of rejlleffinefs and tcjjing of the body, 
which, elfewhere, is fignified by fatpoflm. Be- 
fides thefe, it is added, that pain arifes even 
from the blankets, or other clothing , this is indi- 
cative of the infupportable fituation of the pa- 
tients. In fuch cafes an exacerbation is faid 
to be attended with great trouble and difficulty. 
The word in the original, expreffive of diffi- 
culty, is which may be applied, as in 

the cafe before us, to fignify the difficulty of 
bearing up under oppreflive fymptoms of dif- 
eafe. Fcefius obferves that the diverlity of 
fymptoms here rather creates an obftacle in 
the explanation. Hence thefe words in his 
note on the 267th of the Coac . which corre- 
iponds in fome refped with this Pror. “ $ua> 
ob diverji generis caujum coacervationem farum 
ad prafagii doSlrinam confer at l' 

•St'- 

CX. A ftoppage of urine takes place in 
perfons affected with rigor and convulfionsj as 

happened 
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happened to that woman, whp, after (hiver- 
ing fits, was feized with profufe fweating. 


A famous commentator fays that this Pror. 
may give rife to a twofold explanation : the 
firft is, that the fuppreffion of urine is in con- 
fluence of rigor and conmlfions j the fecond 
implies that it precedes, and is an indication 
of them taking place. Proofs may be adduced 
in favor of both. In Pror. 1 55th, we have 
the following expreflion, “ mixnpb* 
flyto; ?p 7 rmf»,* a ftoppage of urine with rigor is 
unfavorable ; which may rather be applied to 
the firft explanation j the fecond may be fup- 
ported by thefe words 0 (Aph.q, fed. 1, Lib. 6, 
Epid. " *» tViir/tuu; tuv fupprefjions 

of urine precede rigor. The firft, however* 
feems more confiftent with the text, ra- 
ther meets the approbation of Galen j but, in 
pither cafe, a copious flow of urine takes off 

the 
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the fpafm. Hence in the Coac. Preen, we 
have thefe words, “ xvtucm ?p» Sii^otot 

CXI. Evacuations that terminate unmixed. 
Indicate an exacerbation in every cafe, efpe- 
cially in thofe abovementioned ; and in in- 
ftances of this kind tubercles commonly break 
out about the ears. 


It has already been obferved, in Pror. 50, 
that deje&ions terminating frothy and unmixed 
indicate an increafe cf the difeafe. The fame 
fentiment is contained in the beginning of the 
613th of the Coac. The word, however, which 
is rendered terminate , Fcelius explains by ten- 
dunt, which means fuch evacuations as have a 
tendency to being unmixed. He adds, that it 
jmy be expreffed by defnurit j and furely the 
participle itfelf, being derived fro,m 

admits 
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admits of the latter fignification. The phrafc 
in the text, “ rumm $ xal 7raKu,” correfponding 
to the words, ejpecially in tbofe abovementioned, 
relates to the perfons affe&ed with convulfions. 
in the Pror. im'mediately preceding. As a 
corroborative proof of this, we have, in the 
6 1 3th Coac. already alluded to, not only the bad 
tendency of dejections terminating frothy and 
unmixed , but thefe words are added, “ rom & 
tmcurpuim x«i w'%” efpecially in thofe affeded 
with convulfiom. 

CXII. The awakening fuddenly out of 
Deep, with a degree of confufion and boldnefs, 
threatens convulfions, efpecially if fuch is at- 
tended with fweats. 

CXIII. Sen fations of cold on the neck 
and back, which feem to pervade the whole 
body, accompanied with frothy urifflj deli- 
quium animi , and dulnefs of the eyes, indicate 
convulfions faft approaching. 


The 
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The fubftance of thefe two Pror. appears 
to be contained in the 83d of the Coac. bat 
it is itnpoffible to afcertairt, agreeable to the 
doftrine of the firfl, that convuljions are a ne- 
Ceffary confequence of fuch an awakening out 
of fleep as defcribed, either with or without 
fweats. It is, however, much more probable 
that they Ihould take place .from the caqfes 
mentioned in the laft, viz. cold pervading the 
whole body, and urine of fuch an appearance. 
In confirmation of the firft of thefe producing 
convulfion, the words in the end of Pror, 67 
may be adduced, “ ruv imsfov airc^lv 

i7nxaX.£jra(,” cold of the pojlcrior parts provokes 
convuljions ; and Galen ufes the following, 
* c v ydf TroirTixii," cold is an exciter of 

CQnvulfions, The urine in the text that is faid 

mr- 

to excite convuljions in conjunction with cold, 
is denominated ityASus j in the 83d of the Coac, 
tymiut, wftich means urine with membranous 

appearance! 
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appearances ; and in the 263d of the Coac. it is 
called xpywtf&ff, implying urine which contains 
iomething in it refembling fmall broken pieces, 
of harley. Galen inclines rather to that kind 
wjjh membranous fubdances, as being more

indicative of convulfions. Hence the words 
of a learned commentator, “ velut consul* 
font's indices magis Nor is it improbable that 
urine of this kind, containing a quantity of 
crude , thick , frigid matter, in which, when 
ftirr«d up, there appear fmall membranous fub- 
ftances and fragments , denotes a great wade 
of the whole body, as well as a particular af- 
fection of the nervous power, and confe- 
qiiently that convulfions will enfue. The lad 
fpecies, known by the term xwwins, is fre- 
quently taken notice of in the Epid, and is de- 
fined by Fcefius, “ urince qua hordei tojli neg- 
legentius moliti crajforibus frujiulis fimilia con- 
tinent which, as it indicates , a great wade, 
he adds, “ non abfurdi! convulfiones fufpeftant, 
prafertim ft partium folidarum tabitudinem 

pra 
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pra fe ferunt." It is, further, added by the 
fame, “ at verb quia interdum hujufmodi urina 
fummce inequalitatis et cruditatis, ex flatuum 
per mi xt 'tone, fujpicionem augent , nil mirum ejl 
in tanta flatuum et cruditatis materia, prcefer- 
tim ft nervorum principium appetitum juerit, 
convuljiones fuboriri poffe." The meaning of 
thefe two quotations may be comprehended in 
the following fentence, viz. that is neither 
improbable nor to be wondered at, that urine 
of the above defcription as it creates a fufpi - 
cion of great crudity, with a mixture of fla- 
tulence, Jhould give rife to convulfms , . efpe- 
cially if it manifefls a wafle of the folids, or if 
the origin of the nerves is affetted. From 
thefe obfervations, therefore, it may be con- 
cluded, that urine, denominated CpemStts, or 
xjupu&cf, is indicative of convulflons ; and that 
thefe two fpecies are not improperly fubftituted 
in the Coac. Preen, inftead of clipfuttes in our 
text. The latter part of Pror. 113, confti- 
tutes the 226th of the Coac. except only that 

dulnefs 
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dulnefs of the eyes precedes deliquium anirni in 
the laft j and the words “ <noutfi.<ih< amifAUf” 
are met with in (lead of “ lyyit wpmm? 

bqth of them expreffive of convulfions foon 
taking place. It may here be obferved, that 
convulfions are not abfolutely inferred from 
thefe laft mentioned fymptoms, but as they 
are indicative of an affeftion of the origin of 
the nerves, it is probable fuch may enfue. 

CXIV. Pains ,of the elbow and neck threa- 
ten convulfions j fuch proceed from the face, 
accompanied with a frequent noife in the fau- 
ces, and a flow of falka. In fuch cafes fweating, 
during fleep, is a favorable fymptom, and it 
is not improbable that many are relieved by 
fweats ; pains in the inferior parts are eafily 
fuftained. 


It appears that the pains, here, are fome- 
what regular in progrelflon, nor is it incon- 

fiftent 
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fiftent that relief, in fuch cafes, Ihould be pro- 
cured by fweating. The palfage in the ori- 
ginal, which is rendered, and it is not impro- 
bable that many are relieved by fweats , is put 

by way of queftion, in the following words s

“ Zfdyt w irovtijjws’ 1 &c. meaning, is it not bad 
to be relieved in the manner juft mentioned ? 
This however feems an abfurdity, as, in the 
preceding claufe, fweat9 were faid to be favor- 
able-, on this account, therefore, I hazarded 
the above explanation. 

CXV. Perfons troubled with fmall fweate 
in fever, accompanied with pain of the head, 
and coftivenefs of the belly, are liable to con- 
vulfions. 


Thefe fymptoms indicate that the brain is 
oppreffed with a fuperabundance of humours.

Hence it is probable, though not abfolutely 
neceflary, that convuHions may enfue, The 

two 
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two laft fymptoms attended with delirium and 
heavy fiupor, have already been pointed out as 
giving rife to «wO«rw«f, a particular fpecies ofcon- 
vulfion, delcribed by Aretseus. Vid. note 88th 
of the Profi, The phrafe rendered cojlive - 
nefs of the belly, has occurred both in Pror. 41ft 
and 88thj the explanation of which has not 
only been' given in note 41, but, likewife, the 
fynonymous words ufed by Erotianus and 
Galen. 

CXVI. Deje&ions that are liquid and 
fomewhat friable, attended with cold over the 
furface of the body, not without fome degree 
of fever, and painful rigors attacking the 
■urinary bladder and belly, are unfavorable 
indications. It is not matter of "wonder if, 
in fuch cafes, fopor affords fufpicibn of con* 
vuliions.

The fame fentiment is contained in the 61 oth 
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of the Coac. but inftead of rendered 

fomewbat friable, viz meet with expref- 

five of the fame idea} and Galen, in his expoli- 
tion of the words ufed by our author, explains it 
by Tfaxirtfut, a fynonymous term} becaufe faces 
that are more rough than ufual imply a degree 
of friability . The laft part of this Pror. in 
the original, infers a queftion, viz. whether 
or not does fopor m fuch cafes indicate fome- 
thing convulfive ? An anfwer is returned in 
thefe words : “ m which fignify, 

1 fhould not wonder. From this queftion and 
anfwer, therefore, the explanation in the text 
will not appear improper. 

CXVII. To be racked, in acute difeafes* 
like perfons vomiting, is a bad fymptonj - T 
white dejedtions likewife are troubiefome, and 
what paries off without vifeidity indicates vio- 
lent-amotions of mind, with great heat. Pa- 
tients of this defeription are afterwards affcdted 
with coma and torpor, and the complaint is 

protracted 
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protra&ed for a confiderable time. Whether 
do fuch, about the crifis, labour under a dif- 
ficulty of breathing, accompanied with aridity? 


The phrafe in the beginning of this Pror. 
is ‘applicable to thofe who are tormented with 
vain efforts to vomit, and is properly expreffed 
in the 557th of the Coac. by the words, “ « 
<wapamfMm aw^t-ruf,” qui inant vomit ionis avidi - 
tate diJiorquentur t vellicantur ant lancinantur. 
The deje&ions mentioned here correfpond, 
in fome refpec!, with thofe already defcribed 
in Pror. 53, as indicative of fomething bad j 
and from their appearance it is highly probable 
that the liver is affe&ed. Nor is it inconfiftent 
that patients labouring under thefe fymptoms 
fhould, towards a crifis, experience both a 
difficulty of breathing and aridity from" tha 
internal heat that prevails.

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CXVIII. A redundancy of humours from 
the loins to the neck and head, inducing a re- 
laxation in the manner of a paraplegy, thirea- 
teifs convulfions and an affection of mind; 
whether or not is fuch carried off by convul- 
fions? Patients thus affe&ed drag out the dif- 
eafe varioufly through a fuccefiion of the fame 
events. 


Paraplegy, according to Hippocrates, means 
a pdralyfis or refolution of particular- parts, 
in confequence of apoplexy or epilepfy. It is 
defined by Areta?us, “ [a'u «< pSf *m- 

dhxd pipm, Z x i, r r ' ; > « <rxi\e»t,” a defedt of 
touch and motion in one member only; l'uch aS 
<he hand or leg. Vid. Lib. i, cap. 7, of the 
caufes and fymptoms of chronic difeafes. Dr. 
Cullen fays that it is that fpecies of palfy which 
divides the , body horizontally, or tranfocrfely ; 
the palfified part beginning below the neck. 
The fame caufe that^ives rife to this affedtion 
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is faid, likewife, in the text to threaten con- 
vulfions, &c. How thefe are ferviceable in 
fuch cafes Galen explains in his Commentary . 
on Lib. i, Epid. &c. •, 

CXIX. In women affe&ed with ftrangula- 
tion of the uterus without fever, convulfions 
arc not violent, as in the cafe of Dorcas. 


What is rendered convulfions are, not violent, 
is expfefled in the original by “ rmwpl su^«- 
f lit,” the laft word certainly implies free from 
danger , and is fynopymous to dxlmm. This 
appellation is not improperly applied to con- 
vulfions that take place in hyfteric women, 
without fever, as they generally arife from a 
ftoppage of the menfes, and are removed by an 
fc efflux of the fame. Hence the 531ft of the 
Qoac. implies that there is a Solution of the 
fpafm, when the menfesappear at the be- 
04 ginning, 
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ginning, and no fever is prefent, The fame 
word, however, will likewife fignify a propen - 
fity to convulfions, and it is obfervable that 
women labouring under a fuffocation of the 
uterus, are very liable to fucji affedtions which, 
in a great meafure, arife from the fenlibility of 
the womb. In the 349th and 554th ,of the 
Coac. where the fentiment, in both, is hmilar 
to that of the text, the former acceptation is 
adopted.

CXX, A ftoppage of the bladder, efpe- 
cially with pain of the head, indicates 'fome- 
thing convul|ive ; debility, in fuch cafes, with 
a fenfation of torpor, is troublefome, but not 
deftrudtive. Whether or not does an affedtion 
of mind take place? 




It has already been obferved in note noth, 
ibqt a JuppreJJion of urine may be in cottfe- 

querice 
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quence of convuljtons, or that it may precede 
and give rife to them. The latter correfponds 
with the firft affertion in the Pror. and the 
obfervation is rendered flill more plaulibie, 
when the ftoppage is accompanied with pain 
of the head. On fuch an occafion, it is na- 
tural to imagine that the confequent debility 
will be attended with much uneafmefs ; and 
in the 588th of the Coac. it is faid to be de- 
finitive. Fcelius, however, is of opinion that 
the negative ought to be prefixed to as 
in the text. The queftion propofed at the 
end,’ we apprehend, may be anfwered in the 
.affirmative, 

CXXI. Whether or not does a feparation 
of the temporal bones excite convulfions? 
or are they excited by a Ar'oke infl idled on a 
perfon in liquor, or when the blood flows 
copioufly at the beginning? 
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;JWe have an anfwer to the firft of jthefe 
queftions In the following words of the 4.98th 
of the Coac.

jjie temporal artery, and advifes not to cut, it;

A 
remarkable proof of this is to be met with in 
cafe 28. Lib. 5. Epid. which reprefents a young 
girl of about twelve years of age, in Omilos, 
dying On the fourteenth day, in the middle of 
fummer, from a wound of the head, infli&ed 
by a gate fuddenly thrown again ft her, which 
occafioned both a contufion and fradture of the 
bone. The futures were included in the 
wound, and an operation was found to be he* 
ceflary; but a fufficient quantity of bone was 
not cut out, and the remaining part ga«e rife 
to a colle&ion of pus. On the eighth day rigor 
apd fever took place, and though her fituation 


was 
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was not to be commended, yet it was nearly 
the -fame as formerly. On the ninth the re* 
maindcr of the bone was taken out, and a 
very fmall collection of pus , with blood, ap- 
peared ; the membrane, however, was unhurt, 
and the flept after, but the fever did not abate, 
convulfions fcized her left hand, whereas thfc 
wound was rather on the right fide of the 
head. Thus it is evident that the affeCtion 
took place on the oppofite fide, at a diftance 
from the head ; but according to the dodtrine 
©f our author, in the beginning of this note, 
it appears that convulfions arifing from a 
wound in the temples, take place in the parts 
jdiredlly oppofite. The firft qucftion, there- 
fore, admits of a (olution in the affirmative, 
which, we apprehend, is not inapplicable to, 
the remaining part of the jPw. 

CXXII. A flow of fputum in a fever at- 
tended with fweats, is not of a bad tendency* 
in fuch cafes, it is my opinion that a liquid flux

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of the belly happens for fome days. Whether 
or not will an abfcefs take place in the joints ?

The word, in the original, rendered not of 

a bad tendency > is which has a diametri-

cally oppofite fignification; but the beft com- 
mentators fubftitute mh». In the claufe im- 
mediately following, a queftion is propofed, viz. 
Whether or not v^ill a liquid flux of the belly 
take place for fome days ? The anfwer is re* 
turned by the Angle word which occa- 
floned the explanation in the text; nor is it 
improbable that an abfcefs may be formed in 
the joints when the fymptoms are fuch as de* 
fcribed. 

CXXIII. Emotions of mind, which gradu- 
ally become fierce, terminate in deep % fixed 
melancholy* but if fuch proceed from a fup- 
preffioa of the menfes, they put on a wild 

favage 
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fyvage appearance, which is generally the *afe. 
Whether or not are women of this defcription 
liable to convulfions? Moreover, do failures 
of voice with deep fopor , fueh as partly hap- 
pened in the cafe of a curler’s daughter, on 
the firft appearance of the menftrual flux, 
threaten convulfive affe&ions? 1 


The firft part of this has* been repeated in 
Pror. 26th, and the 85th of the Cohc. but the' 
tendency of fnch emotions of mind to Melan- 
choly, is there omitted. This ftage, however, 
may take place, and it has been frequently 
obfetved that perfons of a‘ melancholic appear- 
ance, have afterwards become wild and favage. 
Hence the epithet fafiuStot, in the text, which 
Galen,' in . his Commentary^ defines “ brnoc- 
etu tS an increafe of melancholy.

melancholic ferfons are ready to do harm to 
thofe near them , when they perpetrate any 
great degree of evil , Hippocrates calls fucb 
affeftions of mind wild or favage. He ob- 
ferves, likewife, that the epithet is applicable 
to thofe that .Jlrike and kick with their jeet, 
bite , are enraged , and confider perfons coming 
in as their enemies. His words are, “ hpnitu; 

TTKfuPfotruvui, iv an xal irariiiri, x«! Aaxrii^siri^ x«i ’iclx- 
►m xal %u\u<riv, it; £7ri3xAouf iurlovrai ifjuQvrn." 

Thefc fymptoms, in general, may frequently 
be obferved in women who, agreeable to the 
text, experience emotions of mind from fup- 
prcfiion of the menfesj and it may be added, 
that fuch forebode convulfions. Hence in the 
85th of the Csac. it is faid “ emotions of mind that 
gradually become fierce , put on a favage appear- 
ance , and are the forerunners of convulfions”. 
From thefe obfervations, therefore, a fplution 
is given to the firft queftion in the Pror. and 
in anfwer to the fecond, it is highly probable 

that 



that convulfive affedtions may arife from fan 
lures of voice, accompanied with deep fopor. 

CXXIV. Perfons, whofe eyes, during the 
time of convulfions, fhine bright, and are fixed, 
experience an alienation of mind, and the dif* 
cafe is protradled for a length of time. 


The fymptoms, here, relating to the eyes, 
afe fynonymous to what Hippocrates elfewhere 
Calls, “ op/julruv opioTVS, c/XjUa Spxirv,” or “ c/ftju art# 

fignifying literally Jlraightnefs and bold - 
nefs of the eyes. Such he likewife fays is 
indicative of delirium . Hence in Sedt. ill, 
Lib. 6, Epid. we meet with the phrafe “ 
tfdro f era paxp&rmov. ” Fcefius too, in the Coac. 
Fran, has thefe words : “ Sunt autem pbreni - 
ticorum indicia oculi immoti , Jixi et intenti , 
intenti relucentes, quod ex media Hippocratis 
doSfrind bauriendum ejl,’ K This ihining and 

brightnefa 
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brightnefs of the eyes refembles that in perfons 
enraged. Hence the commentator juft now 
quoted fays “ In iis enim velut in ire ad - 
modum percitis oculi relucent ac micant The 
following fentence, likewife, from Lib. 12, of 
Virgin. is highly expreflive of this idea; . 
“ Oculis micat acribus ignis.” 

CXXV. Eruptions of blood that do not 
happen in a ftraight. direflion are bad, as in 
the cafe of a fw’elled fpleen when it flows 
from the right noflril: the fame thing is like- 
wife applicable to the parts about the pracor - 
dia •, but the evil is ftill greater if the flux is 
accompanied with fmall fweats about the 
forehead and thorax. 


The word, <», in the original, may 
be rendered i contrario, and is applicable to 
fuch eruptions of. blood as do not happen in 

a direct 
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a direcSt line from the place aflfe&ed . Hence 
“ rx xviiraUv fignifies, in Latio-j 

eruptiones qua fanguinem non e direElo , fed ex- 
adverfa parte , et oppojito quodam duBu pro- 
fundunt. This adverb is oppofed to x«r igt*, or 
x«r suGuwp/at, either of which applied to the blood 
means that it flows in a ftraight line from the 
place aflfedted, and that its motion is agree- 
able to nature ; which is always approved by 
our author. Hence Galen has thefe words, 

“ It Si to fiiv dvdiraXw atftojJjj'aya/ Sx clyxdiv writ », to Si 
»xr' ayxilv, u; 'hrvcxfdrK AeJ/ei, xxl r, oretpao SiSdvxH.” 

Jf the blood flows in an oppoflte direSlion , it 
is a bad fymptom ; but if in a di^eSl line, 
it is favorable, according to Hippocrates ; 
experience, likewife, teaches the fame." Again 
in his commentary on the Prog, he fays 
that our author fpeaks of eruptions of blood 
from the noltrils as highly advantageous, efpe- 
cially in inflammations of the liver and fpleen ; 
and that he praifes fuch as happen in a direSt 
line, but condemn* the oppoflte , as is evident 

from 
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from the following paflage, “ **'» ™ 

S7r«IVE( K«l TO ititmhU Js [it{*<p£T<XI.’ He 

adds what Hippocrates means by “ m* 

to ml <T7tAW joif^aAw ix juwmpoj as 

•when the blood, in an enlarged fplcen, flows 
from the right nojlril This Pror. is worthy 
of its . author, and univerfally commended by 
every commentator, as containing a general 
principle relative to haemorrhages: it is not 
only applicable to the liver and fpleen, but 
likewife to the’ other parts comprehended 
under the name preecordia , as may be feen in 
Lib. ’ 2 d and 6th of the Epid. where, in pains 
of the fidcs and tenlions of the preecordia, he 
fays that the excretions ought to be agreeable 
to the courfe of nature : when they are 
otherwife, or fhonld luch unfavourable erup- 
tions of blood take place as are mentioned in 
the Pror, it is conformable to reafon that the 
evil will (till be aggravated in cafes attended 
with fmail fweats about the forehead and 
thorax.

CXXVT. After 
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CXXVI. After a dux of blood from the 
noftrils, cold over the whole body, with fmall 
fweats, is a bad and deftrudtive fymptom. 


The fame fentiment is exprefled, both in 
the 342d and 40th of the Coac. Preen. Fcefius 
obferves, that, inftead of “ » pivZv” the words 
lx pysuv may be fubftituted; which reading is 
plaulible, nor does it in the fmalleft degree 
impair the fenfe; for cold after rigor , at- 
tended with fmall fweats, is on all occafions 
condemned by our author* Vid. Pror. and 
note 65. In either cafe, however, it is a bad 
fymptom, as the regular courfe of nature is 
evidently perverted. 

CXXVII. After an eruption of blood, a 
voiding of black faeces is bad ; very red de- 
je&ions are, likewife, deftru&ive, efpecially 
if the eruption of blood happens on the 

fourth 
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fourth day. In fuch cafes the patients die 
affeded with coma and convulfions, preceded 
by black evacuations, and a tumour of the 
belly. 


• Our author frequently mentions dejedions 
of this kind as unfavourable. In Aphor. 2 ift, 
Lib. 4, it is faid “ That black dejedions 
refembling blafk blood, coming away fpon- 
taneoully, either with or without fever, are 
very bad;” and again, the 23d of the fame 
book contains the following dodrine, viz. 
“ That perfons extenuated either from acute 
or chronic difeafes, wounds, or any other 
caufe, die on the day after an evacuation of 
black bile, which refembles black blood.’’ 

CXXVIII. Wounds occa'fioning ^an erup- 
tion of blood, accompanied with fmall fweats, 
are of a very bad kind. Patients thus 
R 2 affeded 



affe&ed die fuddenly, whilft they are con- 
^verfing. 


The word expreffive of fmall fweats, which 
are always accounted an unfavourable fymp- 
tom, has already been explained in notes 42d 
and 68th KaWOta, which is rendered of a very 
bad kind, is frequently ufed to denote wounds 
or ulcers of a malignant nature.. Vid. note 35th 
where its fignification like wife in a moral view 
is pointed cut. It is faid, that patients, la- 
bouring under fuch wounds die fuddenly, 
while they arc fpeaking. In this cafe, it is 
probable that the exertion increafes the he- 
morrhage, which, joined to the proftration 
of ftrength indicated by the fmall fweats, 
may produce fuch an unexpe&ed event. The 
original word interpreted fuddenly is Aafyalw, 
which properly means clandcjlinely, by jlealth, 
&c. Perfons, therefore, upon whom death 

advances 
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advances imperceptibly, or clandejlinely, are not 
aware of its approach, and may be faid to die 
fuddenly. In the 328th of the Coac. Pran, a 
fentimcnt fimilar to that of the text is ex- 
prefled; except that irnffiymTa is applied to 

t 

Tfwpsnx, inftead of tp^ojura, implying wounds 
with rigor » This is likewife a very bad 
fymptom in fuch a cafe, but the latter is ap- 
proved by Galen. 

CXX 1 X. Deafnefs, in acute difeafes, taking 
place after a fmall eruption of blood, and 
black dtjedtions, is a bad fymptom. In fuch 
cafes an evacuation of blood is deftrudivej 
but it carries off the deafnefs. 


It has already been obferved that deafnefs 
in acute diforders is unfavourable , as it is 
generally attended with an incraefe t>f febrile 
fymptoms. The 9th cafe of Book 3, Epid. 

R 3 points 
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points out the febris ardens acuta to have had 
paroxifms variable, and for the mod part to 
have been irregular; but on the fourteenth 
day it is faid deafnefs took place, and all the 
febrile fymptoms were much ipereafed. Vid. 
Pror. and note 33. If fuch, therefore, is a 
bad fymptom in difeafes of this kind, it mud 
undoubtedly be heightened when united with 
an eruption of blood, and black deje&ions, 
which, in Pror. and note 1 27th, have be enac- 
counted unfavourable . The deafnefs is faid 
to be carried off by an evacuation of blood. 
This is, in fome meafure, reconcilcable with 
the latter part of Aphor. 28th, Lib. 4th, vi2. 
“ c/.ojti'ji xvputn; %o\ufiuv yiwfevuv tsxjitui," deaf- 
nefs ccafes in cafes where bilious dejections 
take place. In the latter, bilious is the epithet 
affixed to the evacuations; but it is not im- 
probable that in fuch there may be a mix- 
ture of bipod. Hence, in Aphor. 2 id and 23d, 
Lib. 4th, already quoted on note 127th, we 
have an account of black deje&ions refembling 

black 
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black blood. In this point of view, therefore, 
the two appellations, bloody and bilious, are 
are not different, and the fame effed may 
arife from both conjoined. 

CXXX. If a pain at the mouth of the 
flomach is fuperadded to pains of the loins, it 
indicates that an hemorrhoidal flux will enfue, 
or that fuch has already taken place. 


In the 306th of the Ccac. Preen, it is faid 
that “ Pains of the loins excite a flux of 
blood,” and again, in the 307th of the fame, 
that “ large effufions of blood arife from pains 
of the loins.” Fcefius, however, in a note 
on the former of thefe, has the following ex- 
preflion, “ Infida funt hamorrhagice figna him- 
borttm dolores.” It is, perhaps, not an infalli- 
ble fymptom, but we find a fimilar do&rine 
in different parts of our Author’s woiks. 

R 4 Hence, 
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Hence, in Pror. 143d, pains and heat about the 
loins and fpine are mentioned as an indication 
of the menftrual flux, as is evident from thefe 
Words, ‘yvvaMUOt, Kurafiificirsi, aAAw? te 

And in 
Pror. 146th it is faid that tenfon atid pain of 
the loins indicate an eruption of blood, “

further corroboration of our text, we meet 
with the fame fentiment in the 312th of the 
C0ac.Pr.1n. but, in both, gains of the loins 
arc accompanied with pain of the flomach, 
which lad is omitted in the authorities quoted 
above. I'ocfius too has .the following obftrva- 
tion : “ Inf. antis aut etiam pragreffee & futures 
per heemrrheidas purgation 's j funt base Jympto - 
mat a, Jumbo ■ urn diuturnus dolor , ac oris ventri~ 
citli, ut explicat Gale mis.” 

CXXXI. If thofe, who experience an erup- 
tion ofldood at dated peiiods, have a fenfa- 
tion of third, uneafinefs, and great debility, 

without 
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without the eruption taking place, they die 
of epilepfy. 


Epileptic fits are differently denominated 
from their caufes. Hence an idiopathic and 
fymtomatic epilepfy. The former is proper 
when the caufe is referred to the brain itfelf}' 
the latter when it originates from other parts. 
This is underftood of the fecondary, or occa- 
fional caufes, for the proximate is the fame in 
both.- The idiopathic has for its fecondary 
caufes an ill conformation of the brain, ex- 
ternal violence, blows, long protuberances in 
the bafis ’of the fcull, an obftrudtion of the 
Jinujei of the dura mater , &c. The fymto- 
matic has for its fecondary caufes cacheftic 
habits, flatulencies from the ftomach and 
bowels, fpaiins of the inteftines, isregular 
fecretions and excretions, acrid matter tran- 
slated to the brain, violent and fpafmodic 

pains. 
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pains, &C. The epilepfy, in our text, is faid 
to arife from a foppage of an eruption of 
blood , 'which ufed to take place at Jlatca pe- 
riods-, and therefore falls, we apprehend, un-

der the fpecies laft mentioned. Dr. Cullen 
diftinguilhes three fpecies of this difeafe, viz. 
jft. Epilepfia ccrebralis ; when it arifes fud- 
dertly without any manifeft caufe, preceded by 
*no unedinefs, except fometimes a giddinefs, 
or lofs of light. 2d. Sympathica-, when it 
arifes without any manifeft caufe, but is pre- 
ceded by a particular fenfation ariling from 
fome part of the body, which goes upwards 
to the head, 3d. Occajionalis when it arifes 
from manifeft irritation, and ceafes on the 
ceffation of the morbid irritation. The laft 
fpecies in this enumeration comprehends, .it is 
prefumed, the epilepfy in the Pror. becaufe it 
arifes evidently from the ufual eruption of 
blood «ot taking place, which may produce 
irritation; and as this irritation does not ceafe 

from 
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from the eruption not recurring, the patient! 
die epileptic. 

CXXX 1 I. Sudden perturbation, without any 
evident caufe, Wjitchfulnefs, a dripping of 
blood from the noftrils, an alleviation on the 
fixth day, uneafineis in the night, accompa- 
nied with fmall iweats next day, fleep and de - 
lirium> may be expeded to terminate in a pro- 
fufe eruption of blood from the noftrils. Whe- 
ther does pale urine indicate fuch an event? 


Tn the 87th of the Coac. we find the fame 
fentiment, except that the queftion propofed 
at the end is anlwered in the affirmative. The 
difeafe fee ms to indicate a tendency to a vio- 
lent affedion of mind. Hence the following 
obtervauon of Fceiius: <c Cre dibile ejl hoc in 
morbo magnam inejje vim crajjioris fucci me tan - 
cholici } ad atram bikm acccdenth? The word 

ha. 
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rocfxXuStx, at the beginning, is refolvible into 
“ »hlyto<; Txfarjiuetx,” which implies juddcn per- 
turbation, or confufion without any caufe , and 

is a proof that the mind is more or lefs af-

feded, and that phrenitis may take place. 
Fcefius, however, is of opinion that the fymp- 
toms betray imperfcd obfervation; that they 
have been collated from the obfervation of one 
or two patients, and confequently an haemorr- 
hage from the noftrils has been predicted, as 
appears from his words : Concurjio ejl empi- 
rica quee in unius nut alt trim cegri objervatione , 
hcemorrhagice fgna plurima fimal contulit j e uni- 
que futuram pradicit 

CXXXIII. When a flux of blood has been 
of long duration, the belly fuffers inprocefs of 
time, if the urine is not concodled. 


In Aphor. 27, Lib. 4, it is faid that “ per- 

fons,

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fom> who in fever experienced a copious ejjhtx 
oj blood from any place, during their recovery 
have a moifl belly The confequence is marked 
by the# following expreffion : “ lyr 
*nriomv di xortdxi x&QtypaimToci” The fame fenti- 
ment is pointed out in the 153d of the Coac « 
. Preen . knd the effect is exp* clTcd to the fame 
purport in thefe words: “ h T^nv wx/a* 
xafcj/pwu'ovTai.” It does not, however, necefla- 
rily follow that the belly fhould be moift after 
an eruption of blood. Hence we meet with 
this exprefilon in the Pror. “ e £ d^o'foeylxs h tv- 
y* unr,f,” which means that after an erup- 
tion of the blood, the belly is co/live ; and Fcefius 
fay^, “ non ncccjfe cjl peft fanguinis eruptiones 
alvum femper ejfundi , cum ex hcemorrhagid in - 
terdutn rcjiccetur In fuch cafes it is natural 
to imagine that after effunons of blood, which 
are of long duration, the fpirits will be ex- 
haufled, the natural heat become languicl, and 
confcqnently concodion with the other natural 
fundions rendered defedive; the urine too 

will 
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will be crude and pale, which is a fymptom 
of the belly being affeded, whereas that which 
is well con coded is a contrary indication. 

CXXXIV. Violent eruptions of blood, at- 
tended with cold over the whole body on cri- 
tical days, are indicative of the worft confe- 
rences. 


Cold over the furface bf the body has al- 
ready been confidered as a bad indication on 
critical days, on account of its preventing a 
crifis taking place. Vid. note6i. Butitmuft 
flill be more hurtful when accompanied with 
fuch eruptions as are mentioned, becaufo the 
patient will then be more fufceptible of its 
effeds. 

CXXXV. An eruption of blood may be 
expeded in thofe who have a fenfation of 
weight, and pain in the fore part of the head, 

attended 
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attended with watchfulnefs, elpecially if a ten- 
fion reaches the neck. 


The fame fentiment is exprefled in dif- 
ferent parts of our author’s works. To- 
wards the end of Se&. 2 , Lib. i, Epid. it is 
faid that “ a flux of blood from the noftrils may 
be exposed to take place in thofe fevers deno- 
minated caufiy and others, if the patients are 
affli&cd with pain of the neck, and a weight 
about the temples, with dimnefs of fight, and 
a tenfion of the prcecordia, without pain.” 
What, in the text, is exprefled by a tenfion of 
the neck, is, in the Epid. known by “ -aim 
rfotyjxn,” a pain of the neck , which occafions 
no alteration of the fenfe, as the one nearly 
infers the other. The word rendered a fenfa - 
tion of weight in the fore part of tty head \ 
is exprelTed in the Epid. by “ xfor a<jW (3«p Iqf 
a weight of the temples-, though may 

fignify 
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fignify a weight of the head in general, yet 
certainly here, and elfewhere, when an indi- 
cation of an eruption of blood from the nof- 
trils, it is rather applicable to the fore part. 
Hence in the Sed. of the Epid. juft quoted, 
we find our author makes ufe of the phrafe 
“ |3<*pe« oAtit rijf xipxXr,;,” as a fymptom of bilious 
vomiting. Galen, in his commentary, fays 
that two things are efpecially to be confulered 
in a flux of blood, viz. the fever, and the 
fymptoms about the head and neck, which 
plainly indicate a plethora in the fyftem. But 
though thefe are the more evident indications, 
yet a tenfion of the preecordia is, like wife, 
mentioned by our author. Here it may not 
be improper to notice that fuch a tenfion, 
without pain, indicates an eruption of b’lood; 
whereas, if it is accompanied with pain, in- 
flammation of the part is fignified, as is evi-

4jj$ eruption 6f blood is generally indicated 
by the fymptoms above. The word 
rendered refllejfriefs and tojjing of the body, 
has occurred before in Pfor. 61, where, be- 
fides the above fignification, it likewife im- 
plies anxiety. Hence Galen in the Prog, ex- 
plains it both by MfU & (mrcur/Mt, anxietas ef 
corporis jaftatio. Vid. note f of the Btfog. 
and in note 6 2d of the Pror. the analogy be- 
tween & Mint ig pointed out at con- 
fiderable length.

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CXXXVII. Pain of the neck, and very red 
eyes, forebode an eruption of blood. 


It has already been obferved that tenfion 
and pain of the neck are among the fymptoms 
that indicate an eruption of blood. Vid. Pror. 
and note 135. Galen, likewife, in his third 
book ntf! xpiVftov, when enumerating the fymp- 
toms proper to haemorrhage, makes mention 
of the eyes. Hence the following parage :

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blood takes place from the noftrils, attended 
with rigor fupervening, after a ftoppage of the 
belly, does lienteria, and hardnefs of the belly 
enfue, or is it infefled with afcarides, or both ? 


The doubt implied here is removed in the 
344th of the Coac. Pratt, where it is affirmed 
that the belly is affedted with lienteria, See. 
This, affedtion is frequently attended with 
hardnefs of the belly, as is evident from Lib. 2, 
cap. to, of Aretaeus, on the caufes and iymp- 
toms of chronic difeafes, who fpeaks to the 
following purport : ** The patient now pines 
from want of nourilhment, his colour is pale, 
attended with atony, and weaknefs of the 
whole frame j the affedlion is called lienteria, 
and it arifes from a cicatrix of the inteftitfes.” 

CXXXIX. When pain of the loins moves 
to the head and hands, attended with torpor, 
cardialgia , anythin, feirous htimours, a profufe 
S 2 eruption 
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eruption of blood happens. In fuch cafes, 
likcwife, there follows a loofenefs of the 
belly, with perturbation of mind.. 


We find the 308th of the Coac. Pratt, cor- 
rcfponds with this Pror. but the expreffion is 
better adapted in the former; as is fub- 
ftituted for in the latter. Hence the 

following obfervation of Fo;fius: “ Cerium 
tamen eft aurium ftmitus ad proftuvii Janguinis 
praditttonem magis accedere, pro reptantis ftir- 
fum materia momenta ." It is, likewife, more 
agreeable to reafon that an eruption of blood 
from the aoftrils fhould be predicted by a tin- 
gling of the ears, than by thin, ferous humoprs. 
The reading, however, appears doubtful, for 
in fome copies ' we meet with but, 

of the tjiree, the firfl: is preferable. Befides, 
in the Coac . Pran. we fee that torpor is appli- 
cable to tile hands; which fenfe is to be pre- 
ferred to the reading of the texlt

eruption of blood, void black dejections copi- 
oufly, experience an hemorrhage with tenfion,”

CXLI. A fmall dripping of blood from the 
noftrils, attended with deafnefs and torpor , are 
vexatious fymptoms. Vomiting and a difcharge 
by the belly, are ferviceable in fuch circum- 
stances. 


The phrafe “ /wxp* n' dvccTafr;,” is perpetually 
confidered by our author in the worft point 
of view. Hence in the 600th of the Coac.

in fmall quantities like drops of blood, is always 
a bad fyenptom, efpecially when the fuccejjion is 
(it Jhort intervals.

Ift 
fuch cafes vomiting, and a difcharge of the 
belly, by. a melajiafis, and evacuation of the 
humours, may, in fo.me degree, be advan- 
tageous, though not fufficiently efficacious.

Pain of the 
neck has more than once been taken notice of 
by our author, as indicating an eruption of 
blood from the noftrils* Vid.

CXLVI. Frequent attempts of going to 
ftool, when fomething glutinous and of a 
yellowifh appearance is voided, containing a 
fmall quantity of fasces, accompanied with 
pain of the prcecotdia and fide, indicate jaun- 
dice. Whether or not are the patients, on the 
fuppre'ffion of fuch, affedted with great debi* 
lity, and an eruption of blood ? In cafes of this 
defcription, tendon and pain of the loins are 
indications of the latter. 


Though the fymptoms above may indicate 
jaundice, yet the pain mentioned does not 
always happen. Dr. Cullen diftinguifhes five 

ipeqies 
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fpecies of this difeafe. i ft. Idler us calculofus ; 
when there is pain in the hypogaftric region, 
which increafes after eating, and is attended 
with bilious ftools, when concretions pafs into 
the inteftines. 2. Spajmodicus when there is 
no pain, and a yellownefs takes place , after 
fpafmodic difeafes and affections of. the mind. 
3. fiepaticusi which follows a difeafe of the 
liver, and is without pain. 4. Gravidarum-, 
it happens during pregnancy, and gives way 
after delivery. 5. Infantum-, which takes 
place foon after birth. The jaundice in the 
text feems rather to fall under the flrft of 
thefc j and the patients will undoubtedly, on 
a fuppreffion of the evacuation, be affedted 
with great debility, efpecially as it is often a 
concomitant of the difeafe : nor is it impro- 
bable that an hemorrhage will take place, 
which is generally a dangerous fymptom; 
for the*, bldod is then in an acrid and diffolved 
ftate. At the end of the Pror. it is faid thtft

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~mrxm;MVX,” is fynonymOUS to “ Ifatym TapctXcywf 
*V cAi'j/ov Twmmfttva” in the Coif. Preen, which 
means urine fuddenly and unexpectedly Jomewhat 
conceded. The conclufion from both is the fame, 
and through the whole of our author’s works we 
find that conctfdion of this kind is univerfally 

I 

condemned ; for the apparent crifis is contrary to 
nature, vvhofe motions are at regular and fixed 
periods. Vid. note 59th, where it is, likewife, 
(hewn that critical fymptoms fhould not ap- 
pear fuddenly, and thofe that unexpectedly prove 
favorable are not to be relied on, as they are 
liable to fufpicion, from the authority of 
Lib. 2, Epid. and the 27th Aphor. Lib. 2. 
The illuflration of this fubjed has already been 
profecuted at confiderable length in the note 
above, to which we refer the reader. The 
lath member of the Pror. needs no explana- 
tion, as it appears a felf-evident affertion. 

CLIV. In perfons affeded with*fomc de- 
gree of fipor , and jaundice, and whofe fenfi- 
T 2 bility 
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bility is fomewhat impaired, who are, like- 
wife, troubled with hiccup, a copious efflux of 
the belly talers place, or perhaps a fupprefflon 
with great debility. In fueh cafes are abfeeffes 
about the ears to 'be expected ? 


Stupor, an affection of the fenfes, hiccup, 

and an effufion of the belly, are fymptoms 

that rarely occur in jaundice; but> fflould they 

< 

happen, the greateft danger may be fufpedted; 
this is evident from the 3 2d Pror. and exem- 
plified in the cafe of Hcrmippus. Hence “ i 
im iHTipa fiup'xm; xctxrr," a fatuity of mind in 
jaundice is a bad fymptom : to this of the 3 2d 
is joined, likewife, the effufion of the belly 
mentioned in. the text; but there is no notice 
taken of hiccup. If this, therefore, is a con- 
comitant of the other fymptoms, the confc- 

e 

quence is {till more to be dreaded. The fup- 
pofition, however, in the Pror. is, that, inftead 

of 
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of a copious efflux from the belly, a fupprefflon , 
with great debility, may enfue. This is a fre- 
quent fymptom in perfons affe&ed with jaun- 
dice, and it may be attended with great debi- 
lity, but in thq Coac, Preen, the word 
OUVTO \* ufed inftead of wAuWai of the Pror • 
which implies that the patients are of a pale , 
yellow! fh, green colour. This appearance arifes 
from an abforption of the bile, and is not un- 
common in peifons labouring under any re- 
markable obftnfdion of the vijeera ; the eyes 
very readily receive the tinge, and confe- 
quehtly are denominated herbei , being of a 

greenilh colour. We find one of thefe verbs 
© 

frequently uled for the other in our author, and 
perhaps not improperly; becaufe in many in- 
fti\nces, where a fuffufion from the bile takes 
place, there is lijcewile great debility and inac- 
tivity ', i hence &xu«s, exfolutto, imbecillttas, de~ 
bilitaiio , is an hepatic fymptom, and applied 
in that fenfe by Galen. With regard to the 
queftion at the end of this Pror. we may rea- 
T 3 diiy 
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dily fubjoin Focfius’s obftrvation : “ ®uod au- 
tem de tuberculis ad cures tcmere hie adferi- 
bitur , in Coils prcrjagiis redie fubticetur.” 


CLV. Suppreffions of urine ‘with rigor are 
bad, efpecially if they are preceded by a deep 

t 

fopor. In fuch cafes is there an expc&ation of 
abfeeffes forming about the cars? 


In the note on Pror. noth it has been 
, * 

obferved that a fuppreffion of urine is fome- 
times the confequence of rigor and convu/Jionsi 
at other times that it precedes them; proofs, 
likewife, of both are adduced in that place. 
The fuppreffion in the text is rather conforfo- 
able to the firft, and agrees, in this refpedt, 
with the nothPm\ but in the 25th of the 
Coaf. Prkn. which contains a fentiment fimi- 
lar to that [in the Pror , under confideration, 

the 
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the queftion relating to abfceffes is anfwered 
affirmatively. 

CLVI. In dejections attended with tor- 

i 

mina, a flimy jediment, fomewhat livid, is a 
bad fyrhptom, and, in my opinion, a pain is 
felt on the right fide of the pnecordia with 
failure of ftrength. Whether or not do pain- 
ful abfeefles of the ears appear a fflort time 
afterwards ? In all fuch cafes a copious efflux 
of the belly is deftrudlive. 


Some underftand the firft part of this Pror. 
as applicable to the urine; but if referred to 
dejections, which feems to be the opinion of 
Galen and others, it will imply thofe common 
to perfons labouring under affections of the 
liver, which generally indicate 'great, weaknefs 
of the natural fundtians. In this view, there- 
fore, the pain on the right fide and debility are , 
T 4 eafiJy 
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ea/ily accounted for 5 nor is it improbable 
that, from the w?aknefs of the liver and the 
retcnive power being deftroyed, a copious 
efflux of the belly fliould take place and prove 
deftru&ive. 

CLVII. In watchings attended with anxi- 
ety, abfeefles of the ears are likely to happen, 


The fame fentiment is exf»refled in the 

563d of the Coac. Tran, and though we .can-, 

not certainly infer that fuch an effedt will take 

place, yet it is not improbable, as the anxiety 

in the text generally indicates an oppreffior 

arifmg from a vitious humour at the mouth of 

* 

the ftomach, which may, perhaps, break forth 
in the manner deferibed.

CLVIII. In Ileus attended with a foetid 
ftnejl, an acute fever, and fwelling of the pra- 

cordia 
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eordia at fome diftance of time, ablcefle* 
about the ears are deftru&ive. 


The foetid fmell is applicable to the dejec- 
tions ,in this difeafe, and denotes putrefcency 
and corruption of the humours. When fuch, 
therefore, are accompanied with an acute 
fever, and an inflammation of the vifcera, it is 
natural to fuppofe that abfcdTes, in fuch cafes, 
are indications of the ftrength being exhauftcd, 
and that death is at hand. The fame fenti- 
ment is expreflcd both in the 201ft and 293d 
of the Coac. Pran. 

CLIX It is agreeable to reafon that ab- 
fceffes of the ears Ihould arife from deafnefi, 
efpecially if anxiety and reftleflhefs fupervene. 
The efFedt, however, is flill more probable 
fhould thefe fymptoms be attended with Jopor.

The fame idea is conveyed by the 209th 
of the Coac . Pran. and correlponds pretty 
nearly with what is contained* in the i6bth 
of the Pror. The fymptoms indicate an op- 
preffion of the head, which, may arifc from 
phlegm, humours, moifture and cold; hence 
the tubercles in the text. 

CLX. Abfcefies about the ears are bad in- 
dications in perfons affe&ed with paraplcgy. 


Paraplegy , according to Hippocrates, is a 
paralyjis or refolution of particular parts 'in 
confequence of apoplexy or epilepfy. Vid. note 
118th, where the opinion of different authors, 
relative to this affedtion, is adduced. The 
difeafe, therefore, being fomewhat connected 
with apoplexy, tumours about the ears muft 

neceffarily 
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neceffarily be unfavorable, as they indicate 4 
determination to the head, 

CLXI. Exacerbations that happen in a 
convulfive manoer, attended with catochus, or 
a heavy excite tubercles about the ears. 


The convulfions and jlupor , in the text, feCtn 
to originate fronj a redundancy of humour in 
the brain, by which the nervous power is par- 
ticularly afFeCted j nor is it improbable that, 
from a fuperabundance of crude, thick juices, 
fuch tubercles as above fhould be excited. 
Hence the following obfervation of Foefius: 
“ Non abs re ex hujujmodi redundante crajforum 
et crudorum fuccorum in cerebro copid , ad aures 
tubercula proditura fperabis Galen, likewife, 

in confirmation of the dodirine in the text,

which imply it is agreeable to reafon that f\ wel- 
ling about the ears Jhould befall ptrjons ajfefted 
with conrulfons and Jiupor. 

CLXII. Convulfions, tremor , anxiety/ and 
heavy flupor, indicate that fmall tubercles will 
break out about the ears, attended with fome 
degree of exacerbation. 

CLXIII. Whether or not are perfons affeded 
with pain of the head when tubercles about the 
ears are expeded ? Do fmall fwcats break out 
in the fuperior parts, and rigor fupervene ; and 
is there afterwards a copious efflux of the 
belly, attended with fome degree of fopor ? 
Does crude pale urine, with white clouds Ap- 
pended in it, and dejedions of a variegated 
whitifli colour, emitting a diifagreeable foetid 
fmell, indicate fuch tubercles ? Is urine of this 
kind accompanied with a frequent dripping of 
blood from the noffrils, and is the tongue 
frnooth in patients of the above defcription ? 


Pain 
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Pain of the head and fopor frequently pre- 
cede tumours of this kind. In confirmation 
of tiiis vve adduce the following words of 
Foefius:, 4t Quibus juturi ad aures abfcejfus Jpes 
fit , it fape capitis do/ore tententur, unde ct xcpa- 
xccxytx & xw/Aa pajjim in his annctatur” Small 
fweats, likewife, break cut in the fuperior 
parts, from the opprefiion and fuperabundance 
of matter, as well as the weaknefs generally 
prevailing; rigor too may be induced from 
the fudden efforts of nature endeavouring an 
evacuation, which are, frequently, unfucceff- 
ful. This laff fymptom is omitted in the text, 
but we meet with it in the Coac. Preen, and 
infert it upon the authority ct Galen. The 
urine in the Prcr . denominated ifordh, Xw/J, 
& iwivpvjpiw, indicates a general crudity in the 
fyftcin, and a determination of humour to the 
head and brain. For the confirmation of this 
do&rine, Vid. note 3 2d, where an explanation 


is 
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is given of Jvaicdp/*w«, willed correfponds with 
Lxia?y][Mz fwrtMpo# of the Epid. and it is (hewn by 
particular cafes that urine of this description 
is indicative of deliria and emotions of mind. 
But in anfwer to the queition in the text, we 
find that urin? to which the fallowing epithets 
are applicable, viz. SwipavU, \evxd, xc^rd,

&Xt M ’ ******* & xuQotfd, is reprefented frequently 
in the Epid. to indicate tubercles about the 
ears. It may be added, likewife, that fuch 
tumours will be preceded by the variegated 
dejections mentioned, which indicate a putre- 
fcency and corruption of the juices. 

CLXIV. In afthmatic perfons labouring 
under jaundice, and an acute fever, with 
hardnefs and fwelling of the pracordia, if there 
isprefent, likewife, a fenfation of cold ovef the 
furface of the body, large tumours about the 
ears may be expeCted to take place. 


The 
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'i'he fymptoms enumerated above as con- 
comitants of a'llma , aie of a v<.iy*unfavorablc 
kind. What is rendered wi.h bardnefs and 
f welling of the pra’cordia , is t.x prefled in the 
107th of the Coac. Frau, by po-a vV%«vtyj« 
Jiw'w, vvti cii means tenfion of the preecordia. 
One of thejb, however, implies the other, ajtd 
fliould either of them be accompanied with 
frigidity , as jn ’ the text, an abfeefs is more 
likely to enhie than inflammation. Hence 
theie words of Foetus: “ i*vxJr.3fm fynom & 
inroyjifym <rx Ar'icv,” cum tv.more ju/’frigido, indi- 
cat abjccjjhirn fobdem points quant phlegmonem. 

■CLXV. In patients affected with f/por, anx- 
iety and rcftlcffnefs, pain of the pracordia> and 
a fmall degree of vomiting, tubercles about the 
ears may be expefled; but before •Jaefe, tu- 
mours of the face make their appearance.

The fymptoms abovementioned feeiii to 
arife from a fuperabundance of humour?, 
which may have a determination to the head, 
and produce the effed in the text. We meet 
with the fame fentiment in the 183d or the 
Coac. Preen, except only that the tumours of 
the face are faid to appear x upxroi, or xaJ- 

with /of or or heat. 

CLXVT. Sopor appearing while black paces 
are dejeded, indicates tubercles about the cars. 


In note 163d it has been faid that fopor 
frequently precedes tumours of the ears, and 
it is fupported by the authority of Foefius. 
The aifertion, however, is ftill more probable 
when black dejedions, which indicate a viti- 
ated ftate of the blood, are a concomitant.

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The bad tendency of which has been already 
pointed out. Vid. note 127. 

CLXVII. A cough, attended with a fre- 
quent difcharge «of faliva, foftens tubercles of 
the ears,’ 


It is natural to fuppofe that when there is 
a flux of thin humour into the mouth, as hap- 
pens in the cafe of falivation, the matter and 
fewel of the tubercles will be carried off; 
hence a contraction and foftening will take 
place. The effeft is exprtfled by the word 
«Y «xeWa, which conveys an idea fimilar to 
ki mu, &c pxt.xro-u, or is fynonymous to 
of tile Coac. Tran, and Epid. The fubflance of 
the 264th of the Coac.Pran. is partly reconcile- 
able with the text, wiiich implies that irritation 
of the faucet indicates moderate tumours about 
the ears. This irritation may be a concomitant 
of the cough, and difcharge of (allva in tli ePrcr. 

U from 
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from thence likewife we are led to conclude 
that the humour opprefling the head is carried 
downwards, confequently that the tubercles 
of the ears are alleviated by fuch a derivation. 
Correfponding to this are the following paf- 
fages of Fcefius : “ Ex hdc igitur jaucium ir- 
ritations, humoris cerebrum gravantis et in 
fubjedlas partes demijji judicium fumitur, et ex 
ifta humoris dejluxione veluti quadam deriva- 
tions, credibile eft aurium tubercula allevari." 
Again, “ Quibus fauces irritantur a tujji, its 
kvia circa aures tubercula fant 

CLXVIII. Pain of the head, attended with 
fopor and deafnefs, is an indication of tuber- 
cles about the ears. 


This* Pror. correfponds pretty nearly with 
the 1 59th} except that pain of the head is an 

additional 
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additional fymptom.i For the explanation v|d. 
note 159th. 

CLXIX. Tenfion of the pracordia with 
fopor, anxiety, reiyeffnefs, and pain of the 
head, ex/ite tubercles of the ears. 


It has already been obferved that hardnefs , 
tenfion , (welling,^ and pain of the pracordia t 
are indications of tumours about the ears. 
Vid. Pror. and note 164th, and Pror. 165th. 
The two following fymptoms in the text 
have likewife been taken notice of as fuchj 
and in the beginning of note 163d, pain of 
the head is faid frequently to precede tumours 
pf this kind. 

CLXX. Painful tubercles about tjie ears, 
which become eafier and difappear without 
a proper crifis, are unfavorable.

Our 
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Our author, in different parts' of ^fie Epid. 
takes notice of fitch as bad indications Htilce, 
when fpeakihg of fwellings* about the ears, he 
condemns thofe, “ ts^uxMyi xal x>t'z^wrv1mn , 
which were alleviated and did not fuppurate . 
The word nxrx^.yrMvtx, which is rendered be- 
come e after, is, according to Fcelius, juftly re- 
folved into cl x.xtu (Spstj'u Xu&ptEKSi, xa! aYop»#paivo/uw(»j, 
xu) aQavitypiiut,” and is applicable to ' amours 
which are difeufled without any evident fymp- 
toms of fuppuration. Galen, however, with- 
out applying the pain in the text to tubercles, 
draws a more general conclulion, and afferts 
that all pains coaling unexpebledly are unfavor- 
able-, a dodrinc which correfponds with what 
is advanced, on many occafions, by Hippo- 
crates.
